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Among  highlights  of  the  1996-1998  biennium  were  the  September  1996  grand  opening  of  the  Back  Shop 
at  the  North  Carolina  Transportation  Museum  in  Spencer,  shown  at  top  left;  implementation  early  in 
1997  of  a new  Internet  address  for  the  division  and  its  respective  sections,  represented  by  the  screen 
shot  at  upper  right,  which  shows  a portion  of  the  State  Archives  World  Wide  Web  brochure;  a March 
1997  press  conference  (center  left)  held  to  announce  the  discovery  of  the  wreckage  of  what  is  believed  to 
be  the  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge,  flagship  of  the  notorious  pirate  Blackbeard  (the  bronze  bell  shown  at  center 
right  was  recovered  from  that  wreckage);  the  August  1997  transfer  of  the  North  Carolina  Maritime 
Museum  of  Beaufort  (whose  logo  appears  at  bottom  left)  from  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Cultural  Resources,  under  which  it  became  part  of 
the  Division  of  Archives  and  History;  and  the  division’s  newly  inaugurated  sponsorship  of  a statewide 
competition  to  select  North  Carolina  public  school  students  from  grades  six  through  twelve  (such  as 
the  ones  pictured  at  bottom  right)  to  participate  in  National  History  Day,  a nationwide  program  to 
promote  the  study  of  history  in  schools.

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BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
DIVISION  OF  ARCHIVES  AND  HISTORY 

Julyl,  1996-June  30,  1998 
Jeffrey  J.  Crow,  Director 

The  1996-1998  biennium  produced  some  of  the  most  exciting  and  challenging 
opportunities  in  the  history  of  the  agency.  The  biennium  began  with  punishing 
winds  and  rains  from  two  powerful  hurricanes.  In  1997  an  archaeological  storm, 
just  as  powerful  in  effect,  buffeted  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History  with  a fury 
that  attracted  international  attention.  The  discovery  of  an  early-eighteenth-century 
shipwreck  in  Beaufort  Inlet  set  the  division  on  a course  that  could  redefine  the 
history  of  provincial  North  Carolina. 

Hurricanes  Bertha  (July  1996)  and  Fran  (September  1996)  devastated  North 
Carolina.  Hardest  hit  were  Brunswick  Town  and  Fort  Fisher,  but  most  eastern  sites, 
including  Tryon  Palace,  suffered  extensive  damage.  Hurricane  Fran  raged  through 
central  North  Carolina  and  created  equal  destruction  inland.  State  records  stored 
in  the  Old  Farmers  Market  in  Raleigh,  including  some  of  archival  quality,  were 
immersed  in  floodwaters.  The  entire  staff  of  the  division  responded  magnificently. 
After  cleanup  and  repair,  historic  sites  reopened  quickly.  Damaged  records  received 
proper  treatment  to  restore  them.  The  revetment  at  Fort  Fisher,  designed  to  protect 
that  historic  resource,  withstood  both  hurricanes.  Staff  learned  a great  deal  from 
these  crises  and  made  plans  to  prepare  for  future  emergencies. 

In  November  1996  Intersal,  Inc.,  a private  research  firm  working  under  an 
underwater  archaeology  permit,  discovered  the  remains  of  a shipwreck  that  could 
prove  to  be  the  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge  (QAR).  The  pirate  known  as  Blackboard  ran 
the  vessel  aground  at  Beaufort  Inlet  in  June  1718.  When  the  division  held  a Raleigh 
press  conference  in  March  1997  to  announce  the  discovery,  the  response  was  electric. 
Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  Jr.  and  Secretary  of  Cultural  Resources  Betty  Ray  McCain, 
as  well  as  other  dignitaries  and  legislators,  attended  the  news  conference.  With 
funding  from  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  and  Carteret  County,  the 
division  undertook  a major  dive  on  the  site  in  the  fall  of  1997.  At  a second  news 
conference  in  Beaufort  on  October  29,  the  results  of  that  dive  were  announced. 
Again,  the  press  conference  received  excellent  media  coverage.  While  circumstantial 
evidence  strongly  points  to  the  shipwreck’s  being  the  QAR,  no  categorical 
statements  declaring  it  so  were  made.  The  QAR  project  remained  one  of  the 
division’s  highest  priorities  as  the  reporting  period  came  to  an  end.  In  the  meantime 
a QAR  Project  Team,  appointed  by  the  director,  oversees  all  aspects  of  the 
archaeology,  history,  conservation,  security,  and  management  of  the  nearly  three 
hundred  artifacts,  including  two  cannons,  recovered  from  the  site. 

The  Beaufort  shipwreck  had  repercussions  in  other  ways.  The  North  Carolina 
Maritime  Museum  under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  transferred  to  the 
Division  of  Archives  and  History  in  August  1997.  The  Maritime  Museum  became 
the  hub  for  the  dive  operations  and  the  curatorial  center  to  manage  the  artifacts 
recovered  from  the  shipwreck.  To  placate  squabbling  museums  and  historic  sites 
in  eastern  North  Carolina  that  were  maneuvering  to  get  control  of  the  artifacts. 
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the  division  organized  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  Heritage  Trail.  The  Maritime 
Heritage  Trail  helped  launch  a traveling  exhibit  of  artifacts  from  the  shipwreck. 
The  first  site  of  the  exhibit  was  the  State  Capitol  in  Raleigh,  where  Governor  Hunt 
and  Secretary  McCain  cut  the  opening  ribbon  in  May  1998.  Skilled  craftsmen  at 
the  Maritime  Museum  built  the  exhibit,  titled  In  Search  of  Queen  Anne's  Revenge, 
and  the  museum  will  continue  to  manage  it. 

When  not  confronted  by  hurricanes  and  pirates,  the  division  prospered  in 
other  ways.  Space  shortages  continued  to  plague  the  Archives  and  Records  Section, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  some  progress  seemed  imminent.  Plans 
proceeded  to  renovate  the  Oteen  Center  in  Asheville  as  a regional  records  center 
and  home  of  the  division’s  Western  Office.  The  General  Assembly  showed  a 
willingness  to  lease  additional  space  for  records  storage,  and  the  Office  of  State 
Budget  and  Management  undertook  a comprehensive  study  of  the  section’s  space 
needs.  The  State  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board  sponsored  a very  successful 
series  of  teleconferences  on  the  preservation  of  records  and  made  grants  available 
to  local  archival  repositories. 

The  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  achieved  a significant  milestone  with 
the  passage  of  a historic  preservation  tax  credit  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1997. 
The  tax  credit  had  an  immediate  impact  on  the  staff,  with  an  increased  demand 
for  services.  The  staff  also  worked  diligently  to  organize  an  African  American 
Network  on  Historic  Preservation,  which  held  a successful  inaugural  meeting  in 
Durham.  With  funding  from  Preservation  North  Carolina  and  the  editorial 
assistance  of  the  Historical  Publications  Section,  David  Brook  published  A Las^mg 
Gift  of  Heritage:  A History  of  the  North  Carolina  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
Antiquities,  1939-1974.  The  University  of  North  Carolina  Press  published  A Guide 
to  the  Architecture  of  Eastern  North  Carolina,  by  Catherine  Bishir  and  Michael 
Southern.  It  won  the  prestigious  Mayflower  Cup  (1997),  as  well  as  other  awards. 

The  Historical  Publications  Section  continued  its  solid  record  of 
accomplishment  with  numerous  new  publications  and  reprints,  including  Gerald 
Thomas’s  Divided  Allegiances:  Bertie  County  during  the  Civil  War.  The  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local  History  presented  an  Award  of  Merit  to  the  section, 
and  the  same  organization  honored  Joe  A.  Mobley  with  a Certificate  of 
Commendation.  In  May  1998  Governor  Hunt  presented  former  governor  James  G. 
Martin  with  a second  volume  of  Martin’s  addresses  and  public  papers  at  a ceremony 
in  the  State  Capitol. 

Heritage  tourism  became  a shibboleth  at  the  division’s  historic  sites  and 
museums.  A national  conference  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 
in  January  1997  generated  increased  momentum  for  developing  coordinated  “trails” 
and  cultural  attractions  throughout  the  state.  Although  visitation  at  state  historic 
sites  suffered  in  the  aftermath  of  the  1996  hurricanes,  it  had  rebounded  by  the  end 
of  the  reporting  period.  The  Historic  Sites  Section  opened  major  new  exhibits  at 
the  North  Carolina  Transportation  Museum,  the  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial,  and  the 
Charlotte  Hawkins  Brown  Memorial  State  Historic  Site.  In  the  fall  of  1997  Somerset 
Place  hosted  a national  conference  on  the  interpretation  of  slavery  at  historic  sites 
and  in  the  classroom.  The  director  made  the  concluding  remarks  at  the  conference, 
which  were  published  in  the  March  1998  issue  of  Perspectives,  the  newsletter  of 
the  American  Historical  Association.  One  of  the  chief  results  of  the  1996  hurricanes 
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was  the  decision  to  move  the  CSS  Neuse  from  the  banks  of  the  Neuse  River  to  higher 
ground.  The  vessel  had  been  badly  damaged  by  floodwaters.  As  the  biennium  drew 
to  a close,  plans  to  move  the  Neuse  were  nearing  completion. 

An  exciting  acquisition  at  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  promised 
to  give  the  site  much-needed  room  for  expansion.  The  former  site  of  Barbour  Boat 
Works,  a six-acre  tract  adjacent  to  the  palace  grounds,  will  become  the  location  of 
a future  visitors  center.  Meanwhile,  the  staff  continued  to  plot  areas  for  new  and 
more  intensive  research,  including  African  American  history,  gardens,  Sauthier 
maps,  and  the  architectural  influences  on  John  Hawks,  the  palace’s  original  builder. 
Renovation  of  the  early-nineteenth-century  Hay  House,  scheduled  to  open  in  the 
fall  of  1998,  offered  opportunities  for  innovative  interpretation  of  domestic  life  before 
electricity,  heating,  and  air  conditioning. 

During  the  biennium  the  director’s  office  took  on  increasing  demands  for 
services  across  the  division  and  from  the  state’s  historical  community.  The  office 
processed  literally  hundreds  of  grant  applications  for  funds  appropriated  by  the 
General  Assembly  for  local  historical  societies.  Additionally,  Jo  Ann  Williford 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  statewide  organization  of  National  History  Day  and 
its  annual  meeting  at  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History.  Besides  serving  as 
project  coordinator  for  the  QAR  project,  Larry  Misenheimer  developed  an 
outstanding  Web  site  on  the  Internet  for  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History.  He 
also  continued  to  tackle  difficult  issues  relating  to  electronic  records.  The  Research 
Branch  under  Jerry  C.  Cushion’s  leadership  provided  sound  historical  research  to 
many  parties  within  and  outside  the  division. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  recognizing  the  efforts  of  Secretary 
Betty  Ray  McCain  and  Deputy  Secretary  Elizabeth  F.  Buford  to  support  the 
professional  programs  of  the  division.  After  years  of  neglect,  state  historic  sites  and 
the  State  Capitol  are  receiving  critical  repairs  and  renovation.  Moreover,  the 
secretary’s  office  has  secured  essential  grant  money  to  permit  the  division  to 
undertake  significant  teleconferences,  symposia,  internships,  and  historical 
projects. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  extremely  busy  but  consequential.  Already  each 
section  is  developing  plans  for  the  centennial  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Commission  in  2003.  Despite  constant  threats  of  budget  cuts,  as  a new  millennium 
approaches,  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History  remains  steadfast  to  its  mission 
and  looks  forward  to  the  challenges  that  await. 
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ARCHIVES  AND  RECORDS  SECTION 

David  J.  Olson,  State  Archivist  and  Records  Administrator 

The  event  that  began  the  biennium — Hurricane  Fran  in  the  first  week  of  September 
1996 — was  in  many  ways  the  dominating  item  during  the  two  years.  It  was  of  great 
importance  because  it  caused  considerable  trouble  for  the  program  both  in  terms 
of  direct  damage  done  and  also  in  its  indirect  effects.  The  direct  damage  was  the 
most  destructive  event  for  the  records  entrusted  to  the  section’s  care  in  the  nearly 
one  hundred  years  of  the  program’s  history.  A collateral  storage  area  at  the  Old 
Farmers  Market  on  Hodges  Street  that  housed  20,000  cubic  feet  of  records  was 
inundated  with  waters  from  Crabtree  Creek.  While  only  about  10  percent  of  the 
total  area  was  directly  flooded,  all  the  records  stored  there  were  affected  by  mold, 
which  ran  rampant  after  the  flood.  A commercial  recovery  firm  was  engaged  to 
conduct  the  cleanup  and  did  so  successfully,  until  at  the  very  end  of  the  recovery 
phase  a range  of  shelving  collapsed,  forcing  the  agency  to  restrict  access  to  the 
records  for  a time.  Most  of  the  flood-damaged  records  were  not  scheduled  for  long- 
term preservation  and  could  be  discarded.  The  543  cubic  feet  of  damaged  material 
that  did  have  enduring  value  was  sent  to  Texas  for  freeze-dr5dng.  We  can  happily 
report  that  none  of  these  records  was  irreparably  damaged  by  these  events. 

While  this  direct  damage  was  bad  enough,  the  indirect  effects  of  the  problem 
became  a permanent  feature  of  the  biennium.  The  loss  of  the  collateral  storage  area 
exacerbated  the  section’s  already  unfavorable  situation  with  regard  to  space  for 
records.  As  a result,  the  program  has  been  in  crisis  mode  since  the  hurricane.  Staff 
in  both  branches  of  the  section  have  faced  these  problems  directly.  We  have  had  to 
work  carefully  with  our  stakeholders  in  state,  county,  and  municipal  government 
to  explain  to  them  the  effects  of  limited  storage  space  upon  our  services.  We  have 
had  good  support  in  our  efforts  to  seek  long-term  resolution  of  these  storage 
problems,  and  by  the  end  of  the  biennium  several  initiatives  and  studies  were  under 
way  to  help  improve  the  situation.  These  measures  may  entail  the  rental  of 
temporary  space,  and  proposals  for  a new  state  records  center  were  receiving  serious 
attention. 

The  section’s  State  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board  has  been  extremely 
active  during  this  biennium.  Through  grants  funded  by  the  National  Historical 
Publications  and  Records  Commission,  the  program  was  able  to  expand  into  new 
and  important  areas.  A series  of  educational  teleconferences  was  funded,  and  two 
of  them  were  held  during  the  biennium.  They  were  able  to  bring  together  archivists 
from  throughout  the  state  via  television  and  telephone  hookup  to  discuss  records 
preservation  issues.  In  addition,  grants  to  local  agencies,  historical  societies,  and 
historically  black  colleges  and  universities  were  funded  in  two  rounds.  The  first  was 
allocated  in  late  1996  and  completed  in  the  ensuing  months;  the  second  required 
the  commitment  of  $50,000  in  matching  funds  from  the  state  (which  Secretary  Betty 
Ray  McCain  garnered  in  the  spring  of  1998),  for  a total  of  $100,000  in  grants  to  be 
allocated  in  the  next  biennium.  This  program  saw  to  the  funding  of  many  worthy 
projects  for  a grand  total  of  $150,000. 

The  1997  session  of  the  General  Assembly  enacted  legislation  that  created  a 
North  Carolina  Postal  History  Commission.  Planning  for  meetings  of  the  new 
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commission  was  carried  out  in  late  1997,  and  the  body  held  three  meetings  during 
the  biennium.  Plans  to  preserve  postal  history  better  both  in  the  Archives  and 
throughout  the  state  were  developed,  as  was  a program  to  mount  an  exhibit  on 
postal  history  at  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  by  the  time  the  commission 
goes  out  of  business  in  the  year  2000. 

The  section  saw  the  development  of  a Military  Collection  Project  during  the 
period.  Beginning  with  an  effort  to  document  World  War  I,  the  program  has  now 
moved  on  to  similar  measures  involving  subsequent  conflicts.  A major  publication 
on  North  Carolina  military  history  in  the  twentieth  century  will  result  from  the 
project. 

The  Friends  of  the  Archives  continues  to  assist  the  program  in  a variety  of 
ways.  The  support  group  held  successful  annual  meetings  that  featured  speakers 
of  considerable  interest  to  the  membership,  including  professors  John  Shelton  Reed 
and  Don  Higginbotham.  Moreover,  the  organization  continues  to  prosper  financially. 

ARCHIVAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

The  last  two  years  in  the  Archival  Services  Branch  brought  many  important 
accomplishments  and  positive  developments,  tempered  only  by  continuing  resource 
needs  in  branch  programs  and  facilities.  Several  important  acquisitions  were  made, 
new  collection  initiatives  were  implemented,  and  grant-funded  projects  were  either 
completed  or  put  in  motion  during  the  biennium.  Significant  strides  also  were  made 
in  automation,  outreach,  preservation,  and  publication.  These  accomplishments 
reflect  most  favorably  on  the  branch  and  the  professional  capability  of  its  staff. 
However,  the  lack  of  stack  and  office  space,  the  need  to  replace  old  equipment, 
difficulties  with  aging  facilities,  and  staffing  shortages  were  problematic  concerns 
that  affected  branch  programs  and  operations. 

Two  new  projects  that  directly  benefited  the  State  Archives  were  established 
during  the  biennium.  On  July  1,  1996,  the  division  inaugurated  the  Military 
Collection  Project  to  gather  information  and  further  document  North  Carolina’s  role 
in  twentieth-century  wars;  the  new  undertaking  will  operate  out  of  the  Archival 
Services  Branch.  In  addition,  the  General  Assembly  created  the  North  Carolina 
Postal  History  Commission  on  July  1,  1997,  to  advise  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources  in  regard  to  collecting,  preserving,  cataloging,  publishing,  and  exhibiting 
North  Carolina’s  philatelic  history.  Both  projects  will  directly  enhance  the 
availability  of  research  materials  in  the  Archives. 

Grant-funded  initiatives  advanced  during  the  biennium.  The  branch’s  work 
on  the  Research  Libraries  Group’s  (RLG)  digital  collections  project  “Marriage, 
Women,  and  the  Law,  1815-1914”  began  in  the  fall  of  1996  and  was  completed  in 
March  1998.  Another  small  grant  was  received  from  RLG  in  the  spring  of  1998  to 
convert  selected  state  agency  and  private  collections  finding  aids  to  Encoded 
Archival  Description  (EAD),  a format  that  tags  and  standardizes  archival  finding 
aids  to  facilitate  electronic  access  to  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  a grant  application  was  submitted  to  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  to  provide  better  intellectual  control  over 
the  various  Black  Mountain  College  collections  in  Archives  custody.  An  extensive 
effort  also  is  under  way  to  procure  releases  for  Black  Mountain  College  interviews.

Archives  and  Records 


Archival  Services  staff  continued  to  assist  the  state  archivist  and  records 
administrator  and  the  State  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board  (SHRAB)  in 
administering  its  National  Historical  Publications  and  Records  Commission  grant- 
funded  efforts  in  the  realm  of  records-preservation  issues  and  in  helping  review 
local  records  program-related  grant  proposals  submitted  to  the  SHRAB. 

Archival  Services  staff  members  assisted  with  a variety  of  events  and 
outreach  initiatives.  Staff  participated  in  the  SHRAB  teleconference  “Remembering 
Who  We  Are:  Preserving  Our  Documentary  Heritage,”  which  was  broadcast  by  the 
Agency  for  Public  Telecommunications  on  September  25,  1996.  On  May  3,  1997,  a 
new  workshop  titled  “Putting  the  Pieces  Together:  Using  Complementary  Sources 
for  Research”  was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Friends  of  the  Archives.  Branch 
personnel  provided  most  of  the  lectures  for  the  training  session.  Archival  Services 
staff  continued  to  assist  university  students  by  making  available  to  them 
internships  and  practicum  experience.  A particularly  noteworthy  educational 
experience  occurred  on  November  20,  1997,  when  branch  personnel  helped  host  a 
delegation  of  archivists,  records  managers,  and  government  administrators  from 
Shanghai,  China. 

Preservation  issues  were  a dominant  concern  during  this  reporting  period. 
Hurricane  Fran  struck  North  Carolina  on  September  5-6, 1996,  with  direct  impact 
on  Archival  Services.  Most  of  the  staff  missed  a week  of  work  because  of  falling  trees, 
wind  damage,  power  and  telephone  outages,  and  flooding.  On  a more  positive  note, 
the  Carolina  Charter  and  many  other  records  in  need  of  conservation  work  received 
first-rate  conservation  treatment  from  funds  provided  by  a state  legislative  grant 
via  the  Friends  of  the  Archives  for  that  purpose.  On  December  12, 1997,  the  newly 
restored  Charter  was  displayed  in  the  Search  Room  in  commemoration  of  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  its  arrival  in  North  Carolina.  Other  preservation  initiatives  included 
a sectionwide  meeting  held  on  September  15, 1997,  that  dealt  with  disaster  response 
and  covered  the  revised  disaster  recovery  plan  developed  by  the  section’s 
Preservation  Task  Force. 

Several  branch  publications  were  updated  during  the  biennium.  The  major 
highlight  of  the  reporting  period  was  the  publication  of  an  extensively  revised 
eleventh  edition  of  the  Guide  to  Research  Materials  in  the  North  Carolina  State 
Archives:  County  Records.  Branch  personnel  also  produced  the  fifteenth  revised 
version  of  the  brochure  titled  Genealogical  Research  in  the  North  Carolina  State 
Archives  , as  well  as  the  NAGARA  Statistical  Report  for  State  Records  Management 
and  Archives  Programs,  1994. 

Compared  to  the  previous  biennium,  reference  activity  slowed  slightly,  with 
30,477  researchers  visiting  the  Search  Room  between  July  1,  1996,  and  June  30, 
1998.  In  conducting  their  research,  visitors  utilized  73,865  reels  of  microfilm  and 
73,472  Fibredex  boxes  and  volumes  of  original  records.  In  addition,  staff  members 
handled  10,758  inquiries  received  by  telephone  and  29,707  inquiries  received  by 
mail,  including  e-mail  requests.  To  help  improve  the  quality  of  microfilm  services, 
three  new  coin-operated  reader/printers  were  purchased  for  the  Microfilm  Room. 
Overall  monetary  receipts  for  this  biennium  totaled  $327,059.74. 

The  registrar  recorded  a total  of  1,506  accession  entries  for  the  biennium.  (For 
details  of  specific  accessions,  see  appendix  7.)  The  registrar  also  developed  and 
began  using  an  automated  registration  system,  which  replaced  the  venerable 
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manual  system  that  served  well  but  was  ready  for  retirement.  During  the  reporting 
period  4,450  defunct  post-secondary  school  transcripts  were  provided  as  requested. 

Between  July  1,  1996,  and  June  30,  1998,  a total  of  714  cubic  feet  of  records 
was  arranged  and  described.  Additionally,  Arrangement  and  Description  Unit  staff 
handled  3,596  reference  requests  for  local  and  state  agency  records  during  the 
biennium.  Arrangement  and  description  work  was  completed  on  the  following  299 
cubic  feet  of  state  agency  records:  Highway  Commission’s  Blue  Ridge  Parkway 
Residue  (Claim)  Files  (1935-1970);  Attorney  General’s  Opinions  and  Non-opinions 
(1953-1957),  and  Miscellaneous  Opinions  (1970-1971);  Department  of  Human 
Resources,  Certificate  of  Need  Section,  Project  Files  (1973-1981);  Confederate 
Centennial  Commission  (1958-1965);  national  Weather  Bureau’s  “Winds  Aloft” 
Project  (1919-1974);  and  North  Carolina  Selective  Service  Office  (1937-1976). 

During  this  reporting  period  the  governors’  records  archivist  finished 
arranging  and  describing  the  following  124  cubic  feet  of  records:  the  Governor’s 
Commission  on  Child  Victimization  (1985-1992);  Gov.  James  B.  Hunt,  Press  Office 
Files,  1987-1988;  Gov.  James  G.  Martin,  Communications  Office,  Audio  and  Video 
Tapes,  1985-1993;  Gov.  James  B.  Hunt,  Office  of  the  Legal  Counsel,  1977-1984;  Gov. 
James  G.  Martin,  Office  of  the  Special  Assistant  to  the  Governor  (James  C.  Green), 
1987-1991;  Gov.  James  G.  Martin,  Communications  Office,  1987-1988;  and 
miscellaneous  files  of  Gov.  Robert  W.  Scott,  1969-1972.  A total  of  283  cubic  feet  of 
Governors’  Office  records  was  transferred  during  the  two  years.  (For  a listing  of 
all  state  agency  records  accessioned  during  the  biennium,  see  appendix  7,  item  1.) 

The  Local  Records  Subunit  appraised,  arranged,  described,  and  added  records 
from  fourteen  county  governments  (Beaufort,  Gaston,  Granville,  Henderson,  Lenoir, 
Person,  Randolph,  Rockingham,  Surry,  and  Union  Counties)  to  the  Archives’ 
holdings;  the  records  consisted  of  396  volumes,  357  Fibredex  boxes,  and  8 
manuscript  boxes.  Additional  records  from  Macon,  Orange,  Rutherford,  and  Wake 
Counties  were  received,  described,  and  accessioned  from  other  than  official  sources 
(C.R.X.)  For  a listing  of  all  county  records  accessioned  during  the  biennium,  see 
appendix  7,  item  2.  The  total  number  of  local  records  arranged  and  described  was 
283  cubic  feet,  while  799  cubic  feet  of  such  records  were  received  from  the  counties 
during  the  biennium.  (For  a listing  of  all  municipal  records  accessioned  during  the 
biennium,  see  appendix  7,  item  3.) 

The  branch’s  collection  of  private  papers  increased  substantially  with  the 
acquisition  of  fifty-seven  collections  in  the  form  of  new  record  groups  or  additions 
to  existing  holdings.  Among  those  included  were  the  papers  of  William  J.  Bone, 
Tod  R.  Caldwell,  Joffre  Coe,  Charles  E.  Johnson,  Mary  Hinton  Kerr,  Harriet  R. 
McIntosh,  Roy  Parker  Sr.,  F.  C.  Salisbury,  James  E.  Shepherd,  Jonathan  Stanley 
Tayloe,  David  Brainard  Whiting,  Gaston  Wilder,  Betty  Wiser,  and  Holt  Mills,  Inc. 
A total  of  twelve  cubic  feet  of  material  was  arranged  and  described.  A revised  system 
for  reporting  branch  acquisitions  to  the  National  Union  Catalog  of  Manuscript 
Collections  was  implemented.  (For  a listing  of  all  private  manuscript  collections 
accessioned  during  the  biennium,  see  appendix  7,  items  16  and  17.) 

Volunteers,  interns,  and  part-time  employees  continued  to  make  valuable 
contributions  to  the  work  of  the  branch.  Ten  volunteers  donated  7,095  hours, 
primarily  working  with  the  Military  Collection  Project.  Other  voluntary  endeavors 
included  indexing  the  estate  records,  arranging  private  collections,  and  preparing 
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finding  aids.  Eleven  interns  from  various  colleges  and  universities  (Appalachian 
State  University,  Duke  University,  Guilford  College,  North  Carolina  State 
University,  Smith  College,  UNC-Chapel  Hill,  and  UNC-Greensboro)  assisted  v^ith 
various  projects  as  well.  The  Institute  of  Government,  the  State  Government 
Internship  Program,  and  university  graduate  programs  supplied  most  of  these 
students,  whose  projects  included  describing  Spanish  records.  General  Assembly 
session  records,  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  photographs,  and  private  collections 
in  MARS.  Other  work  accomplished  included  assisting  with  the  county  records 
guide  and  helping  prepare  the  project  to  obtain  releases  for  Black  Mountain  College 
interviews.  Nine  part-time  temporary  employees  assisted  in  the  State  Agency 
Subunit  and  the  Non- textual  Materials  Unit,  preparing  finding  aids  and  entering 
material  into  MARS. 

The  Non- textual  Materials  Unit  experienced  an  increase  in  activity  compared 
to  the  last  biennium.  The  unit  responded  to  7,862  requests  for  information  and 
added  5,595  negatives  to  the  collection.  In  addition,  it  entered  5,787  negatives  into 
MARS.  Special  emphasis  was  given  to  locating  coastal  images  for  the  Outer  Banks 
History  Center,  and  two  interns  assisted  in  working  with  the  FCX  photographs  and 
the  Raleigh  Ac and  Observer  negatives.  While  equipment  needs  continue  to  be 
a concern,  the  acquisition  of  a video  camcorder,  cassette  player/recorders,  and 
negative  filing  cabinets  represented  some  progress  in  facilitating  the  unit’s 
operations.  The  unit  also  made  progress  in  its  efforts  to  produce  videocassettes  of 
archival  motion  picture  film  holdings  for  reference  purposes. 

Several  valuable  additions  were  made  to  the  Non-textual  Materials 
collections.  Copy  negatives  of  a stereoscopic  view  of  the  State  Capitol  (1875),  a 
daguerreotype  of  John  W.  Ellis  (mid-1840s),  a collection  of  historical  Carolina  Power 
& Light  Company  photographs  depicting  scenes  of  Raleigh  (1880s-1920s),  and  a 
copy  of  a portrait  (1780)  of  Stephen  Cabarrus  were  all  obtained  from  donations  or 
by  purchase. 

Work  in  the  Photographic  Services  Subunit  continued  apace.  During  the 
biennium,  28,407  prints  were  made,  1,471  rolls  and  6,932  sheets  of  film  were 
produced,  1,781  photostats  were  prepared,  and  3,309  slides  were  duplicated. 
Photographic  assignments  on  location  numbered  109  for  the  reporting  period,  most 
notably  coverage  of  a press  conference  concerning  the  possible  discovery  of  the 
Queen  Anne's  Revenge  on  March  3,  1997.  The  photography  laboratory’s  Kodak  417 
print  processor  was  rebuilt  in  1996  and  a new  computer,  scanner,  and  digital  camera 
were  obtained  for  the  lab  in  1997. 

The  newly  created  Military  Collection  Project  was  very  productive,  and  its 
documentary  objectives  continue  to  be  well  received  by  the  public.  There  were  1,452 
inquiries,  4,793  photographs  copied  for  the  files,  51  lectures  given,  and  71  interviews 
conducted.  Radio  and  television  appearances  were  made  to  publicize  the  project.  A 
computer,  printer,  and  TVA^CR  were  acquired,  and  staffing  was  augmented.  Phases 
I and  II  of  the  project  were  completed.  At  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  coordinator 
was  focusing  on  interviewing  World  War  II  veterans  and  preparing  to  assist  the 
Historical  Publications  Section  in  producing  a documentary  publication  on  the 
subject  of  North  Carolina’s  role  in  the  nation’s  military  history  of  the  twentieth 
century. 
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The  Conservation  Laboratory  staff  was  a very  active  component  of  the  branch. 
The  lab  supervisor  provided  invaluable  support  for  the  work  of  the  section’s 
Preservation  Task  Force.  In  October  1997  the  laboratory  once  again  began  accepting 
a limited  number  of  public  orders  for  conservation  work.  The  number  of  documents 
cleaned  totaled  1,265  (including  52  for  the  public);  the  number  repaired  totaled 
4,649  (including  8 for  the  public);  deacidified,  67,769  (175  for  the  public); 
encapsulated,  5,165  (67  for  the  public);  and  brushed,  1,760.  The  total  number  of 
items  treated  was  80,608,  including  302  for  the  public.  New  procedures  for 
deacidification,  recalibrating  section  hygrothermographs,  and  proper 
humidification  of  documents  were  put  in  place.  Much  work  time  was  spent  in 
preparing  the  lab  to  accept  public  work  again  and  on  revision  of  the  disaster- 
response  plan  as  part  of  the  Preservation  Task  Force  initiative. 

In  the  area  of  special  projects,  there  were  1,076  requests  for  Cemetery  Survey 
information,  92  for  Biographical  Directory  data,  516  for  historical  research,  and  116 
for  copies  of  maps.  A coordinator  for  Chowan  County  was  appointed,  and  the 
Cemetery  Survey  project  was  showcased  at  a meeting  held  at  the  new  History 
Center  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  Thirty-two  questionnaires  were  sent  to  newly 
elected  legislators  in  a continuing  effort  to  obtain  biographical  information.  In  an 
effort  to  improve  intellectual  control,  the  map  collection  received  special  attention 
this  biennium.  The  U.S.  Geological  Survey  quadrangle  maps  were  organized  and 
filed,  and  a new  finding  aid  was  prepared  for  them.  New  books  cataloged  numbered 
232,  and  those  sent  to  the  bindery  numbered  333. 

One  of  the  main  highlights  in  information  management  was  the  completion 
of  the  branch’s  participation  in  the  Research  Libraries  Group’s  study  titled 
“Marriage,  Women,  and  the  Law.”  As  part  of  the  project,  more  than  9,000  images 
were  filmed,  sent  to  a commercial  vendor  for  digitization,  described,  and  prepared 
for  posting  on  the  World  Wide  Web.  In  addition,  2,000  state  agency  records 
descriptions  were  sent  in  USMARC  format  to  the  NC  GILS  (Government 
Information  Locator  Service)  database  maintained  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning. 
The  information  management  archivist  was  a key  participant  in  the  NC  GILS 
working  group  and  was  chiefly  responsible  for  writing  the  guidelines  for  other 
agencies  to  use  with  NC  GILS.  The  branch’s  home  page  was  modified  to  enable  it 
to  report  new  publications  and  accessions.  A new  computer,  a flatbed  scanner,  a 
CD-ROM  driver,  a CD-R  drive,  and  six  new  Pentium  computers  were  obtained 
during  the  past  two  years.  As  part  of  the  Secretary  of  State  Land  Grant  Project, 
12,531  entries  were  made  in  MARS,  bringing  the  total  number  of  entries  therein 
to  322,911.  A “Guide  to  Arrangement  for  Microfilming  and  Indexing  Secretary  of 
State  Land  Grants  in  the  North  Carolina  Archives’ Database”  was  prepared  as  well. 

At  the  end  of  this  reporting  period  the  branch’s  thirty-four-member  staff 
consisted  of  the  following:  1 branch  supervisor,  1 archivist  supervisor,  6 archivist 
Ills,  6 archivist  IIs,  11  archivist  Is  (including  one  part-time  position),  3 processing 
assistant  IVs  (including  one  part-time  position),  1 office  assistant  V,  1 office 
assistant  III,  1 data  control  clerk  IV,  1 conservation  assistant,  and  2 photographer 
IIs  (including  one  photographer  assigned  from  the  Survey  and  Planning  Branch). 
The  archivist  II  whose  duties  involved  governors’  records  was  shifted  to 
departmental  administration  on  March  1,  1997,  and  replaced  by  an  archivist  I 
assigned  similar  duties.  Effective  July  1,  1998,  a processing  assistant  IV  in  the 
Reference  Unit  was  lost  to  budget  cuts.

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Throughout  the  biennium  critical  staffing  shortages  existed  in  the  branch. 
Additional  professional  and  technical  staffs  continue  to  be  needed  in  the  vital 
program  areas  of  reference,  arrangement  and  description  (especially  for  local 
records),  and  information  management  to  implement  digitization  and  access  to  the 
Archives’  holdings  better  via  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Finally,  it  must  be  noted  that  Archival  Services  operations  and  work  continue 
to  be  adversely  affected  by  the  aging  physical  plant,  in  particular  continuing 
troubles  with  the  heating  and  air-conditioning  system.  Most  of  the  records  storage 
space  in  the  Archives  and  History/State  Library  Building  and  in  the  Old  State 
Records  Center  has  been  exhausted.  Between  the  two  facilities,  less  than  2,500  cubic 
feet  of  available  space  exists.  Fortunately,  initiatives  to  procure  additional  records 
storage  space  and  plans  for  refurbishing  the  Archives  and  History/State  Library 
Building  (which  include  a request  for  the  installation  of  high-density  mobile 
shelving  for  the  storage  archival  records)  are  under  way.  It  is  hoped  that  those 
initiatives  will  produce  positive  results  during  the  next  biennium. 

RECORDS  SERVICES  BRANCH 

Many  of  the  issues  that  dominated  the  previous  biennium  continued  to  affect  the 
Records  Services  Branch  during  1996-1998.  The  lack  of  space  for  public  records 
storage,  the  growth  in  the  number  of  paper  records,  the  complex  challenges  of 
electronic  records,  threats  to  the  physical  security  of  public  records,  and  growing 
backlogs  of  records  scheduled  for  microfilming  were  just  some  of  the  problems  facing 
the  branch.  Throughout  the  biennium,  branch  staff  provided  a full  range  of  records 
management  services  to  state  and  local  government  agencies  and  the  university 
system.  Those  services  included  records  storage  and  retrieval;  records  management 
scheduling  and  related  services;  advice  and  assistance  regarding  records  systems 
and  technologies;  micrographics  services;  and  training  through  workshops  for  state 
agencies,  local  officials,  and  institutions  of  higher  education  that  are  part  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  Branch  personnel  also  aided,  in  conjunction  with 
other  section  and  division  personnel,  in  the  formulation  of  policies  and  procedures 
governing  the  maintenance,  preservation,  and  enhanced  access  to  public  records 
in  electronic  format.  These  activities  occurred  despite  significant  staff  turnover  and 
the  loss  of  one  position  as  a result  of  budget  cuts. 

Hurricane  Fran  severely  tested  the  section’s  disaster  preparedness  and 
recovery  program.  The  shortage  of  space  for  the  storage  of  records,  complicated  by 
problems  occasioned  by  flooding  at  the  Old  Farmers  Market  storage  facility, 
remained  a perennial  concern  of  the  branch.  Despite  vigilant  efforts  on  the  part  of 
branch  staff  to  work  with  state  agency  personnel  to  achieve  timely  disposal  of 
noncurrent  records  scheduled  for  destruction,  storage  facilities  remain  above 
capacity.  In  order  to  provide  mandated  records  management  services  effectively, 
the  acquisition  of  additional  space  remains  a critical  need.  In  spite  of  renewed  efforts 
to  seek  additional  records  center  space  and  to  transfer  records  currently  stored  at 
the  Old  Farmers  Market  to  a more  appropriate  site,  no  additional  space  was 
allocated  as  of  the  end  of  the  biennium.  In  addition  to  seeking  funding  to  lease 
additional  space  for  records  storage,  the  division  resubmitted  a request  for  planning 
money  for  a new  state  records  center.  Late  in  this  reporting  period,  the  Office  of 
State  Budget  and  Management  undertook  a study  and  began  work  on  a detailed 
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report  analyzing  current  and  future  space  needs  for  storage  of  semi-current  public 
records.  Senior  resource  allocators  in  that  office  will  use  the  report,  expected  to  be 
completed  early  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  formulate  recommendations  regarding  a 
new  records  center.  In  another  effort  to  secure  much-needed  space,  the  division 
acquired  from  the  federal  government  early  in  1997  the  former  Veterans 
Administration  nurses  quarters  at  Oteen,  near  Asheville.  The  building,  which  will 
require  extensive  renovation  work  prior  to  occupancy,  will  become  the  headquarters 
of  the  Western  Office  of  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History,  as  well  as  provide 
storage  space  for  records  from  some  of  the  local  and  state  agencies  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state. 

The  large  backlog  of  records  awaiting  pickup  and  transfer  from  state  agencies 
reported  in  the  last  biennium  was  abated  to  a great  extent  by  the  efficient  handling 
of  records  scheduled  for  transfer  and/or  destruction  and  by  use  of  recycling  services 
offered  by  the  state  Surplus  Property  Office,  which  eliminated  the  need  to  negotiate 
with  private  vendors.  Records  scheduling,  which  emphasizes  the  shortest  possible 
retention  periods  for  nonpermanent  records,  and  the  storage  only  of  records  under 
official  records  retention  and  disposition  schedules  also  assisted  in  lessening  the 
official  backlog.  In  reality,  however,  many  agencies  sought  alternative  storage 
arrangements  because  of  the  inability  of  the  State  Records  Center  to  accept  large 
volumes  of  records  immediately  upon  request.  From  a peak  in  June  1995  of  nearly 
9,800  cubic  feet  of  records  awaiting  pickup  in  state  agencies,  the  volume  of  records 
pending  transfer  declined  by  the  end  of  June  1998  to  just  over  600  cubic  feet, 
although  at  times  there  were  significant  delays  in  responding  to  agency  requests 
for  transfer.  Space  remained  extremely  tight,  however,  and  essentially  became 
available  only  when  an  equivalent  amount  of  cubic  footage  could  be  removed 
through  the  normal  process  of  scheduled  destruction  of  records.  The  volume 
awaiting  pickup  fluctuated  widely,  and  the  overall  trend  is  toward  increasing  or 
at  least  maintaining  the  traditional  use  of  paper  for  many  types  of  records. 
Collectively  these  factors  make  a new,  modern  records  storage  facility  urgently 
necessary. 

During  the  biennium,  the  Records  Center  transferred  from  state  agencies  a 
total  of  36,620  cubic  feet  of  records  for  storage.  Another  6,070  cubic  feet  of  records 
were  moved  back  to  agencies  from  the  Records  Center,  chiefly  to  those  having  their 
own  storage  facilities.  A total  of  29,410  cubic  feet  of  records  was  destroyed,  and  19 
cubic  feet  were  transferred  to  the  Archives.  There  were  50,007  requests  for  file 
retrievals,  resulting  in  59,330  searches  for  records;  some  63,420  records  were  refiled; 
total  reference  services  numbered  122,750.  The  Records  Center  received  a total  of 
4,674  visitors  during  the  biennium,  including  agency  personnel  retrieving  agency 
records,  state  and  county  government  staff  delivering  records  for  storage  and 
microfilming,  and  Department  of  Revenue  staff  assigned  to  servicing  revenue 
records. 

Records  Analysis  Subunit  staff  performed  other  routine  records  management 
functions  in  spite  of  the  problems  noted  above,  staff  turnover  in  two  records 
management  analyst  positions,  hiring  for  the  SDIR  (Scheduled  Disposition  of 
Inactive  Records)  manager  position  twice,  and  the  elimination  of  the  branch’s 
statistical  assistant  position  as  a result  of  budget  reductions.  Work  of  the  unit  on 
new,  updated,  or  amended  records  retention  and  disposition  schedules  resulted  in 
the  addition  or  revision  of  3,168  records  series  for  state  agencies  and  1,061  for 
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institutions  in  the  UNC  system.  Individual  records  analysts  held  464  consultations 
on  records  schedules  and  related  issues  with  state  agency  records  officers  and  staff 
and  38  such  consultations  with  UNC  system  institutional  records  officers. 

The  SDIR  program  continues  to  encourage  the  timely  transfer  or  destruction 
of  records  by  state  agencies,  to  monitor  those  activities  within  state  agencies,  and 
to  report  on  those  activities — and  the  resulting  cost  savings — to  higher  officials  in 
state  government.  During  the  biennium,  state  agencies  transferred  to  the  Records 
Center  or  destroyed  on-site  51,587  cubic  feet  of  records;  removing  those  noncurrent 
records  from  costly  office  space  produced  cost  savings  of  $1,825,444,  calculated  in 
terms  of  new  filing  cabinets  not  required  to  be  purchased. 

Activities  during  the  biennium  included  response  to  a number  of  events 
affecting  facilities.  In  addition  to  the  flooding  at  the  Old  Farmers  Market  storage 
annex,  the  main  Records  Center  building  on  Blount  Street  suffered  water  damage 
in  July  1997  when  extensive  rains  caused  leakage  around  an  incoming  pipe;  a swift 
response  by  branch  personnel  prevented  major  damage.  Recovery  efforts  involved 
the  reboxing  of  forty  cubic  feet  of  records.  Another  project  related  to  the  physical 
plant  was  remodeling  of  rest  rooms  to  comply  with  provisions  of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act.  As  the  biennium  ended,  extensive  work  to  seal  and  waterproof  the 
exterior  of  the  State  Records  Center,  as  well  as  the  tunnel  connecting  the  Records 
Center  with  the  Archives  and  History/State  Library  Building,  began.  The  repairs 
are  designed  to  address  long-standing  leakage  problems  in  both  locations.  On 
June  1, 1998,  a waterproofing  company  began  a three-month-long  project  to  reseal 
the  exterior  of  the  building,  particularly  the  seams  between  the  exterior  panels, 
and  to  excavate  the  tunnel  and  waterproof  it.  That  work  should  alleviate  some  of 
the  problems  associated  with  leaks  that  have  plagued  this  facility,  almost  since  its 
construction. 

There  were  improvements,  as  well,  in  the  area  of  technology.  The  branch 
continued  to  procure  upgraded  software  and  hardware,  made  more  extensive  use 
of  electronic  mail  for  internal  communication  and  improved  service  to  other 
agencies,  utilized  the  Internet  for  an  increasing  number  of  administration-related 
functions,  implemented  use  of  shared  files  on  a division-based  client/server, 
facilitated  staff  training  in  electronic  resources,  and  created  a home  page  offering 
information  on  branch  functions  and  services.  Staff  developed  guidelines  for  the 
retention  and  disposition  of  electronic  mail;  the  guidelines  are  now  included  in  each 
new  or  revised  records  retention  and  disposition  schedule.  A branch  committee 
submitted  recommendations  for  the  eventual  modification  and/or  replacement  of 
existing  scheduling  and  records  storage  databases.  Staff  also  participated  in  the 
pilot  phase  of  the  NC  GILS  database  project  administered  by  the  Office  of  State 
Planning.  In  addition,  staff  worked  with  the  division’s  computing  staff  on  a number 
of  projects  related  to  electronic  records,  including  distributed  processing,  appraisal 
criteria  for  electronic  records,  and  new  databases  for  tracking  scheduling  changes 
and  for  registering  agencies. 

New  technology  also  played  a role  in  training  workshops  offered  to  public 
employees.  There  were  extensive  revisions  of  content  and  presentation  format,  both 
for  the  traditional  workshops  on  management  of  public  records  and  files  and  filing 
and  for  a new  offering  pertaining  to  the  management  of  computerized  public 
records.  These  workshops,  which  replace  the  long-used  slide  presentations,  are 
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offered  at  the  State  Records  Center  on  a biweekly  basis  for  approximately  ten 
months  of  the  year.  Workshops  also  are  offered  to  individual  agencies  upon  request. 
During  the  biennium,  the  branch  held  92  workshops  for  1,507  state  and  local 
employees. 

The  Records  Analysis  Subunit  began  work  on  a revision  of  the  general 
schedule  for  fiscal  records  of  state  agencies.  Records  analysts  solicited  the  help  of 
the  Office  of  State  Controller  in  posting  on  the  latter’s  Web  site  a list  of  the  hundreds 
of  financial  reports  generated  by  the  accounting  system  now  used  in  most  state 
agencies.  The  project,  to  develop  and  issue  approved  retention  periods  for  each  of 
these  reports,  will  be  completed  in  the  next  biennium. 

Analysts  in  the  Local  Records  Unit  completed  significant  work  in  updating, 
publishing,  and  distributing  records  retention  and  disposition  schedules.  A retention 
schedule  for  North  Carolina  municipalities  was  issued  in  August  1997;  it  superseded 
a document  approved  in  1984.  An  initial  plan  to  post  the  municipal  schedule  on  the 
division’s  Web  site  has  been  postponed  because  of  technical  limitations  of  the 
database  through  which  searches  would  occur.  A 1984  schedule  for  county  and 
district  health  departments  was  superseded  with  an  October  1997  revisal,  and  the 
schedule  for  county  sheriffs’  offices  (1982  edition)  was  replaced  in  March  1998  by 
a new  schedule.  At  the  close  of  the  reporting  period,  staff  had  completed  much  of 
the  work  on  a revision  to  the  schedule  for  local  education  agencies. 

These  updated  schedules  were  issued  in  spite  of  significant  staffing  changes 
during  the  biennium.  Resignations  by  the  head  of  the  program  and  the  other 
Raleigh-based  analyst  effectively  expanded  for  much  of  the  biennium  the  territory 
of  the  two  remaining  local  record  analysts  to  encompass  all  one  hundred  counties. 
The  August  1997  promotion  of  David  Mitchell  to  head  the  Local  Records  Unit  was 
followed  by  a lengthy  hiring  process  for  filling  other  analyst  positions  in  Greenville 
and  in  Raleigh.  In  addition,  the  field  microfilmer  position  assigned  to  the  Western 
Office  in  Asheville  was  held  by  three  different  individuals  during  the  biennium  and 
was  vacant  at  its  close.  Despite  that  degree  of  attrition  and  the  additional  time 
required  for  hiring  and  training  functions,  consultative  services  were  carried  out 
in  approximately  86  percent  of  North  Carolina’s  counties  during  the  latter  half  of 
the  biennium. 

Although  field  microfilmers  completed  projects  in  nine  counties  and  began  a 
project  in  a tenth,  the  most  important  filming  issue  involved  the  significant  backlog 
of  deed  book  photocopies  on  file  in  the  agency  awaiting  security  microfilming.  At 
the  end  of  the  biennium,  the  number  of  volumes  in  that  backlog  had  reached  nearly 
two  thousand  and  was  growing  by  an  average  of  fifty  volumes  per  month.  Unless 
adequate  funding  for  this  and  related  local  records  services  becomes  available,  the 
service  of  filming  deed  books  likely  will  be  phased  out  on  July  1,  1999.  Although 
this  programmatic  element  provides  assistance  to  fifty  registers  of  deeds  who  may 
not  otherwise  have  the  means  to  film  the  records  on  their  own,  it  has  raised  concerns 
about  efficiency  and  other  program  responsibilities  that  need  to  be  met. 

The  deed  book  issue,  in  fact,  has  prompted  an  examination  of  all  services 
provided  by  the  branch — from  the  role  played  by  field  microfilmers  to  the  need  to 
provide  copies  of  film  to  the  public  in  a timely  manner.  Changes  to  the  Public 
Records  Law  in  1995  created  an  influx  of  requests  from  land-title,  flood-insurance, 
mortgage,  and  other  companies  for  copies  of  land  records  on  microfilm.  Simply 
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handling  those  orders,  duplicating  the  film,  and  tracking  the  original  film  involved 
have  taken  manpower  away  from  actually  filming  records. 

In  order  to  address  these  and  other  micrographics-related  responsibilities  and 
functions  more  effectively,  the  branch’s  Imaging  Unit  separated  from  the  Local 
Records  Unit  on  October  1,  1997;  however,  the  Imaging  Unit  experienced 
unprecedented  staff  changes  during  the  period.  Even  though  turnover  affected  all 
but  four  of  the  unit’s  fifteen  positions,  progress  was  made  in  a number  of  areas. 
Imaging  Unit  staff  filmed  1,914  reels  of  16mm  microfilm  (3,712,776  images)  and 
212  reels  of  35mm  microfilm  (110,576  images)  of  state  agency  records,  1,853  reels 
of  16mm  microfilm  (3,603,527  images)  and  210  reels  of  35mm  microfilm  (25,207 
images)  of  county  records,  and  89  reels  of  16mm  microfilm  (108,514  images)  and  4 
reels  of  35mm  microfilm  (4,318  images)  of  municipal  records.  In  addition,  staff 
filmed  12  reels  (9,646  images)  of  security  copies  of  church  records,  although  that 
service  was  discontinued  during  the  reporting  period. 

Microfilm  services  for  the  section  and  other  agencies  remained  fairly  stable: 
the  duplication  and  processing  of  microfilm  totaled  26,526  reels  of  film  consisting 
of  8,174  silver  negatives,  1,563  silver  duplicates,  and  16,789  diazo  duplicates.  Staff 
also  performed  5,751  quality  control  tests  to  evaluate  microfilm  density,  resolution, 
and  residual  hypo  and  inspected  26,428  reels  of  security  film  as  part  of  renewed 
interest  in  assessing  the  condition  of  film  stored  in  the  security  vault.  In  another 
effort  to  enhance  preservation  of  security  and  archival  film,  the  processing 
laboratory  acquired  a second  processor  that  will  be  used  to  tone  silver  halide  film 
in  order  to  prevent  oxidation  and  deterioration.  The  full  implementation  of  that 
process  was  delayed  by  problems  connected  with  ventilation  of  the  laboratory,  as 
well  as  staffing  issues,  but  this  important  work  is  expected  to  begin  in  earnest  early 
in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Although  the  security  vault  is  quickly  reaching  capacity,  the  branch  continues 
to  offer  security  storage  for  microfilmed  records  created  in  local  offices.  During  the 
biennium  the  state’s  clerks  of  court  delivered  to  the  State  Archives  for  security 
storage  8,885  reels  of  microfilm,  registers  of  deeds  dispatched  5,734  reels,  and  other 
local  officials  sent  1,368  reels.  The  number  of  reels  placed  in  security  storage 
represents  a significant  increase  over  the  last  biennium  and  makes  planning  for 
additional  microform  storage  space  critical. 

The  North  Carolina  Newspaper  Project,  a joint  undertaking  of  the  Division 
of  Archives  and  History  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Library,  received  an 
additional  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  to  extend 
preservation  microfilming  and  cataloging  activities  through  October  1998.  During 
the  biennium,  project  staff  preserved  more  than  700,000  pages  of  newspapers  on 
664  reels  of  film. 

Preservation  microfilm  projects  involving  records  held  in  the  State  Archives 
included  filming  of  the  George  Burgwyn  Diary,  the  Mary  Hinton  Kerr  Papers, 
records  of  the  Farmers’  State  Alliance,  Cherokee  survey  books,  Forsyth  County 
apprentice  and  bastardy  bonds,  Mecklenburg  County  taxables,  and  a Raleigh 
register  of  deaths.  Filming  of  the  Secretary  of  State  land  grant  series  continued, 
with  records  from  Lincoln,  Macon,  Madison,  Martin,  McDowell,  Mecklenburg, 
Mitchell,  Montgomery,  Moore,  Nash,  and  New  Hanover  Counties  being  preserved 
on  142  reels  (172,056  images)  of  film. 
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As  the  preceding  information  indicates,  the  branch  accomplished  significant 
work  in  maintaining  and  preserving  public  records  and  making  them  available;  in 
addressing  rapid  changes  in  technology  as  they  apply  to  the  management  of 
electronic  records;  and  in  providing  records  management  assistance  to  public 
officials  and  agencies  while  facing  such  issues  as  budget  cuts,  significant  staff 
turnover,  and  inadequacies  in  facilities.  The  need  for  storage  space  for  records  is 
well  documented  and  is  critical  to  the  branch’s  ability  to  fulfill  its  mission. 
Additional  challenges  exist,  including  huge  backlogs  of  records  to  be  microfilmed, 
continuing  concerns  over  preservation  of  paper  and  microform  records,  and 
problems  associated  with  managing  pubic  records  in  electronic  formats.  As  the 
biennium  ended,  several  requests  for  funding  were  pending.  The  future  course  of 
the  branch  and  its  ability  to  perform  its  mandated  duties  effectively  are  dependent, 
to  a great  extent,  on  positive  responses  to  those  requests. 
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During  the  biennium,  visitation  amounted  to  1,403,373  persons,  a figure  strongly 
influenced  by  the  closure  of  a number  of  sites  for  varying  times  during  the  peak 
summer  visitation  season  of  1996  in  the  wake  of  severe  damage  from  two  hurricanes 
(one  of  which  notably  affected  sites  as  far  inland  as  those  near  Durham).  Coastal 
Fort  Fisher,  by  far  the  most  heavily  visited  facility  in  the  system,  received  major 
blows  from  both  storms,  and  parts  of  the  beach  adjoining  that  historic  site  remained 
closed  for  repairs  at  the  end  of  the  biennium.  In  addition,  the  North  Carolina 
Transportation  Museum  was  closed  for  two  months  that  summer  during  continuing 
major  renovations.  Despite  those  setbacks  and  the  lingering  downward  pressure 
on  attendance  resulting  from  the  reassignment  of  the  very  popular  Elizabeth  II  to 
another  agency,  visitation  in  several  ways — although  off  by  some  15  percent  overall 
for  the  period — remained  similar  to  the  previous  record-shattering  biennium. 

The  section  dealt  with  two  hurricanes  in  addition  to  scheduled  activities 
during  the  period.  Hurricane  Bertha  caused  significant  damage  to  vegetation  at 
Fort  Fisher  and  Brunswick  Town  in  July  1996,  and  Hurricane  Fran  struck  even 
more  substantial  blows  at  much  of  eastern  North  Carolina  that  September. 
Recovery  from  those  storms  was  a major  and  continuing  effort,  taxing  the  field  staff 
in  particular  as  they  efficiently  cleaned  up  sites  and  repaired  damage.  Employees 
worked  for  several  months  at  some  sites  to  recover  from  damage  caused  by  Fran. 
At  Fort  Fisher  storm  damage  and  rubble  impeded  public  beach  access  across  from 
the  visitor  center;  despite  much  cleanup,  a major  portion  of  the  seashore  remained 
off-limits  throughout  1997.  Section  staff  worked  throughout  the  biennium  with  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Administration  (FEMA)  and  the  U.  S.  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  to  secure  funds  for  repairs  to  the  new  stone  revetment;  in  July  1998 
FEMA  agreed  to  pay  the  costs.  At  the  CSS  Neuse,  Hurricane  Fran  caused  severe 
mold  growth  on  the  hulk  of  the  vessel  in  the  wake  of  heavy  flooding  of  the  Neuse 
River  in  Kinston.  The  section  received  permission  to  use  repair  and  renovation 
funds  to  move  the  Neuse  out  of  the  floodplain  of  the  river.  Late  in  the  period  the 
move  began  with  partial  construction  of  a temporary  shelter  at  a higher  location 
on  the  site. 

Despite  hurricane  damage,  the  section  completed  major  projects  at  the  North 
Carolina  Transportation  Museum  and  the  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial  and  began 
varied  repairs  at  numerous  sites.  In  September  1996  the  Transportation  Museum 
(directed  by  assistant  administrator  Rob  Boyette)  reopened  with  nearly  eight 
million  dollars  in  improvements,  including  the  restored  Bob  Julian  Roundhouse 
with  its  extensive  exhibits,  theater,  and  orientation  film  and  some  two  dozen  pieces 
of  restored  rolling  stock.  Among  other  projects  at  the  museum  were  restoration  of 
the  Barber  Junction  Depot,  landscape  and  parking  improvements,  and  more  than 
a doubling  of  the  staff.  After  the  opening,  the  staff  (by  then  under  a new  executive 
director)  continued  to  refine  its  services  to  the  flood  of  new  visitors  arriving  to  see 
the  facility.  The  director  and  home  office  staff  began  initial  planning  for  the  next 
phase  of  museum  development:  proposed  restoration  and  displays  at  the  massive 
Backshop.  Contractors  completed  the  visitor  center  at  Wolfe  Memorial,  and  staff 
there  and  in  Raleigh  coordinated  design  and  production  of  major  exhibits.  In  late 
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1997  a flawlessly  orchestrated  opening  of  the  new  visitor  center  featured  immensely 
popular  novelist  Pat  Conroy  as  reader  and  ke5mote  speaker,  as  well  as  new  exhibits, 
an  audiovisual  program,  and  publication  of  two  new  books  (a  short  biography  of 
Thomas  Wolfe  and  a historical  cookbook)  by  Wolfe  staff  members.  The  section 
received  nearly  $3.5  million  in  late  1996  from  the  state  Reserve  for  Repairs  and 
Renovation,  about  $400,000  more  than  in  1995,  enabling  dozens  of  much  needed 
repairs  at  various  sites  to  begin.  Construction  projects  across  the  state  involved 
major  renovation  of  visitor  centers  at  several  sites  and  repairs  to  numerous  historic 
structures.  By  1998  planning  or  construction  for  renovations  to  visitor  centers  was 
under  way  at  Alamance,  Historic  Bath,  Town  Creek,  Bentonville  Battlegroimd,  Fort 
Fisher,  and  CSS  Neuse.  Such  projects  usually  required  removal  and/or  replacement 
of  artifacts  and  exhibits  in  the  facilities. 

In  June  1997  the  administrator  reorganized  the  section  by  giving  each 
assistant  administrator  operational  control  of  sites  in  two  regions  of  the  state, 
thereby  ensuring  more  top-level  home-office  attention  to  needs  at  each  site.  The 
assistant  administrators  greatly  enhanced  efficiency  and  span  of  control  in  service 
to  sites  by  implementing  a regional  system  of  management. 

The  administrator  designated  1998  as  the  Year  of  the  Family  at  all  state  sites. 
The  section  began  the  commemoration,  and  a staff  committee  coordinated  design 
of  a colorful  52-page  promotional  passport  booklet  for  sale  at  sites.  Printing  of  seven 
site  brochures  completed  a program  to  provide  all  sites  with  current  brochures  in 
a new  standard  format.  The  section  also  published  a new  full-color  multiple-site 
brochure.  Materials  for  improved  official  Web  pages  were  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Director’s  Office;  various  sites  also  had  their  own  Web  pages  sponsored  by 
support  groups. 

A number  of  sites  were  involved  with  anniversaries  or  special  events  of  note. 
Somerset  Place  held  its  tenth  anniversary  Homecoming  event,  attracting  many 
descendants  of  former  residents  of  the  plantation.  Section  craftsmen  and  outside 
specialists,  after  considerable  study,  reconstructed  a slave  house,  the  first  such 
venture  undertaken  in  the  nation  in  a number  of  years.  In  late  1997  the  site  hosted 
a major  conference  on  slavery  in  the  classroom  and  at  historic  sites;  the  conclave 
featured  national  speakers,  including  a recent  winner  of  the  Pulitzer  Prize. 
Bentonville  Battleground  staff,  with  forty-eight  thousand  dollars  in  grants  from 
the  American  Battlefield  Protection  Program,  coordinated  preparation  of  a 
comprehensive  battlefield  preservation  plan  and  the  first  stage  of  a physical  survey 
and  detailed  computer-generated  map  of  the  six-thousand-acre  battlefield  and  its 
features.  The  Charlotte  Hawkins  Brown  Memorial  celebrated  its  tenth  anniversary 
with  new  wayside  exhibits,  exterior  restoration  of  Galen  Stone  Hall,  and  various 
festivities.  Historic  Edenton  welcomed  its  five  hundred  thousandth  visitor  since  the 
site  began  counting  guests  in  1968.  The  Historical  Halifax  Restoration  Association 
received  title  to  St.  Luke’s  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (1884),  one  of  the 
oldest  surviving  African  American  church  buildings  in  the  state.  At  Reed  Gold  Mine, 
planning  for  the  bicentennial  in  1999  of  the  discovery  of  gold  in  North  Carolina 
continued,  and  the  project  became  a regional  effort  of  institutions  in  various 
counties  with  several  prospective  events. 

Overall  visitation  at  the  sites  exceeded  1.4  million  for  the  biennium,  and  more 
than  840,000  additional  citizens  were  exposed  to  the  sites  at  various  shows. 
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conventions,  festivals,  and  fairs  at  which  staff  presented  historical  programs  and 
exhibits.  Some  6,147  organized  school  groups  visited  the  sites  and  counted  213,248 
students  among  them.  Site  personnel  gave  411  off-site  programs  at  schools  before 
another  52,486  students  and  teachers.  Over  80,000  people  (up  15  percent)  in  2,962 
general  groups  came  to  the  sites,  and  off-site  programs  to  general  audiences  reached 
nearly  250,000  listeners  (up  83  percent). 

More  than  6,100  people  volunteered  at  sites,  donating  nearly  90,000  hours 
of  service.  To  duplicate  those  hours  with  full-time  staff  would  have  required  more 
than  twenty-three  people.  Court-ordered  community  service  and  inmate  hours 
amounted  to  another  22,097  hours  (up  18  percent),  the  equivalent  of  almost  another 
six  full-time  positions.  The  Transportation  Museum  (one-third  of  all  participants) 
and  Reed  Gold  Mine  had  by  far  the  most  volunteer  help.  The  latter  facility  and  Town 
Creek  Indian  Mound  made  the  greatest  use  of  required  community  service.  Brown 
Memorial  used  more  inmates  than  any  other  site,  and  the  men  undertook  a number 
of  maintenance  tasks  and  numerous  repairs  to  the  physical  plant.  The 
Transportation  Museum,  Historic  Bath,  and  Historic  Halifax  also  made  substantial 
use  of  inmates. 

Results  in  visitation  at  individual  sites  were  mixed,  with  some  sites  gaining 
attendance  and  others  falling  behind  the  previous  biennium.  Fort  Fisher  retained 
its  traditional  first  place  (252,733  visitors)  during  the  period,  and  the 
Transportation  Museum  was  second  (205,490).  Reed  Gold  Mine  (117,676)  held  the 
third  spot.  Town  Creek  Indian  Mound  (62,006)  was  fourth,  Bentonville  Battleground 
(61,791)  was  fifth,  and  Historic  Halifax  (60,609)  occupied  the  sixth  position.  Among 
sites  with  significantly  increased  visitation  during  the  period  were  Brown  Memorial 
(up  55  percent),  the  Transportation  Museum  (up  42  percent),  Horne  Creek  Farm 
(18  percent),  and  Reed  Gold  Mine  (11  percent).  Brown  Memorial  and  Horne  Creek 
Farm  recorded  their  third  consecutive  biennial  increases.  Sites  with  more  modest 
increases  or  attendance  nearly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  period  included  CSS 
Neuse,  Fort  Dobbs,  Somerset  Place,  and  Wolfe  Memorial. 

Sites  and  support  groups  garnered  more  than  one  million  dollars  in  grants 
and  cash  gifts  as  well  as  numerous  in-kind  contributions.  Food  Lion  was  the  major 
corporate  donor  of  the  period,  with  a gift  of  $125,000  for  the  Transportation 
Museum.  The  state  Natural  Heritage  Trust  furnished  $523,000  to  acquire  two 
historic  tracts  at  Bentonville.  The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources,  through  its  special  local  historical  awards,  provided  $50,000  for  a 
heritage  orchard  at  Horne  Creek  Farm  and  $5,000  toward  a bicentennial 
symposium  at  Reed  Gold  Mine.  Other  major  contributors  included  Rowan  County, 
$50,000;  the  estate  of  Nannie  Gary,  $35,000;  William  and  Nancy  Stanback,  $25,000; 
the  American  Battlefield  Protection  Program,  $24,000;  Albert  Michel,  $20,000;  the 
Edward  C.  Smith  Jr.  and  Christopher  B.  Smith  Foundation,  $10,000;  the  Duke 
Power  Foundation,  $10,000;  the  Salisbury  Community  Foundation,  $10,000;  the 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  $10,000;  the  Friends  of  Town  Creek,  $9,958;  Thomas 
Wolfe  Society  members,  $8,805;  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation,  $6,700;  the 
North  Carolina  Living  Historical  Farm  Committee,  $6,256;  the  U.S.  Institute  for 
Museum  and  Library  Services,  $5,710;  the  Farmers’  and  Mechanics’  Bank,  $5,000; 
and  RJR  Nabisco,  $5,000.  Among  in-kind  contributions  were  a Round  Oak  cookstove 
from  Larry  Kingsley  (valued  at  $3,000),  a fifty-seven-volume  set  of  Southern 
Historical  Society  Papers  from  Charles  Thissen  (valued  at  $1,500),  and  office 
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equipment.  Among  artifact  gifts  were  a reproduction  harpsichord  from  Lorraine 
Robinson,  a 1760  English  oak  highboy,  gold-mining  equipment,  and  numerous 
articles  of  furnishings. 

Each  home  office  staff  member  (and  many  field  employees  as  well)  functioned 
both  as  part  of  a branch  and  team  and  in  appropriate  administrative,  supervisory, 
or  technical  capacities,  serving  the  various  sites  and  the  overall  program. 
Enumerated  below  are  representative  duties  of  the  administrator  and  staff  of  the 
Raleigh  office  who  served  under  his  guidance.  Individuals  are  cited  within  the 
organizational  scheme;  team  and  branch  leaders  performed  a variety  of  planning, 
supervisory,  and  budgetary  functions  for  their  entities  in  addition  to  highlights 
mentioned  below. 

Following  discussion  of  the  home  office,  this  report  summarizes  selected 
activities  at  the  sites,  which  after  mid- 1997  were  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  one  of  two  assistant  administrators.  Often  staff  members  from  several  sites  and 
the  home  office  aided  completion  of  projects  at  particular  sites,  with  the 
Transportation  Museum  being  a prominent  example  of  such  cooperation  during  this 
period. 


ADMINISTRATION 

The  administrator  coordinated  and  oversaw  all  internal  and  external  activities  of 
the  agency,  including  communications  with  news  media,  the  legislature,  other 
governmental  bodies  and  officials,  site  support  groups,  and  various  private 
organizations  and  citizens.  His  internal  responsibilities  included  general  direction 
and  in  some  cases  detailed  supervision  of  personnel,  budget,  operations,  training, 
interpretation,  site  development,  and  archaeology.  He  gave  special  attention  to 
liaison  with  legislators,  budget  requests  and  reductions,  promotion  of  the  historic 
sites  program  (assisting  with  the  Year  of  the  Family  and  passport  programs), 
strengthening  of  the  Transportation  Museum  and  the  Brown  Memorial  (directly 
supervising  the  former  agency  since  late  1996),  reorganization  of  the  section,  and 
relocation  of  the  CSS  Neuse.  He  participated  in  creation  of  the  State  Interagency 
Marketing  Council,  chaired  a divisional  task  force  charged  with  developing  an  ethics 
policy  for  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission,  was  vice-chairman  of  the 
North  Carolina  Civil  War  Tourism  Council,  and  was  active  nationally  and  regionally 
in  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History.  The  administrative 
assistant  aided  the  administrator,  coordinated  personnel  matters  for  the  section, 
and  oversaw  secretarial  activities.  The  section  secretary  provided  secretarial 
support  in  the  home  office,  supervised  temporary  workers,  processed  travel 
documentation,  and  was  assistant  editor  of  the  monthly  Staff  Bulletin. 

Management  Services  Branch 

The  branch  head  provided  administrative  and  financial  management 
expertise  as  budget  officer  for  the  section,  with  an  annual  operating  budget  of  some 
$5  million.  She  engaged  in  detailed  budget  management  for  the  statewide  system, 
held  responsibilities  such  as  section  safety  officer,  and  served  on  numerous  sectional 
and  external  groups  and  committees. 
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INTERPRETATIONS  TEAM 

The  assistant  administrator  and  chief  of  interpretation  coordinated,  directed,  and 
reviewed  all  projects  of  the  Interpretations  Team  throughout  the  state.  He  served 
as  acting  director  of  the  Transportation  Museum  through  its  opening  in  September 
1996  and  hiring  of  a permanent  director  in  1997.  That  summer  he  assumed 
supervisory  and  operational  responsibility  for  all  sites  in  the  western  (except  the 
Transportation  Museum)  and  southeastern  regions  of  the  state.  In  June  1998  he 
began  supervising  the  new  development  officer  for  Historic  Sites,  Dr.  Thomas 
Rhodes.  He  continued  to  serve  as  state  representative  for  the  Southeastern 
Museums  Council  (SEMC). 

Archaeology  Branch 

The  branch  continued  identification,  interpretation,  and  protection  of 
archaeological  resources  at  sites  with  fifty-four  survey/testing  projects,  excavations, 
monitoring  projects,  and  inspections.  Work  included  testing  and  monitoring  site 
development,  monitoring  and  mapping  cleanup  after  two  hurricanes,  renovations 
to  the  Burial  Hut  at  Town  Creek,  and  consultation  with  some  169  individuals  or 
agencies.  The  conservator  processed  more  than  twenty  collections  of  artifacts  and 
conserved  thousands  of  items,  including  artifacts  for  the  Collections  Branch.  Staff 
members  spoke  to  schools,  civic  groups,  teachers’  workshops,  local  governments, 
and  national  meetings.  The  branch  assisted  with  the  Spencer  Roundhouse,  the 
Somerset  Homecoming  and  symposium,  two  programs  at  Town  Creek,  and 
professional  meetings.  Staff  employees  worked  on  mapping  the  Bentonville 
battlefield,  a paper  on  privies,  design  and  installation  of  a period  garden  at  Spencer, 
planning  reconstruction  of  a Somerset  slave  cabin,  and  a conservation  internship 
program. 

Collections  Branch 

The  branch  served  as  part  of  a group  charged  with  establishing  new 
departmental  collections  management  procedures;  obtained  independent  control 
of  the  section’s  collection  from  the  Museum  of  History;  produced  a collections  care 
manual;  and  updated  collections  records,  especially  at  Wolfe  Memorial,  the 
Transportation  Museum,  Bennett  Place,  Vance  Birthplace,  and  Duke  Homestead. 
Staff  assisted  with  installation  of  exhibits  at  the  Transportation  Museum,  CSS 
Neuse,  Wolfe  Memorial,  and  Bennett  Place;  inventoried  and  removed  artifacts  at 
Bentonville  preparatory  to  renovation  of  the  visitor  center;  began  furnishing  Canary 
Cottage  at  the  Brown  Memorial;  led  various  professional  programs  of  the  North 
Carolina  Museums  Council  (NCMC)  and  the  SEMC;  and  conducted  two  workshops 
for  section  staff. 

Design  and  Production  Branch 

The  branch’s  main  projects  were  coordination  of  comprehensive  new  exhibits 
and  videos  for  the  roundhouse  at  the  Transportation  Museum  and  similar 
installations  at  the  Wolfe  Memorial.  Exhibits  firms  completed  much  of  each  activity. 
Other  displays  included  wayside  panels  at  Brown  Memorial,  the  Town  Creek  Burial 
Hut,  four  cases  at  Historic  Halifax,  and  signage  and  small  waysides  at  various  sites. 
The  staff  completed  Web  pages  for  all  sites;  dismantled  and  reinstalled  displays 
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and  audiovisual  programs  at  five  sites  at  which  visitor  centers  were  under 
renovation;  upgraded  audio  programs  at  several  sites;  produced  a video  on  the  slave 
cabin  at  Somerset  and  began  several  other  videos;  and  coordinated  design  and 
printing  of  the  section’s  new  passports,  as  well  as  sixteen  reprinted  brochures,  two 
calendars  of  events,  and  a new  multiple-site  brochure. 

Education  Branch 

The  branch  presented  ten  sessions  of  three  staff  development  workshops  on 
customer  service,  historic  foodways,  and  visitor  standards.  The  group  assessed 
training  needs  and  implemented  a section  staff  development  plan.  The  branch 
reprinted  a handbook  on  standards  for  visitor  services,  coordinated  two  series  of 
history  bowls,  and  guided  the  section’s  costume  standards  committee.  The  curator 
led  the  section’s  passport  project,  chaired  the  professional  development  committee 
of  NCMC,  and  became  a director  of  the  national  Visitor  Studies  Association.  The 
eastern  specialist  presented  two  historic  weapons  certification  courses  and 
coordinated  displays  at  two  National  Tourism  Days  and  state  fairs.  The  western 
specialist  conducted  ten  focus  groups  and  various  visitor  studies  at  sites. 

Research  and  Planning  Branch 

The  curator  guided  publication  of  two  books  for  the  Transportation  Museum 
and  reviewed  two  manuscripts  subsequently  published  by  the  Thomas  Wolfe 
Memorial.  He  reviewed  text  for  exhibits  at  the  Transportation  Museum,  the  Wolfe 
and  Brown  Memorials,  and  other  sites;  edited  other  section  copy;  oversaw  contract 
research  on  auto  racing  and  the  CSS  Neuse;  started  two  books  on  gold  mining; 
served  on  the  Reed  Gold  Mine  bicentennial  committee;  and  prepared  sectional 
newsletters  and  reports.  The  minority  specialist  led  planning,  wrote  text,  and 
coordinated  installation  of  wayside  exhibits  at  Brown  Memorial;  directed  tenth 
anniversary  festivities  at  the  memorial;  began  research  on  historic  public 
transportation;  and  advised  sites  and  others  on  matters  of  African  American  history. 

OPERATIONS  TEAM 

The  operations  team  supported  daily  activities  and  supervised  capital 
improvements  and  in-house  repairs  at  sites  across  the  state.  The  chief  and 
operations  assistant  handled  temporary  personnel,  purchased  and  distributed 
supplies  and  equipment,  and  processed  site  reports  and  budgetary  matters.  As 
assistant  administrator  after  the  reorganization  of  June  1997,  the  chief  directly 
supervised  operations  and  performance  management  reviews  for  some  fifty 
employees  at  half,  rather  than  all,  of  the  twenty-two  sites.  The  assistant  supported 
the  chief  and  gave  particular  attention  to  temporary  payrolls,  purchasing,  data 
entry,  and  budgetary  management. 

Architecture  Branch 

This  branch  was  involved  in  design  and  construction  matters  at  most  sites, 
handling  capital  improvement  projects  and  substantial  funding  for  repairs  and 
renovations.  It  typically  had  under  way  dozens  of  construction  projects,  ranging 
from  visitor  center  renovations  to  historic  building  restoration  and  roof  and  masonry 
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repairs.  The  branch  provided  technical  support  to  the  section’s  exhibits  designer 
and  craftsmen  in  developing  construction  documents.  Major  work  involved 
renovation  of  half  a dozen  visitor  centers,  repairs  to  the  boardinghouse  at  Wolfe 
Memorial,  moving  the  CSS  Neuse,  and  designing  and  overseeing  construction  of  a 
reconstructed  slave  house  at  Somerset  Place. 

Crafts  Services  Branch 

Traveling  technicians  offered  sites  preventive  and  emergency  maintenance 
and  carried  out  repairs  in  areas  such  as  carpentry,  plumbing,  heating,  air 
conditioning,  automotive,  painting,  and  electrical  services.  Hurricane  Fran 
necessitated  much  extra  work  by  the  branch.  The  craftsmen  worked  throughout 
the  state,  often  in  conjunction  with  other  branches  and  site  staffs.  The  branch  also 
undertook  some  in-house  construction  projects,  such  as  the  Somerset  slave  house, 
in  coordination  with  the  Architecture  Branch. 

ALAMANCE  BATTLEGROUND 

Hurricane  Fran  destroyed  more  than  one  hundred  trees  and  a picnic  table  at  the 
site.  The  1960s  visitor  center  was  renovated  with  new  rest  rooms  and  improvements 
to  the  lobby  and  audiovisual  room.  An  Eagle  Scout  painted  all  trim  on  the  building 
and  built  new  benches.  The  site  received  its  first  true  entry  sign  in  thirty-seven 
years.  An  Elon  College  student  served  a one-hundred-hour  internship  at  the  site. 
The  manager  joined  the  board  of  the  Carolinas  Backcountry  Corridor  Alliance, 
which  promotes  the  heritage  of  the  South’s  role  in  the  American  Revolution.  Two 
staff  members  received  awards  from  local  agencies  for  years  of  quality  service  to 
area  tourism.  The  section  built  a safe  walk-in  magazine  for  storage  of  black 
gunpowder  used  at  the  site. 


BENNETT  PLACE 

Davis  Waters  succeeded  Harold  Mozingo,  who  retired  after  thirty  years  of  service, 
as  site  manager.  PBS  television  personality  Charlie  Rose  conducted  a televised 
interview  with  award-winning  author  Charles  Frazier  {Cold  Mountain)  at  the  site. 
Visitor  center  renovations,  completed  in  early  1997,  included  new  paint  and  carpets, 
as  well  as  a larger  lobby  and  sales  desk  area.  The  staff  hosted  two  history  bowls 
(the  second  in  combination  with  Duke  Homestead)  and  a reenactment  of  the 
surrender.  Staff  were  active  in  tourism  groups,  in-service  training,  and  off-site 
programs.  The  site  implemented  increased  cooperation  with  Duke  Homestead  in 
shared  maintenance  duties  after  the  section  lost  a staff  position  at  Bennett. 

BENTONVILLE  BATTLEGROUND 

The  site  lost  more  than  150  trees,  and  electrical  service  for  sixteen  days,  as  a result 
of  Hurricane  Fran.  Consultants  and  site  staff  completed  a battlefield  protection  plan 
and  a satellite-aided  mapping  survey  of  the  six-thousand-acre  battlefield;  the 
American  Battlefield  Protection  Program  funded  both  ventures.  Work  began  on  a 
plan  to  acquire  87.5  additional  acres  of  land  with  funding  from  the  state  Natural 
Heritage  Trust  Fund.  The  site  received  fire  and  burglar  alarm  systems  for  all 
buildings  and  security  lights.  Contractors  repaired  the  Harper  House  and  began 
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Top  left;  During  the  biennium  the  section  inaugurated  a home  page  on  the  Internet  that  offers 
information  on  various  aspects  of  North  Carolina’s  state  historic  sites.  This  interactive  map  shows  the 
locations  of  the  seven  sites  in  eastern  North  Carolina.  Top  right:  The  North  Carolina  Transportation 
Museum  continued  to  offer  rides  aboard  train  cars  pulled  by  steam  locomotives.  Center  left:  A new 
visitor  center  opened  at  the  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial  in  Asheville  in  October  1997.  Section  administrator 
James  R.  McPherson  (third  from  right)  and  other  employees  attended  the  grand  opening.  Center  right: 
At  Fort  Fisher  a new  stone  revetment  helped  the  coastal  site  withstand  two  hurricanes  in  1996.  Bottom 
left:  Increasing  numbers  of  visitors  enjoyed  living  history  presentations  such  as  this  demonstration  of 
old-time  plowing  at  Horne  Creek  Farm.  Bottom  right:  Throughout  the  biennium,  reenactors  performed 
regularly  at  Civil  War-related  historic  sites. 
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work  on  renovating  the  visitor  center  and  building  a new  rest  room/picnic  facility. 
The  site  manager  served  as  instructor  at  two  section  weapons  courses. 
Commemorative  special  events  were  well  attended. 

BRUNSWICK  TOWN 

Two  hurricanes  in  six  weeks  severely  battered  the  site,  which  was  closed  for  several 
subsequent  weeks  in  the  late  summer  of  1996.  Emergency  personnel  and  later  Boy 
Scouts  removed  much  debris  from  the  grounds.  The  staff  hosted  the  first  Brunswick 
County  Indian  Heritage  Festival  with  demonstrations  by  numerous  Native 
American  groups.  Archaeologists  held  a S3miposium,  “From  the  Ashes,”  at  the  visitor 
center.  C-Span  visited  the  site  and  taped  a short  piece  for  broadcast  in  early  1998. 
Staff  and  inmates  spent  much  time  clearing  brush  and  trees  from  Battery  A of  Fort 
Anderson  preparatory  to  stabilization  of  the  earthwork.  Initial  plans  were 
completed  for  renovation  of  the  visitor  center  and  exhibits.  The  support  group  hosted 
a book-signing  party  to  celebrate  the  publication  of  a history  of  Brunswick  Town 
by  a local  author. 

CSS  NEUSE  AND  GOVERNOR  RICHARD  CASWELL  MEMORIAL 

The  staff  hosted  a living  history  program  featuring  Revolutionary  and  Civil  War 
reenactors,  produced  a symposium  on  naval  history  in  the  Civil  War  with  five 
speakers,  and  installed  an  exhibit  on  the  Civil  War  gunboat  Underwriter.  Previous 
efforts  to  build  a protective  structure  and  displays  around  the  Neuse  changed 
directions  after  an  immense  flood  on  the  river  in  the  wake  of  two  hurricanes.  The 
flood  waters,  twenty  inches  deep  in  the  vessel,  leached  protective  substances  out 
of  the  hull  and  caused  substantial  mold  growth.  As  a result,  the  department 
committed  funds  for  moving  the  ship  to  safer  and  higher  ground  on  the  site,  obtained 
engineers’  plans  for  the  move,  and  began  the  project  as  the  period  ended.  The  staff 
modified  and  continued  plans  to  raise  funds  for  a new  museum. 

CHARLES  B.  AYCOCK  BIRTHPLACE 

Aycock  was  without  power  for  thirteen  days  after  Hurricane  Fran,  which  also 
destroyed  sixty  trees  at  the  site.  The  staff  held  special  programs  and  events,  many 
with  hands-on  or  living  history  components,  including  School  Daze  (centered  on 
nineteenth-century  education),  a country  craft  fair  (featuring  a medicine  show). 
Farm  Heritage  Days,  From  Sheep  to  Shawl,  a Christmas  program.  Farmers’  Days, 
and  an  A-Maize-ing  Harvest  (a  cornshucking  party).  These  and  many  other 
activities  were  designed  in  large  part  for  schoolchildren.  The  site’s  support  group 
rented  a billboard  on  U.S.  Highway  70  as  a means  of  promoting  the  site. 

CHARLOTTE  HAWKINS  BROWN  MEMORIAL 

The  memorial  made  significant  progress  in  increasing  visitation,  volunteer  support, 
and  hours  of  work  by  inmates.  Expanded  outreach,  continuing  and  new  (It’s  About 
Time)  special  events  and  improved  festivals,  completion  of  exterior  restoration  of 
Galen  Stone  Hall,  and  a rebuilt  baseball  field  aided  attendance.  College  interns 
helped  organize  public  programs  and  established  monthly  volunteer  days  for 
citizens  to  join  in  the  work  of  the  site.  The  staff  used  inmates  much  more  than 
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heretofore  to  clean  up  and  repair  various  parts  of  the  property.  The  site  opened 
partly  furnished  Canary  Cottage  to  visitors  and  received  eighteen  wayside  panels 
that  offered  guests  a self-guided  tour  of  the  campus. 

DUKE  HOMESTEAD 

The  site  presented  its  usual  array  of  special  events  and  living  history  activities 
accompanied  by  five  temporary  exhibits  at  various  times.  The  displays  included  The 
Rage:  Women  in  Advertising,  Bull  City : An  American  Experience,  and  Snuffed  Out! 
The  Final  Days  of  the  American  Tobacco  Company.  Staff  took  part  in  numerous 
professional  associations  and  training.  Employees  served  as  members  of  several 
sectional  committees  and  teams,  and  the  site  hosted  a number  of  sectional  meetings. 
The  Duke  house  received  extensive  repairs  in  1998.  The  Agricultural  Heritage 
Foundation  funded  a study  of  accessibility  for  guests  with  visual  or  hearing 
impairments. 


FORT  DOBBS 

The  site  underwent  numerous  improvements.  The  visitor  center  received  a 
renovated  office;  a sales  desk  area;  a new  handicapped-accessible  ramp,  walkway, 
and  rest  room;  new  lighting;  and  other  repairs.  The  staff  prepared  initial  plans  for 
new  exhibits  at  the  center.  Amenities  at  the  picnic  shelter  were  likewise  improved. 
In  addition.  Fort  Dobbs  received  a new  entrance  gate  and  an  alarm  system.  The 
site  grounds  worker  was  unable  to  work  for  a year  after  sustaining  an  accident, 
and  Reed  Gold  Mine  provided  maintenance  support  during  that  time.  The  staff 
hosted  the  site’s  customary  special  events  during  the  period.  The  fort  was  robbed 
twice  during  1997  and  lost  its  office  equipment,  computer,  and  petty  cash. 

FORT  FISHER 

Section  workers  hauled  150  truckloads  of  debris  from  the  northern  end  of  the 
shoreline  revetment  after  Hurricane  Fran,  the  massive  immediate  effects  of  which 
are  described  above.  The  support  group  purchased  a reproduction  twelve-pounder 
Napoleon  cannon,  which  the  staff  uses  for  demonstrations.  Gehrig  Spencer,  site 
manager  for  some  thirty  years,  retired  in  1997.  Planning  began  for  visitor  center 
renovations  and  new  exhibits;  the  project  will  include  improved  electrical  systems, 
full  accessibility,  and  a new  rest  room  facility.  In  January  1998  a special  night 
program  depicted  scenes  from  January  13,  1865.  In  May  1998  the  staff  hosted  a 
history  fair  for  schoolchildren;  the  program  featured  demonstrations  of  archaeology, 
artillery,  and  town  ball. 


HISTORIC  BATH 

Significant  repairs  and  renovations  were  completed  at  Bath.  Both  the  Bonner  and 
Palmer-Marsh  Houses  received  varying  rehabilitation,  primarily  on  their  exteriors. 
The  visitor  center  was  closed  for  renovation  from  November  1997  until  June  1998; 
during  that  time  the  Van  Der  Veer  House  served  as  a temporary  visitor  center.  Two 
hurricanes  and  a tropical  storm  also  necessitated  substantial  cleanup  at  the  site. 
The  site  hosted  a special  display  of  artifacts  removed  from  the  wreckage  of  a vessel 
believed  to  have  been  the  flagship  of  the  pirate  Blackbeard;  the  event  attracted  more 
than  four  thousand  people  in  twelve  days.  The  Historic  Bath  Commission  began 
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planning  for  the  tercentenary  of  Bath  in  2005  and  erected  a marker  at  the  Bath 
AME  Zion  Church. 


HISTORIC  EDENTON 

The  Chowan  County  Courthouse  received  $950,000  in  state  funds  for  restoration, 
which  was  well  under  way  by  the  end  of  the  period.  Workers  made  a number  of 
smaller  repairs  at  the  Iredell  House  and  repainted  the  exterior  of  the  visitor  center. 
The  staff  began  a popular  thirty-minute  Iredell  House  tour,  as  well  as  tours  from 
a trolley  running  about  the  historic  area;  hosted  a history  bowl;  provided  costumed 
domestic  skill  demonstrations  for  numerous  school  groups;  and  participated  in  two 
international  Elderhostel  programs  for  traveling  senior  citizens.  Employees  hosted 
and  attended  numerous  workshops  and  staff  development  activities  and  continued 
to  work  closely  with  the  Edenton  Historical  Commission  and  other  local  groups  in 
sponsoring  various  programs. 

HISTORIC  HALIFAX 

The  Halifax  staff  made  significant  improvements  to  infrastructure  and  programs 
at  the  site,  but  visitation  remained  static.  At  the  mainstay  special  events, 
attendance  was  strong  at  Fourth  of  July  programs  but  disappointing  at  Halifax  Day. 
The  staff  also  experimented  with  several  new  special  events.  Improvements  to  the 
physical  plant  included  painting  of  a number  of  historic  buildings,  installation  of 
several  new  shingle  roofs,  replacement  of  seating  at  the  amphitheater,  and  the 
addition  of  four  new  exhibits  and  improved  lighting  in  the  visitor  center.  Employees 
presented  off-site  promotional  programs  at  festivals,  fairs,  and  state  welcome 
centers  and  worked  with  local  tourism,  cultural,  and  civic  groups.  Hurricane  Fran 
produced  thirty-five  truckloads  of  debris  but  left  site  structures  virtually  untouched. 
Many  long-term  interpretive  needs  remained  unmet  at  historic  buildings. 

HORNE  CREEK  LIVING  HISTORICAL  FARM 

Despite  a 25  percent  reduction  in  staff  by  the  department  in  July  1997  and  severe 
health  problems  that  subsequently  afflicted  most  of  the  remaining  staff, 
perseverance  by  survivors  and  by  volunteers  from  other  historic  sites  and  especially 
the  supporting  North  Carolina  Living  Historical  Farm  Committee  resulted  in 
progress  at  the  farm.  No  programs  were  cut,  commitments  were  honored,  and 
attendance  actually  rose  substantially  as  a result  of  expanded  publicity  and 
educational  activities.  An  employee  rebuilt  and  demonstrated  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  dryhouse.  Contractors  nearly  completed  restoration  of  the  Hauser 
farmhouse  and  the  double-cribbed  log  barn.  The  Farm  Committee  received  a grant 
for  a three  hundred-variety  heirloom  apple  orchard  that,  when  completed,  will  be 
the  only  publicly  operated  resource  of  its  type  in  the  nation. 

HOUSE  IN  THE  HORSESHOE 

The  site  underwent  a variety  of  repairs  during  the  period.  Masons  fixed  brickwork 
on  the  Alston  House,  and  contractors  installed  air  conditioning.  Section  craftsmen 
repaired  windows,  flooring,  plumbing,  and  electrical  service  at  various  buildings. 
Wells  at  the  site  revealed  excessive  coliform  bacteria  and  iron,  requiring  the  addition 
of  special  filters  to  correct  the  problems.  The  manager  repainted  the  site  residence. 
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and  he  and  his  wife  then  moved  into  the  house,  which  will  enhance  site  security. 
The  site  closed  for  a week  after  Hurricane  Fran  for  lack  of  power.  Group  visitation 
and  special  events  continued  as  strong  sources  of  attendance. 

JAMES  K.  POLK  MEMORIAL 

Budget  cuts  required  revision  to  scheduling  of  school  groups,  but  teachers  responded 
well  to  the  changes.  The  staff  held  various  workshops  for  volunteers  on  topics  such 
as  tightening  rope  beds  and  cooking.  A new  historic  cooking  guild  began  meeting 
at  the  site  in  1997.  Employees  completed  the  site  costume  proposal,  held  a number 
of  successful  special  events,  cosponsored  two  history  bowls  with  Reed  Gold  Mine, 
and  took  part  in  staff  development  programs.  Among  site  improvements  were 
modifications  to  make  rest  rooms  accessible  to  handicapped  guests  and  a wayside 
exhibit  explaining  the  monument  erected  at  the  site  in  1904  by  the  DAR.  The  site 
received  from  the  town  of  Pineville  $2,500  toward  creation  of  a new  video  and 
continued  seeking  additional  funding  for  the  project. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  TRANSPORTATION  MUSEUM 

As  noted  above,  the  museum  reopened  in  September  1996  (the  centennial  year  of 
Spencer  Shops)  with  numerous  festivities  that  focused  on  exhibits,  audiovisual 
programs,  and  historic  rolling  stock  in  the  Julian  Roundhouse.  The  section 
supported  two  new  books  published  for  the  occasion:  Duane  Galloway  and  Jim 
Wrinn’s  Southern  Railway’s  Spencer  Shops,  1896-1996  and  Jackson  McQuigg’s 
History  on  Steel  Wheels:  Trains  at  the  North  Carolina  Transportation  Museum.  The 
renewed  museum  proved  immensely  popular.  The  North  Carolina  Transportation 
History  Foundation  (formerly  Corporation)  began  seeking  major  funds  for  the  next 
phase  of  museum  development,  restoration  of  the  massive  Backshop.  The  executive 
director.  Dr.  Thomas  Rhodes,  became  development  officer  for  the  section;  Elizabeth 
Wall  Smith,  head  of  visitor  services  at  the  museum,  became  acting  executive 
director. 


REED  GOLD  MINE 

The  new  Talking  Rocks  Trail,  which  explains  geology  around  Lower  Hill,  opened 
in  March  1997  in  conjunction  with  a southeastern  regional  geological  society 
meeting.  A regional  committee  and  subcommittees  to  celebrate  the  bicentennial  in 
1999  of  the  discovery  of  gold  at  the  Reed  farm  began  work.  Plans  include  a 
symposium,  an  outdoor  drama,  exhibition  of  the  noted  Harvard  University  gold 
collection  at  Reed,  and  activities  throughout  the  coming  year  in  Cabarrus  and 
Mecklenburg  Counties.  Attendance  rose  during  the  period.  The  site  received  a new 
exhibit  on  Bechtler  gold  coins.  Staff  coordinated  various  special  events,  promotional 
activities,  repairs  to  the  physical  plant,  and  support  to  Fort  Dobbs.  The  Gold  History 
Corporation  funded  an  archaeological  project  at  the  blacksmith  shop  site  on  Upper 
Hill  and  aided  the  site  in  numerous  other  ways. 

SOMERSET  PLACE 

Among  special  programs  of  note  were  the  tenth  anniversary  Homecoming  in  1996 
and  a 1997  educational  conference  titled  “Interpreting  Slavery  in  the  Classroom 
and  at  Historic  Sites”;  both  events  drew  participants  from  a number  of  states. 
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Among  site  improvements  were  a representative  ca.  1830  slave  house  reconstructed 
by  section  craftsmen  and  others  after  lengthy  study,  the  new  Thompson  Memorial 
Garden,  and  a new  parking  lot  for  buses.  The  site  received  $250,000  in  state  funds 
to  reconstruct  buildings  of  the  former  slave  community.  Restoration  began  on  the 
kitchen/laundry  building.  Contracted  inmates  began  providing  needed  maintenance 
work  at  the  site  and  helped  clean  up  after  two  hurricanes.  The  manager  began 
assembling  a new  database  of  historical  information. 

THOMAS  WOLFE  MEMORIAL 

A highly  successful  opening  and  dedication  of  the  new  visitor  center  in  November 
1997  (described  above)  was  the  focal  point  of  the  biennium.  The  new  building 
enabled  the  site  to  add  several  additional  staff  positions  and  expand  programming 
with  innovations  such  as  two  new  on-site  programs  for  children.  The  staff  also 
produced  two  annual  Thomas  Wolfe  Festivals,  initiated  a new  newsletter  and  a Web 
page  for  the  site,  began  an  heirloom  flower  and  vegetable  garden,  held  a Christmas 
open  house  with  live  classical  music,  started  planning  a creative  writing  program 
in  cooperation  with  a community  college,  transcribed  six  tapes  of  interviews  with 
Wolfe’s  siblings,  and  installed  a new  telephone  kiosk  exhibit  based  on  those 
interviews. 


TOWN  CREEK  INDIAN  MOUND 

Restoration  of  the  Burial  Hut  and  placement  of  a new  exhibit  inside  it  were 
completed  with  advice  and  suggestions  from  the  Native  American  community  and 
section  archaeologists.  The  display  features  costumed  mannequins  and  an  audio 
tape.  Much  of  the  work  in  renovating  and  enlarging  the  visitor  center  was  completed 
during  the  period.  Thirty-eight  workshops  on  early  Native  American  life-styles  were 
held  in  the  site  learning  center.  The  staff  improved  the  nature  trail  with  repairs, 
benches,  and  interpretive  signage  and  held  two  annual  Indian  Heritage  festivals. 
The  Friends  of  Town  Creek  provided  substantial  funding  for  the  festivals.  The  U.S. 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  awarded  the  site  a grant  to  control  erosion  and  enhance 
wildlife  along  Town  Creek  and  Little  River. 

ZEBULON  B.  VANCE  BIRTHPLACE 

The  staff  held  its  usual  complement  of  special  events  and  other  programs  during 
the  period.  Those  activities  consisted  chiefly  of  the  long-running  fall  and  spring 
Pioneer  Living  Days  each  year.  A militia  encampment  accompanied  the  fall 
programs,  during  which  visitors  saw  demonstrations  of  small-arms  and  artillery 
drills,  open-hearth  cooking,  camp  life,  weaving,  and  woodworking.  In  June  1997 
employees  sponsored  a Civil  War  encampment  by  costumed  reenactors.  The  site 
also  held  yearly  Christmas  open  houses  with  candlelight  tours  and  regional  history 
bowls  in  the  spring.  In  1997  employees  participated  in  National  Tourism  Day  at 
the  Interstate  26  welcome  center. 
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HISTORICAL  PUBLICATIONS  SECTION 

Joe  A.  M.oh\ey,  Administrator 

During  the  1996-1998  biennium  the  Historical  Publications  Section  experienced  a 
consistent  level  of  sales.  Receipts  totaled  $347,094.  In  the  first  fiscal  year  of  the 
present  reporting  period,  receipts  totaled  $165,082.  Distribution  and  sales  were 
significantly  affected  by  the  devastation  of  Hurricane  Fran  in  September  1996.  In 
the  second  fiscal  year,  however,  receipts  rose  to  $182,012.  The  current  certified 
budget  for  sale  of  publications  is  $178,942  per  fiscal  year.

The  efforts  of  marketing  specialist  Frances  Kunstling  and  the  industrious 
work  by  the  front  office  staff — Trudy  Rayfield  (supervisor),  Loretta  Hines,  Sandra 
Hall,  and  Gail  Elliott — contributed  significantly  to  the  section’s  success.  Ms. 
Kunstling  compiled  the  publications  catalog,  staffed  exhibits,  prepared  press 
releases,  and  promoted  titles.  Ms.  Rayfield  and  her  staff  accounted  for  the  inventory 
and  prepared  a number  of  financial  and  budgetary  reports  and  requests.  They  dealt 
with  the  general  public,  booksellers,  authors,  and  members  of  the  Advisory  Editorial 
Committee.  They  typed  manuscripts,  logged  in  articles  and  book  reviews, 
maintained  subscription  lists,  printed  flyers  and  ads,  and  processed  thousands  of 
orders  and  pieces  of  mail.  In  December  1996  Ms.  Hall  resigned,  and  Ms.  Elliott 
replaced  her. 

Eight  issues  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review  were  published  during 
the  biennium.  The  subscription  level  fluctuated  from  1,379  in  July  1996  to  1,324 
in  June  1998.  In  June  1998  William  A.  Owens  Jr.  resigned  as  editor  of  the  Review. 
He  was  replaced  by  Anne  Miller.  Prior  to  her  appointment,  Ms.  Miller,  an  M.A. 
graduate  of  North  Carolina  State  University,  had  worked  for  some  months  on  a 
temporary  basis  as  an  editor  for  the  Historical  Publications  Section.  During  the 
reporting  period  the  editors  of  the  Review  received  50  articles  for  consideration,  of 
which  19  were  accepted  and  26  rejected.  This  number  of  submissions  represents  a 
slight  increase  from  the  45  articles  received  in  the  previous  biennium.  The  Review 
presently  has  an  article  backlog  of  about  six  months.  The  section  published  twelve 
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issues  of  Carolina  Comments  (Robert  M.  Topkins,  editor),  which  were  mailed  to 
approximately  1,350  subscribers. 

NEW  PUBLICATIONS 

During  the  1996-1998  biennium  the  Historical  Publications  Section  issued  eight 
new  titles:  Divided  Allegiances:  Bertie  County  during  the  Civil  War  A Lasting 

Gift  of  Heritage:  A History  of  the  North  Carolina  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
Antiquities,  1939-1974  (1997);  In  Some  Foreign  Field:  Four  British  Graves  and 
Submarine  Warfare  on  the  North  Carolina  Outer  Banks  (1997);  Guide  to  Research 
Materials  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Archives:  County  Records  (1997);  The  Papers 
of  David  Settle  Reid,  vol.  2: 1853-1913  (1997);  Addresses  and  Public  Papers  of  James 
Grubbs  Martin,  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  vol.  2 (1996);  Guide  for  Authors  and 
Editors  (1997);  and  the  Forty-sixth  Biennial  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Division 
of  Archives  and  History:  July  1,  1994-June  30,  1996.  In  addition  to  the  above  new 
titles,  the  section  issued  twenty-three  reprints  and  two  annual  catalogs.  (For  a 
complete  list  of  reprints,  see  appendix  15,  part  A.) 

Amid  the  attention  arising  from  the  discovery  of  what  is  thought  to  be  the 
wreck  of  the  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge,  flagship  of  the  notorious  pirate  Blackbeard,  the 
section  began  a new  type  of  marketing  project  by  printing  and  offering  for  sale  T- 
shirts  featuring  a historical  engraving  of  Blackbeard.  The  initial  printing  sold  out, 
and  more  shirts  were  ordered.  The  section  also  reprinted  its  Blackbeard  poster, 
which  had  been  out  of  print  since  1989,  and  redesigned  the  cover  of  The  Pirates  of 
Colonial  North  Carolina  to  feature  the  engraving  of  Blackbeard. 

Throughout  the  past  two  fiscal  years.  Historical  Publications  editors  have 
demonstrated  diligence  and  dispatch  in  completing  tasks  and  have  made  significant 
strides  in  long-term  projects.  As  head  of  the  General  Publications  Branch,  Robert  M. 
Topkins  has  edited  and  seen  through  press  a number  of  titles  and  continues  work 
on  several  others,  as  well  as  serving  as  editor  of  Carolina  Comments  and  of  the 
division’s  biennial  reports.  As  an  editor  of  that  branch,  William  Lang  Baradell  has 
edited  and  seen  through  press  volume  2 of  The  Papers  of  David  Settle  Reid  and 
currently  is  in  the  final  stages  of  editing  and  publishing  Memories  of  World  War  I: 
North  Carolina  Doughboys  on  the  Western  Front.  Mr.  Baradell  also  began  work,  in 
cooperation  with  the  State  Archives,  on  selecting,  editing,  and  publishing  a 
collection  of  documents  on  North  Carolina’s  participation  in  twentieth-century  wars. 
The  volume  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  2003. 

Jan-Michael  Poff,  editor  of  the  Governors  Papers,  continued  his  labors  on 
volumes  3 and  4 of  the  Addresses  and  Public  Papers  of  James  Baxter  Hunt  Jr., 
Governor  of  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Poff  also  participated  in  the  presentation  of 
volume  2 of  the  Addresses  and  Public  Papers  of  James  Grubbs  Martin,  Governor 
of  North  Carolina,  to  former  governor  Martin  by  Governor  Hunt.  The  ceremony  took 
place  in  the  newly  renovated  House  chamber  of  the  State  Capitol  on  May  8,  1998. 
Both  governors  praised  Mr.  PofTs  performance  in  compiling,  editing,  and  publishing 
the  governors  series. 

Donna  E.  Kelly,  editor  of  The  Papers  of  James  Iredell,  has  made  considerable 
progress  on  volume  3 of  that  collection,  which  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  1999. 
In  June  1998  Ms.  Kelly  was  a student  at  the  Institute  for  the  Editing  of  Historical 
Documents,  Madison,  Wisconsin,  a selective  training  course  for  documentary  editors 
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Among  a variety  of  new  titles  issued  by  the  Historical  Publications  Section  during  the  biennium  were 
Divided  Allegiances:  Bertie  County  during  the  Civil  War  (1996),  by  Gerald  W.  Thomas;  A Lasting  Gift  of 
Heritage:  A History  of  the  North  Carolina  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Antiquities,  1939-1974  (1997),  by 
David  Louis  Sterrett  Brook;  In  Some  Foreign  Field:  Four  British  Graves  and  Submarine  Warfare  on  the 
North  Carolina  Outer  Banks  (1997),  by  L.  VanLoan  Naisawald;  and  Addresses  and  Public  Papers  of 
James  Grubbs  Martin,  Governor  of  North  Carolina, Wo\.  II:  1989-1993  (1996),  edited  by  Jan-Michael  Poff. 
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nationwide.  During  the  biennium  she  was  appointed  online  editor  for  the  Division 
of  Archives  and  History,  and  she  devoted  six  weeks  to  proofing  the  entire  test  Web 
site  and  setting  guidelines  to  ensure  consistency  throughout  the  division  before  the 
Web  site  “went  live.”  Ms.  Kelly  also  served  as  editor  of  the  Friends  of  the  Archives 
newsletter. 

Editor  Lisa  D.  Bailey  applied  her  proofreading  skills  to  all  the  general 
publications,  documentaries,  periodicals,  and  special  projects  launched  by  the 
section.  With  the  assistance  of  then-temporary  employee  Anne  Miller,  administrator 
Joe  Mobley  made  significant  progress  on  volume  3 of  The  Papers  ofZebulon  Baird 
Vance. 


COLONIAL  RECORDS  BRANCH 

In  the  Colonial  Records  Branch,  volume  10  of  the  Colonial  Records  of  North 
Carolina  [Second  Series]  neared  delivery  to  the  printer.  The  volume  has  been 
typeset  in-house  using  the  Ventura  desktop  publishing  program.  Branch  head 
Robert  J.  Cain  composed  a large  part  of  the  introduction  and  completed  the  subject 
index  to  the  documentary  portion  of  the  volume.  On  June  24,  1998,  Dr.  Cain 
departed  on  a trip  to  Ireland  and  Northern  Ireland,  as  well  as  to  London,  where 
he  will  be  searching  for  documents  to  include  in  the  Colonial  Records  series.  He 
will  return  to  this  country  in  August.  Dr.  Cain  also  published  an  article  in  the  April 
1997  North  Carolina  Historical  Review.  Editor  Susan  Trimble  compiled  the 
personal-names  index  to  volume  10  and  proofread  the  subject  index.  The  branch 
prepared  the  indexes  using  the  NLCindex  program.  Ms.  Trimble  researched 
documents  and  typeset  and  proofed  a large  portion  of  volume  11.  She  also  entered, 
proofread,  and  indexed  descriptions  of  British  records  into  MARS,  the  State 
Archives  electronic  finding-aid  system.  Editorial  assistant  Leigh  Anna  Thrower 
resigned  from  the  branch  in  September  1997.  The  vacated  position  was  filled  by 
Dennis  Isenbarger,  an  M.A.  graduate  of  Western  Carolina  University.  Mr. 
Isenbarger  entered,  edited,  proofed,  and  indexed  documents  for  MARS.  He  began 
proofing  volume  11  for  publication  and  researched  Scots  for  the  Scottish  project. 
He  edited  the  index  for  volume  10,  handled  correspondence,  and  completed  clerical 
duties  and  research  commensurate  with  his  duties  with  the  Colonial  Records 
project. 


CIVIL  WAR  ROSTER  BRANCH 

In  the  Civil  War  Roster  Branch,  Weymouth  T.  Jordan  Jr.  completed  work  on 
volume  14  oi  North  Carolina  Troops,  1861-1865:  ARoster.  Mr.  Jordan,  head  of  the 
branch  and  compiler  of  the  Roster,  delivered  the  volume  to  the  printer  on  May  31, 
1998.  It  will  be  available  to  the  public  in  August.  The  book  (813  pages)  includes 
complete  rosters  for  the  Fifty-seventh,  Fifty-eighth,  Sixtieth,  and  Sixty-first 
regiments,  as  well  as  extensive  and  definitive  histories  of  those  units.  Mr.  Jordan 
and  his  assistant,  Matthew  Brown  (editor),  completed  the  monumental  task  of 
researching,  compiling,  writing,  illustrating  (including  obtaining  detailed  maps  by 
a professional  cartographer),  editing,  indexing,  and  typesetting  (using  the  Ventura 
program)  the  volume.  In  addition,  the  branch  provided  flyers  and  letters  announcing 
publication  of  volume  14  and  presently  is  diligently  at  work  on  volume  15.

ADVISORY  EDITORIAL  COMMITTEE 

Dr.  David  R.  Goldfield  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Charlotte  accepted 
appointment  to  a five-year  term  on  the  Advisory  Editorial  Committee  on  July  1, 

1997.  He  replaced  Dr.  James  L.  Leloudis  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill.  Dr.  J.  Russell  Snapp  was  appointed  to  a similar  term  effective  July  1, 

1998.  He  replaced  Dr.  Lindley  S.  Butler,  professor  emeritus  at  Rockingham 
Community  College. 


OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  hiennium  the  Historical  Publications  Section  has  updated  its  equipment 
and  improved  its  efficiency  by  incorporating  computer  technology  into  both  its 
publishing  operations  and  its  accoimting  and  inventory  system.  Volume  14  of  North 
Carolina  Troops:  A Roster  and  volume  10  of  the  Colonial  Records  [Second  series] 
were  typeset  using  the  Ventura  program.  The  section’s  invoices  are  now  figured  and 
printed  using  the  Excel  program.  Renewal  notices  for  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review  are  also  now  computerized.  Ms.  Ra}dield,  Ms.  Trimble,  and  Ms.  Kelly  have 
lent  their  expertise  to  the  development  and  expansion  of  the  section’s  computer 
operations. 

In  the  past  two  fiscal  years,  the  section  has  displayed  and  sold  its  titles  at 
the  North  Carolina  Social  Studies  Conference  and  the  Southern  Historical 
Association  meeting,  as  well  as  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Literary  Festival  in  Chapel  Hill  in  the  spring  of  1998.  Ms.  Kunstling  organized  and 
supervised  those  exhibits. 

During  the  biennium  the  Office  of  State  Budget  permitted  the  section  to 
establish  an  enterprise  or  revolving  fund  for  excess  receipts.  That  fund  enables  the 
section  to  use  surplus  receipts  to  publish  reprints.  Such  a fund  makes  it  possible 
to  keep  popular  titles  in  print,  help  pay  for  expensive  new  works,  and  generate 
additional  future  revenue. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA  MARITIME  MUSEUM  SECTION

ADMINISTRATIVE  BRANCH 

The  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum  was  a division  of  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium.  Effective  October  1, 
1997,  it  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  as  a section  of 
the  Division  of  Archives  and  History.  The  move  was  retroactive  to  July  1,  1997. 
Therefore,  this  report  covers  the  entire  biennium.  It  has  been  a tempestuous  two 
years,  with  highlights  being  the  move  to  a new  state  agency,  the  occurrence  of  two 
major  hurricanes,  the  retirement  of  the  museum  director,  and  the  discovery  of  a 
nearly  three  hundred-year-old  shipwreck  just  offshore. 

Attendance  suffered  from  the  impact  of  Hurricanes  Bertha  and  Fran  in  the 
first  year  of  the  biennium,  holding  visitation  to  173,318,  almost  exactly  equal  to 
the  previous  year’s  total.  However,  the  discovery  of  the  shipwreck  believed  to  be 
the  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge,  flagship  of  the  pirate  Blackbeard,  is  credited  for  a 
resurgence  in  attendance  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  Visitation  was  up  by  more  than 
9 percent  to  189,719. 

The  museum  has  been  designated  as  the  entity  that  will  curate  the  collection 
of  artifacts  being  excavated  from  the  shipwreck.  With  assistance  provided  by  local 
fund-raising  activities,  an  interim  conservation  lab  was  hastily  constructed  by 
renovating  the  badly  deteriorated  shell  of  a former  seafood-processing  building  on 
the  Gallants  Channel  site.  The  property  was  purchased  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Museum,  a nonprofit  support  group  that  benefits  the  operations  of  the  Maritime 
Museum.  The  Friends  organization  received  two  grants  of  $1.5  million  each  from 
the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly,  as  well  as  a $200,000  grant  from  the  Natural 
Heritage  Trust  Fund.  The  museum’s  membership  group  also  secured  an  additional 
$250,000  grant  from  the  trust  and  raised  more  than  $100,000  from  private  sources 
for  development  of  the  site.  The  museum  has  set  the  construction  of  a permanent 
conservation  lab  and  nautical  archaeology  center  as  its  top  building  priority  at  the 
site. 

A large  mobile  classroom  was  installed  adjacent  to  the  temporary  conservation 
lab  at  Gallants  Channel  to  accommodate  Junior  Sailing  classes.  A deck,  pier,  and 
floating  docks  were  added  as  well.  The  summer  of  1998  was  the  first  in  the  six-year 
history  of  the  program  in  which  sailing  instruction  was  conducted  on  museum 
property.  It  represents  the  second  program,  after  archeological  conservation,  to  be 
located  entirely  on  the  new  site.  A small  pavilion  has  been  constructed  between  the 
two  buildings,  and  a boat  ramp  will  be  added  later  in  the  summer.  Development  of 
a new  overall  site  plan  began  with  the  signing  of  a contract  with  an  architectural 
firm.  Final  site-development  drawings  should  be  available  early  in  the  next 
biennium.  Gallants  Channel  site  design  and  development  continues  with  the 
enthusiastic  financial  and  logistical  support  of  the  Friends  of  the  Museum. 

The  museum’s  three-story  Harborside  Building  was  demolished  in 
anticipation  of  construction  of  a replacement  structure  utilizing  funds  from  the 
state’s  repair  and  replacement  reserve  fund.  Because  of  problems  involving  issues 
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of  architectural  compatibility  with  the  current  design  of  Beaufort’s  historic  district, 
no  real  progress  has  been  made  on  a replacement  for  the  Harborside  Building. 

MARITIME  BRANCH 

The  Collections  Unit  took  on  several  major  projects  during  this  biennium.  Staff 
completed  a comprehensive  review  of  all  registration  documentation  to  ensure  that 
records  for  the  museum’s  entire  collection  were  accurate  and  up-to-date.  Then,  in 
July  1997,  the  first  phase  of  computerization  of  collection  registration  data  was 
completed,  using  SNAP!  software.  The  department  has  begun  a two-year  program 
to  complete  phase  II  of  this  computerization  project,  which  will  incorporate  full 
condition-report  information  into  the  database. 

The  museum’s  collections  have  expanded  substantially  during  this  two-year 
period.  The  museum  has  acquired  several  very  significant  vernacular  watercraft 
and  moved  aggressively  to  broaden  its  collection  of  North  Carolinian  recreational 
boats  and  related  materials,  such  as  outboard  motors.  Creation  of  the  new 
permanent  exhibit  on  commercial  fishing  has  led  to  strengthened  holdings  in  this 
field  as  well.  Furthermore,  implementation  of  more  thorough  collection  policies  has 
led  to  significantly  broader  documentation  of  the  provenance  and  cultural  context 
of  individual  artifacts,  which  has  substantially  enriched  their  value  for  both 
research  and  exhibit. 

The  Barbour  Boat  Works  in  New  Bern  closed  in  May  1998,  and  Collections 
Unit  staff  were  instrumental  in  identifying  and  collecting  significant  artifacts  and 
records  that  remained  on  the  site  and  arranging  for  their  proper  conservation  either 
at  the  museum  or  in  East  Carolina  University’s  manuscript  collection.  Inventories 
of  that  material  are  not  yet  complete  but  will  include  close  to  one  thousand  objects 
and  several  hundred  cubic  feet  of  documents. 

The  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum  was  designated  the  lead  curatorial 
facility  for  artifacts  recovered  from  the  wreck  of  what  is  believed  to  be  the  Queen 
Anne's  Revenge.  Collections  staff  took  on  this  assignment  with  the  utmost 
professionalism  and  also  began  scheduling  two  traveling  exhibits:  In  Search  of 
Queen  Anne's  Revenge  and  The  Monitor. 

There  has  been  significant  progress  in  systematically  organizing,  cataloguing, 
and  cross-referencing  the  image  archive.  Furthermore,  staff  has  actively  sought  to 
expand  the  archive’s  holdings  into  subject  areas  for  which  it  had  few  images,  such 
as  sport  fishing  and  shipbuilding,  with  gratifying  success.  Throughout  this 
biennium  the  image  archive  has  been  a valuable  resource  for  research  and 
publication.  The  museum’s  library  has  been  the  focus  of  considerable  attention 
during  these  two  years.  Staff  and  volunteers  have  overhauled  the  catalog,  identified 
holdings  outside  the  library  proper  but  within  the  museum  complex,  and 
deaccessioned  unwanted  duplicate  items.  Donations  in  kind  or  of  funds  and 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  deaccessioned  items  have  allowed  the  museum  to  expand 
and  upgrade  library  holdings  substantially,  making  it  a valuable  resource  both  for 
in-house  use  and  for  outside  researchers. 

This  biennium  witnessed  a major  expansion  of  the  Watercraft  Center’s 
educational  mission  into  two  new  areas.  The  museum  set  up  its  Apprentice  Program 
in  conjunction  with  Carteret  County  Schools  and  several  local  boatbuilding  firms 
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to  provide  training  for  young  people  aspiring  to  a career  in  the  industry.  This 
program,  certified  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Labor,  admitted  its  first 
students  in  January  1997.  The  Apprentice  Program  continues  to  flourish  and,  in 
January  1998,  expanded  its  reach  to  include  private  high  schools  in  the  area.  In 
conjunction  with  East  Carolina  University  and  the  HABS/HAER  project  of  the 
National  Park  Service,  the  Watercraft  Center  began  offering  academic  courses  in 
vessel  documentation,  lines  taking,  and  lofting  for  the  spring  1997  semester.  A high 
percentage  of  graduate  students  enrolled  in  ECU’s  Program  in  Maritime  Studies 
have  participated  in  those  courses,  which  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
university’s  course  catalog. 

The  museum’s  annual  Wooden  Boat  Shows  have  had  near  record-breaking 
attendance,  both  of  visitors  and  of  boats,  in  each  of  the  past  two  years,  even  with 
unfavorable  weather  conditions.  There  was  a gratifyingly  large  turnout  for  the  first 
Spritsail  Race  from  Harkers  Island  to  Beaufort  during  the  1998  show,  despite  the 
blustery  weather. 

Watercraft  Center  staff  and  volunteers  undertook  a wide  variety  of 
construction  and  restoration  projects.  Volunteers  designed  and  built  a very 
successful  small  skiff  suitable  for  class  construction,  and  the  entire  crew  has  worked 
to  build  a 28-foot  double-ended  “Egret”-type  sharpie.  Two  traditional  spritsail  skiffs 
returned  to  service  thanks  to  the  restoration  efforts  of  the  center’s  volunteers,  and 
their  labors  allowed  Festival  Park  in  Manteo  to  put  the  George  Washington  Creef 
shad  boat  Foul  Play  on  permanent  exhibit.  The  Watercraft  Center  successfully 
offered  its  usual  wide  range  of  public  classes  in  traditional  boatbuilding  techniques 
and  maritime  crafts  and  actively  supported  the  museum’s  educational 
programming.  In  addition,  during  the  summer  of  1998  the  Watercraft  Center,  on 
an  experimental  basis,  began  offering  twice-weekly  sailing  programs  using 
traditional  vessel  t5q)es. 

The  Small  Craft  Research  Project  database  grew  by  more  than  50  percent 
during  the  biennium,  reflecting  the  accession  of  a large  number  of  important 
vernacular  vessels  and  the  expansion  of  collecting  into  the  area  of  recreational 
watercraft.  A new  related  database  was  created  to  document  the  production  by 
North  Carolina  manufacturers  of  recreational  boats  from  skiffs  to  luxury  yachts. 
Both  databases  are  substantial  ongoing  projects.  Staff  also  maintained  the  register 
of  historic  North  Carolina  vessels.  Maritime  Branch  staff  and  volunteers  made 
significant  progress  in  documenting  vernacular  watercraft  in  the  museum’s 
collection  and  vessels  owned  by  other  institutions  or  individuals.  They  also  worked 
very  actively  with  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens,  the  State  Historic 
Preservation  Office,  and  the  HABS/HAER  project  of  the  National  Park  Service  in 
documenting  the  Barbour  Boat  Works,  the  last  shipyard  to  operate  in  the  state. 

Maritime  Branch  staff  published  widely  during  this  biennium,  contributing 
chapters  to  books,  professional  conference  papers,  articles,  and  book  reviews  in 
academic  and  more  popular  journals  and  serving  as  consultants  to  documentaries. 
Staff  also  peer-reviewed  scholarly  monographs  and  articles,  served  on  a range  of 
professional  committees,  and  provided  lead  editorial  services  for  Tributaries,  an 
outside  scholarly  journal  of  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  History  Council.  Maritime 
Branch  staff  curated  several  special  exhibits  in  the  museum — on  ship  models 
(January  to  May  1997),  Capt.  Otway  Bums  (October  1997),  and  sport  fishing  (June 
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The  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum  officially  became  part  of  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History 
on  August  28, 1997.  The  museum  collects,  preserves,  and  interprets  the  maritime  history  of  coastal  North 
Carolina  through  exhibits,  educational  programs,  field  trips,  and  hands-on  classes.  Its  headquarters 
building  at  315  Front  Street  in  Beaufort  is  shown  at  top.  One  of  the  museum’s  educational  offerings  is 
its  Junior  Sailing  Program,  which  since  1983  has  provided  sailing  instruction  for  hundreds  of  children 
ages  eight  to  fifteen.  Recent  participants  in  the  program  are  shown  at  center.  The  museum’s  Summer 
Science  School  for  Children  offers  first-  through  tenth-graders  an  introduction  to  the  natural 
environments  and  maritime  history  of  coastal  North  Carolina.  At  bottom,  youngsters  in  the  program’s 
Models  and  Mariners  class  proudly  display  their  completed  models  of  tugboats. 
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1998)  respectively — and  researched  and  developed  historical  copy  for  an  upcoming 
permanent  exhibit  on  commercial  fishing. 

The  museum,  in  conjunction  with  the  Roanoke  Island  Commission  and  the 
town  of  Manteo,  reopened  the  George  Washington  Creef  Boatshop  in  June  1998  as 
a functioning  facility  to  demonstrate  traditional  boatbuilding,  exhibit  local  vessels, 
provide  experiential  educational  programming  for  the  public,  and  undertake 
research  into  regional  vernacular  watercraft.  Staff  also  worked  closely  with  other 
regional  and  local  institutions  and  groups,  conducting  workshops  and  providing 
technical  and  professional  advice  and  support  for  their  projects  and  activities. 

Maritime  Branch  staff  organized  and  hosted  the  1996  annual  conference  of 
the  Museum  Small  Craft  Association,  the  1997  annual  conference  of  the  North 
Carolina  Maritime  History  Council,  and  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  annual 
symposia  on  underwater  archaeology  in  North  Carolina.  At  the  national  level,  staff 
also  assembled  an  expert  panel  of  speakers  on  the  conservation  and  exhibit  of 
watercraft  for  the  1998  Council  of  American  Maritime  Museums  annual  conference 
in  Vancouver,  British  Columbia. 

During  the  biennium.  Maritime  Branch  staff  responded  to  well  over  one 
thousand  public  inquiries  and  requests  for  research  assistance,  including  examples 
from  as  far  afield  as  Australia,  Japan,  South  Africa,  Russia,  and  Argentina.  The 
branch  maintained  a very  active  schedule  of  public  presentations  and  educational 
demonstrations  within  the  state,  nationwide,  and  internationally.  The  museum 
mounted  exhibits  and  public  demonstrations  in  both  1997  and  1998  at  the  Raleigh 
Boat  Show  and  for  State  Symbols  Day  and  at  a variety  of  other  events,  both  in-state 
and  as  far  afield  as  Maryland. 

The  museum  chapter  of  the  Traditional  Small  Craft  Association  was  very 
active:  organizing  races,  conducting  in-the-water  meets  at  a variety  of  venues  within 
the  state,  and  encouraging  the  restoration  and  use  of  vernacular  types  for 
recreation.  The  museum’s  ship  modeling  group,  the  Carolina  Maritime  Model 
Society,  also  contributed  strongly  to  outreach  programming  by  mounting  two  annual 
exhibits,  conducting  model-making  classes  for  young  people,  and  providing  public 
demonstrations  of  the  craft. 


EXHIBITS  BRANCH 

The  biennium  began  rather  auspiciously,  with  the  North  Carolina  Maritime 
Museum’s  exhibit  Nor^/i  Carolina’s  Working  Watercraft  winning  first-place  honors 
in  the  Southeastern  Museums  Conference  (SEMC)  Curators’  Committee  Exhibition 
Competition.  The  permanent  exhibit  was  designed  and  built  by  museum  staff,  who 
won  this  award  for  the  second  time.  During  the  biennium  the  Exhibits  Branch 
completed  7 permanent  and  13  temporary  exhibits  and  upgraded  7 others. 

Two  traveling  exhibits,  both  designed  and  fabricated  by  Exhibits  Branch  staff, 
have  served  as  ambassadors  for  the  museum.  The  exhibit  USS  Monitor,  winner  of 
the  1993  SEMC  Curators’  Committee  Exhibition  Competition,  has  been  touring  the 
state  and  nation  since  that  time.  Among  the  exhibit’s  many  venues  were  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Los  Angeles  Maritime  Museum,  and  the  Maritime 
Museum  in  San  Diego.  Beginning  with  its  opening  at  the  State  Capitol,  In  Search 
of  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge  has  been  traveling  on  a very  tight  schedule,  visiting  twelve 
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different  sites  in  six  months.  The  exhibit  has  been  entered  in  the  1998  SEMC  exhibit 
competition. 

The  Graphics  Unit  of  the  Exhibits  Branch  produced  77  original  pieces  of 
artwork  totaling  nearly  258,000  printed  copies,  including  brochures,  flyers, 
newsletters,  invitations,  posters,  calendars,  handouts,  education  guides,  and 
banners.  Of  those  productions,  122,350  were  printed  in-house  on  an  offset  press 
by  a volunteer,  resulting  in  a considerable  monetary  savings.  The  Graphics  Unit 
is  likewise  no  stranger  to  awards;  during  this  two-year  period  it  received  from  the 
Southeastern  Museums  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council  six 
awards  for  excellence  in  design  and  production. 

EDUCATION  BRANCH 

The  mission  of  the  Education  Branch  is  to  interpret  the  state’s  coastal  natural 
history,  maritime  history,  and  culture.  Educators/natural  science  curators 
coordinate  lectures,  field  trips,  demonstrations,  special  events,  exhibits 
interpretation,  and  tours.  Staff  are  responsible  for  educational  and  resource  services 
for  the  general  public  and  schools,  the  quarterly  calendar,  the  newsletter  Waterline, 
the  Education  Services  Guide,  proofreading  all  museum  publications,  writing 
exhibits  copy,  maintaining  aquariums,  coordinating  volunteers,  and  marketing  the 
museum. 

To  enrich  visitor  experiences,  a wide  range  of  programming  targeted  general 
audiences,  families,  and  specific  age  groups  during  each  season.  In  addition  to 
lectures,  activities,  and  demonstrations,  field  trips  offered  explorations  of  coastal 
habitats  and  sites  of  maritime  or  historic  interest.  Summer  Science  School  included 
day  classes  and  resident  camps  at  the  museum  field  station  at  Cape  Lookout. 
Discovery  Time  offered  weekly  activities  during  the  summer  for  visitors,  children, 
and  camp  groups.  Lectures  and  field  trips  during  the  fall  and  spring  accommodated 
retirees,  boaters,  and  area  residents.  Elderhostel  was  hosted  each  season  with 
special  programming. 

School  programming  was  emphasized  each  spring  and  fall  with  tours, 
demonstrations,  hands-on  programs,  and  environmental  field  trips.  To  enable 
eighth-grade  students  to  study  navigation,  historic  ships,  nautical  artifacts,  and 
local  maritime  history,  programming  was  coordinated  with  the  county  school 
curriculum.  An  annual  collaboration  with  the  MIMI,  an  educational  vessel  from 
Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  offered  maritime  programming  to  students  in  grades 
five  through  eight.  Educators  conducted  outreach  programs  on  environmental 
issues,  wetlands,  natural  history,  fossils,  pirates,  and  endangered  species  for 
schools,  civic  groups,  agencies,  and  professionals.  Educators  served  as  consultants 
on  coastal  organisms  and  nature  trails,  developed  field  programs  and  education 
materials,  and  designed  group  field  trips  for  teachers  and  professionals. 

The  1997  announcement  of  the  discovery  of  what  is  believed  to  be  the  Queen 
Anne’s  Revenge  brought  widespread  educational  and  media  interest  to  the  museum. 
Staff  prepared  a “treasure  hunt”  for  a “Blackboard’s  Bounty”  festival  organized  to 
raise  funds  to  conserve  and  exhibit  the  artifacts.  Pirate  and  shipwreck  themes  were 
included  in  the  Discovery  Channel’s  publication  Discovery  Times,  as  well  as  the 
winter  1998  Family  Day  special  event.  Curators  developed  a scripted  slide  show, 
education  materials,  and  activities  for  schools,  a teachers  workshop,  and  other 
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groups.  The  museum’s  public  information  officer  provided  information  about  the 
shipwreck  and  photographs  to  the  media,  arranged  interviews  with  archaeologists, 
and  coordinated  media  visits.  The  museum’s  traveling  exhibits  In  Search  of  Queen 
Anne's  Revenge  and  the  USS  Monitor  were  widely  featured  in  newspapers. 

Our  State  magazine  named  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum  the  “best 
museum  in  North  Carolina  in  1996”  and  made  available  $750  worth  of  advertising. 
The  museum  building  was  featured  as  the  cover  illustration  on  the  1998  Sprint 
telephone  directory  of  Carteret  County.  The  Education  Branch  distributed  event 
information  and  photographs  to  free-lance  writers  and  print  and  electronic  media. 
Staff  and  volunteers  disseminated  museum  brochures — 50,000  of  which  are  printed 
annually — at  festivals  and  conferences,  welcome  and  visitor  centers,  real-estate 
offices,  tourism  bureaus,  and  ferries.  The  public  information  officer  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Carteret  County  Heritage  Tourism  Council,  which  was  instrumental 
in  making  available  Tourism  Development  Bureau  funding  to  create  50,000  heritage 
tourism  brochures  featuring  the  museum  as  a major  cultural  attraction. 

The  museum  maintains  a seven-day  schedule  with  the  assistance  of  about 
one  hundred  volunteers.  Service  and  hospitality,  the  hallmarks  of  the  museum, 
continue  because  of  personable  and  motivated  volunteers.  Volunteers  who  reflect 
diverse  backgrounds  serve  as  hosts  and  interpreters,  education  assistants,  and 
hosts  for  special  events  such  as  Family  Day,  festivals,  and  shows.  They  conduct 
guided  tours.  Discovery  Cart  presentations.  Trips  to  the  Top,  and  video  programs. 
The  Watercraft  Center’s  restoration  and  construction  projects  revolve  around  the 
skills  and  dedication  of  volunteer  assistants.  Volunteers  serve  as  members  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Museum  board.  Volunteers  who  built  the  boats  and  manage  program 
operations  originated  the  Junior  Sailing  Program.  Volunteers  accomplish  the 
invaluable  and  high-quality  service  of  in-house  printing  and  photography.  They 
assist  with  mailings,  the  museum  library,  and  curatorial  projects.  Master  gardeners 
planted  and  maintained  the  coastal  garden  on  the  front  grounds.  Volunteers 
attended  biannual  training  sessions,  quarterly  meetings,  periodic  enrichment 
programs,  and  annual  recognition  events.  College-student  interns  conducted 
Discovery  Time,  assisted  with  programming,  and  offered  educational  activities  in 
the  museum’s  Watercraft  Center.  High-school  students  completed  community 
service  requirements  for  graduation  by  assisting  with  programs  and  curatorial 
projects. 

Members  of  the  Education  Branch  staff  served  as  members  of  temporary  and 
long-term  exhibits  committees  and  wrote  copy  and  curated  several  programs  and 
exhibits,  including  the  touch  screen  computer  program  and  revolving  drum  display 
“What’s  the  Catch”  for  the  commercial  fishing  exhibit,  the  Flattened  Flora  exhibit 
on  coastal  plants,  and  the  Big  Fish  exhibit  on  billfish. 

Efforts  to  achieve  the  long-range  goal  of  offering  more  educational  programs 
to  reach  additional  audiences  began.  Educators  are  completing  requirements  for 
obtaining  North  Carolina  Environmental  Education  Certification.  New 
programming  resulted  from  donations  of  telescopes  and  navigation  computer 
software  and  a grant  from  the  Emily  Richardson  Foundation  for  sea  kayaks. 
Celestial  navigation  and  star-gazing  programs,  walking  and  biking  tours  of 
Beaufort,  and  surfing  and  kayaking  trips  were  among  the  programs  introduced. 
The  Education  Branch  applied  for  a National  Maritime  Heritage  Grant  to  develop 
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extensive  programming  relating  to  pirates  and  shipwrecks,  including  hands-on 
experiences  and  coordination  with  school  curricula.  The  museum  entered  into  a 
consortium  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Division  of 
Archives  and  History’s  Underwater  Archaeology  Unit  to  coordinate  future 
Blackbeard  and  shipwreck-related  programming,  including  interactive  computer 
programs.  A grant  in  the  amount  of  $9,500  from  the  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources  enabled  the  museum  to  purchase  computer  software  for 
registration  and  program  statistics. 

The  Friends  of  the  Museum  were  awarded  $450,000  toward  the  purchase  of 
the  Gallants  Channel  property  with  help  from  educators  who  wrote  grant  text  and 
presented  the  request  to  the  North  Carolina  Natural  Heritage  Trust.  Staff  members 
have  been  involved  in  planning  the  proposed  environmental  education  and 
technology  center  and  nature  trail  and  expanding  programming  to  include  water 
sampling,  dockside  oceanography,  and  on-site  interpretation  of  coastal  habitats. 

CAPE  LOOKOUT  STUDIES  PROGRAM 

Programming  at  the  museum’s  field  station  on  Cape  Lookout  included  overnight 
programs  of  from  two  to  six  days  each.  Some  ninety-two  participants  were  included 
in  these  overnight  field  trips.  Programs  on  dolphin  biology  and  behavior.  Cape 
Lookout  wildlife  and  habitats,  and  sea  turtles  were  conducted  for  the  general  public. 
Additional  programs  included  teacher  workshops,  a college-level  biology  class,  a 
visit  to  the  field  station  by  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Zoological  Society,  and 
a presentation  conducted  by  a birding  club.  In  collaboration  with  the  Marine  Debris 
Monitoring  Program  overseen  by  the  Center  for  Marine  Conservation  and  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  field  station  also  conducted  marine  debris 
surveys  of  a 500-meter  stretch  of  beach.  Instructor  L5mn  Barker  developed  the  first 
(and,  it  is  hoped,  annual)  “Cape  Lookout  Studies  Program  Newsletter,”  which 
described  program  highlights  over  the  previous  year.  She  distributed  the  newsletter 
to  approximately  one  hundred  participants  in  and  supporters  of  the  program. 

The  Cape  Lookout  National  Seashore  began  a three-year  rehabilitation 
project  to  restore  the  field  station  to  its  approximately  1950s  appearance.  Two  large 
signs  were  donated  for  the  field  station  grounds.  The  signs  identify  the  collaboration 
between  Cape  Lookout  National  Seashore  and  the  North  Carolina  Maritime 
Museum  and  also  date  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard’s  presence  at  the  site.  As  part  of  its 
continuing  support  of  efforts  by  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  National  Marine 
Fisheries  Service  to  conduct  sea  turtle  research  and  conservation  activities,  the  field 
station  has  assisted  in  locating  sea  turtle  nests  and  reporting  standings. 

In  connection  with  an  ongoing  thirteen-year-long  research  project  on 
bottlenose  dolphins,  the  field  station  continues  to  respond  to  stranded  cetaceans 
and  to  conduct  photo-identification  surveys  by  boat  in  the  waters  near  Beaufort  and 
Cape  Lookout.  The  goals  are  to  identify  individual  dolphins  by  the  scars  and  notches 
on  their  dorsal  fins,  document  spatial  and  temporal  presence  patterns  in  the  local 
waters,  quantify  numbers  and  group  compositions  (adults,  calves,  neonates)  of 
dolphins  encountered,  and  contribute  to  a regional  database  maintained  by  the 
National  Marine  Fisheries  Service.  The  database  is  part  of  a larger  stock 
identification  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Marine  Fisheries  Service  and  which 
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includes  the  collaboration  of  several  other  researchers  doing  similar  work  along  the 
East  Coast. 

One  highlight  of  the  year’s  field  activities  involved  documenting  the  presence 
in  Beaufort  of  an  individual  male  dolphin  that  had  been  branded  with  a specific 
number  in  Florida  in  1979  when  it  was  twelve  years  old.  Field  station  staff 
photographed  the  dolphin  in  Beaufort  on  September  25,  1997,  and  April  6,  1998. 
It  was  subsequently  reported  off  Virginia  Beach  on  May  25,  1998,  and  off  New 
Jersey  on  July  11,  1998.  The  coordinated  sightings  of  the  dolphin  thus  enabled 
researchers  to  record  the  longest  documented  distance  known  to  have  been  traveled 
by  a bottlenose  dolphin  along  the  East  Coast  and  are  providing  a fascinating  window 
into  the  lives  of  wild  dolphins.

Phases  I and  II  of  restoration  of  the  State  Capitol  progressed  with  the  completion 
of  the  Senate  and  House  chambers.  By  the  end  of  the  reporting  period,  preparations 
for  Phase  III  were  under  way.  In  addition,  projects  involving  exterior  painting  and 
elevator  and  electrical  renovations  were  prepared  for  bidding.  Repairs  and 
renovations  funding  for  these  latter  projects  was  allocated  by  the  State  Budget 
Office,  largely  through  the  very  effective  requests  made  by  Secretary  of  Cultural 
Resources  Betty  Ray  McCain.  The  State  Capitol  Advisory  Committee  met  three 
times  during  the  biennium  to  advise  on  Capitol  restoration  projects  and  related 
matters. 

The  upgrading  of  first-floor  furnishings  in  the  Capital  Area  Visitor  Center 
was  completed  by  the  Triangle  Chapter  of  the  Interior  Design  Society,  which 
donated  and  solicited  donations  of  furnishings  and  services  from  other  private 
sources.  Even  with  a new  center  in  the  planning  stage,  the  current  facility  will 
remain  in  use  for  several  more  years  and  was  badly  in  need  of  refurbishing. 

In  1997  the  legislature  appropriated  to  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Administration  funds  for  a proposed  new  visitor  center  facility,  and  planning 
progressed  through  the  schematic  phase.  Current  plans  show  the  proposed  building 
site  to  be  along  the  Wilmington  Street  side  of  the  block  bounded  by  Wilmington, 
Edenton,  Blount,  and  Jones  Streets.  Section  staff  offered  considerable  advice  in 
regard  to  planning  the  layout  of  the  structure,  as  well  as  for  a proposed  park  to 
occupy  most  of  the  remainder  of  the  block.  The  staff  also  began  preliminary  planning 
for  the  new  center’s  exhibits,  audiovisuals,  and  other  interpretive  programs; 
information-sharing,  scheduling,  and  other  visitor  services;  sales  shop  operations; 
and  business  procedures  to  enable  other  visitor-related  public  agencies  and  private- 
sector  tour  givers  to  conduct  operations  in  or  near  the  new  facility. 

A significant  milestone  in  the  development  of  private  support  for  the  Capitol 
was  reached  in  1997  when  members  of  the  State  Capitol  Society,  the  membership 
arm  of  the  State  Capitol  Foundation,  held  their  first  meeting.  Private  support  for 
the  Capitol  and  the  Visitor  Center  continued  to  be  encouraging — in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  staff  had  very  limited  time  to  develop  such  support. 

Section  cooperation  with  other  cultural  activities — both  within  and  outside 
state  government — continued  at  an  increased  rate.  A special  effort  was  made  at  the 
Capitol  to  encourage  and  host  activities  related  to  African  American  history  and 
culture,  and  seven  such  programs  were  conducted  in  collaboration  with  the  Raleigh 
Men’s  Council. 


CAPITAL  AREA  VISITOR  CENTER 

During  this  period  there  were  dramatic  swings  in  visitation  at  the  Visitor  Center. 
High  visitation  figures  in  the  first  part  of  the  reporting  period  were  attributed  to  a 
series  of  articles  in  national  publications  that  described  Raleigh  and  the  Research 
Triangle  as  a desirable  place  to  live  and  do  business.  Several  factors  may  have 
precipitated  a subsequent  downward  trend  in  visitation,  including  fewer 
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conventions  and  meetings  in  downtown  hotels  and  changes  in  school  travel  policies. 
Although  scheduled  group  visitation  appears  to  have  decreased,  the  scheduling 
work  load  remains  high  because  of  the  large  numbers  of  groups  that  schedule  and 
cancel  or  reschedule  several  times.  In  June  1997  the  system  for  tabulating  visitation 
was  adjusted  to  ensure  a more  accurate  accounting. 

The  Triangle  Chapter  of  the  Interior  Design  Society  (IDS)  began  and 
completed  the  first  phase  of  its  proposed  plan  to  refurbish  the  Visitor  Center, 
making  it  a more  attractive  and  functional  site  in  which  to  receive  visitors  to  the 
government  complex.  Donors  from  throughout  the  state  provided  wall  murals  and 
furnishings.  The  state  Division  of  Facility  Management  painted  the  exterior  of  the 
house,  installed  central  air  conditioning,  and  cooperated  with  the  IDS  by  making 
repairs  and  updates  to  the  interiors  as  requested.  In  May  1998  the  IDS  and  the 
Department  of  Cultural  Resources  hosted  a reception  honoring  donors  to  the  project. 
In  addition,  the  IDS  began  planning  for  the  second  phase  of  its  enterprise: 
refurbishing  the  center’s  second-floor  offices  and  the  docent  training  room. 

Staff  continued  to  expand  the  Executive  Mansion  docent  program,  revising 
the  docent  manual  three  times,  completely  retraining  all  150  docents,  and 
conducting  several  training  sessions  on  the  subject  of  garden  tours.  Summer  tours 
were  added  to  the  annual  tour  schedule.  The  Executive  Mansion  Fine  Arts 
Committee,  the  Raleigh  Fine  Arts  Society,  and  several  individual  donors  established 
and  funded  a research  and  study  library  for  the  docents.  Several  educational  trips 
offered  docents  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  American  decorative  arts  and 
to  refine  their  interpretive  skills.  A pre-visit  information  packet  aimed  at  enriching 
student-group  visits  to  the  mansion  is  nearly  complete  and  will  be  funded  by  a grant 
from  Glaxo- Wellcome. 

Ten  Visitor  Center  volunteers  donated  a total  of  2,076  hours  of  service, 
greeting  visitors  from  all  fifty  states  and  fifty- two  foreign  countries.  In  1996  one 
volunteer  was  named  recipient  of  the  Greater  Raleigh  Convention  and  Visitors 
Bureau’s  Isaac  Hunter  Award  for  distinguished  service,  and  all  ten  volunteers  were 
finalists  for  a nationwide  community  service  award  given  by  J.  C.  Penney. 

STATE  CAPITOL  BRANCH 

Visitation  continued  to  increase  during  the  biennium  as  a result  of  publicity  about 
the  ongoing  Capitol  restoration  project,  educational  programs,  and  special  events, 
including  living  history  programs,  July  4th  celebrations,  and  Christmas  holiday 
programs.  The  regularly  scheduled  spring  Civil  War  living  history  program  “1865: 
War  Experiences”  was  presented  on  one  weekend  each  year.  It  featured 
encampments  by  reenactment  troops  and  fllled-to-capacity  presentations  by 
costumed  interpreters.  In  1997  additional  performances  were  offered  on  one  evening 
in  conjunction  with  Museum  Magic,  an  event  cosponsored  by  three  state-supported 
museums  in  Raleigh. 

The  annual  Capitol  July  4th  Celebrations  were  a great  success,  with  more 
than  fifteen  thousand  visitors  attending  each  year  to  enjoy  patriotic  ceremonies, 
historical  reenactments,  live  performances  of  music  and  dance,  and  other  activities. 
As  part  of  the  1996  celebration,  Raleigh’s  Governor  Morehead  School  for  the  Blind 
recognized  the  bicentennial  of  the  birth  of  Gov.  John  Motley  Morehead,  the  school’s 
namesake.

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The  State  Capitol  Christmas  tree-lighting  ceremonies  and  open  house 
continued  to  attract  large  crowds.  In  1996  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club  of  Raleigh  co- 
hosted a traditional  Christmas  holiday  festival  on  the  Capitol  grounds  and  on 
Fayetteville  Street  Mall.  In  1997  staff  coordinated  performances  of  holiday  music 
by  local  groups  on  Union  (Capitol)  Square.  Each  year  staff  planned  and  hosted  the 
“Twelve  Days  of  Christmas”  musical  program  in  the  Capitol  rotunda;  the 
presentation  consisted  of  more  than  thirty  performances  each  year  by  school  and 
private  groups.  On  the  evening  of  December  31, 1997,  staff  participated  in  the  1997 
First  Night  Raleigh  celebration,  which  featured  musical  entertainment  in  the 
rotunda. 

Throughout  the  biennium,  staff  was  involved  in  several  special  events, 
including  preparations  for  inaugural  ceremonies  at  the  Capitol  and  at  Raleigh’s 
Broughton  High  School,  coordinating  and  participating  in  two  Division  of  Travel 
and  Tourism’s  National  Tourism  Day  festivals,  and  assisting  the  North  Carolina 
Vietnam  Veterans,  Inc.,  with  a 1997  ceremony  that  commemorated  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  placement  of  the  Vietnam  Veterans  Monument  on  Union  Square. 
In  September  1997,  following  the  tragic  death  of  Diana,  Princess  of  Wales,  staff 
assisted  with  overwhelming  crowds  as  visitors  came  to  the  Capitol  to  sign  books  of 
condolence  and  to  attend  a memorial  service  conducted  on  Union  Square.  In  May 
1998  staff  assisted  with  preparations  for  the  official  presentation  of  volume  2 of 
Addresses  and  Public  Papers  of  James  Grubbs  Martin,  Governor  of  North  Carolina 
to  former  governor  Martin  by  Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  Jr.,  which  took  place  in  the  newly 
restored  House  of  Representatives  chamber;  made  preparations  for  the  opening  of 
the  1998  short  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  restored  legislative  chambers 
of  the  Capitol;  and  made  arrangements  with  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum 
for  the  Capitol  to  host  the  unveiling  of  a traveling  exhibit  featuring  recently 
recovered  artifacts  from  the  shipwreck  believed  to  be  the  Queen  Anne's  Revenge, 
flagship  of  the  pirate  Blackbeard. 

Staff  developed  new  tour  scripts  to  provide  additional  in-depth  information 
about  the  monuments  on  Union  Square  and  the  legislative  process,  compiled 
information  about  the  section  to  be  incorporated  into  the  Division  of  Archives  and 
History’s  recently  created  Web  site,  and  worked  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  to  add  a virtual  tour  of  the  Capitol  and  teacher  information  to  that 
agency’s  Web  site. 

A committee  of  staff  and  volunteers  was  created  to  reassess  the  current  docent 
training  program  and  manual.  Twenty  docents  donated  more  than  2,100  hours  of 
service  in  conducting  tours  and  providing  visitor  services  to  the  public.  Staff  and 
docents  made  several  educational  trips  during  the  biennium.  In  1997  one  docent 
received  from  the  Greater  Raleigh  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  that  agency’s 
Isaac  Hunter  Award  for  distinguished  service.  During  the  biennium  the  State 
Capitol  Foundation  honored  the  docents  with  spring  luncheons  and  Christmas 
holiday  dinners. 

Several  interns  from  local  colleges  and  universities  worked  on  a variety  of 
projects,  including  reorganizing  the  slide  and  photograph  collection,  updating  a slide 
program  on  the  statues  and  monuments  on  Union  Square,  writing  a comparative 
study  of  the  functions  of  the  1840  and  1996  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
compiling  a database  of  furnishings  and  artifacts. 
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RESEARCH  BRANCH 

Phase  II  of  the  Capitol’s  restoration  was  completed  in  May  1998.  Early  in  the 
biennium  the  project  architect,  Don  Yelverton  of  Charlotte,  was  replaced  by  the  New 
Bern  firm  of  Stephens  and  Francis,  and  the  firm  of  Clancy  and  Theys  was  engaged 
as  the  general  contractor.  Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  House 
chamber,  the  east  second-to-third-floor  stairwell  and  third-floor  vestibule,  and  the 
State  Library  and  State  Geologist’s  Office.  The  House  chamber  was  painted,  other 
project  areas  were  scaffolded,  and  plaster  ornaments  and  surfaces  were  repaired 
and  readied  for  painting. 

With  the  aid  of  the  Restoration  Branch  of  the  division’s  State  Historic 
Preservation  Office,  staff  recovered  more  than  forty-seven  (nearly  half)  of  the 
original  House  gallery’s  wainscot  boards  from  the  Capitol’s  attics.  During  Phase  II, 
carpenters  replaced  the  original  wainscot  (supplemented  by  milled  heart  pine 
boards)  and  reconfigured  two  wooden  pilasters  in  the  House  chamber  to  their 
original  scale  and  forms. 

Staff  discovered  a historical  linkage  between  the  Capitol’s  final  architect, 
David  Paton  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  noted  Scottish  color  theorist  David  Ramsey  Hay. 
Staff  contacted  Scottish  architect  Ian  Begg  and  learned  that  Paton  and  Hay  had 
worked  together  on  several  Edinburgh  building  projects  in  the  1820s  and  that  very 
likely  Paton  derived  the  Capitol’s  original  interior  color  and  decorative  schemes 
from  theories  contained  in  an  1828  Hay  treatise  titled  The  Laws  of  Harmonious 
Colouring  Adapted  to  House  Painting. 

Concurrent  with  Phase  II,  repairs  were  made  to  the  copper  seams  in  the  roof, 
and  a new  fire  sprinkler  and  smoke-detection  system  was  installed  throughout  the 
building.  Phase  III  of  the  interior  restoration,  decorative  painting,  was  under  design 
and  review  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period.  Staff  reviewed  the  Exterior  Windows 
and  Doors  Painting  Project  and  the  Elevator  and  Electrical  Renovations  Project, 
and  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  advertised  those  undertakings  for  bids. 

A small  account  book,  probably  hidden  by  the  state’s  quartermaster  general 
in  1865,  as  well  as  a personal  letter  and  an  1863  Valentine  poem,  were  uncovered 
above  built-in  shelving  in  the  third-floor  Geologist’s  Office  during  the  Phase  II  paint 
surface  preparation.  The  account  book,  which  was  deposited  in  the  State  Archives, 
is  likely  to  be  the  only  Civil  War-era  state  record  to  remain  undiscovered  during 
the  Capitol’s  occupation  by  the  Union  army.  Many  other  papers  and  cultural 
artifacts  left  as  debris  by  decades  of  legislative  and  event  spectators — candy 
wrappers,  playbills,  advertisements,  railroad  timetables,  and  so  forth — were 
discovered  inside  the  House  chamber’s  visitor  gallery. 

Research  continued  on  the  fragment  of  maroon-and-gold  carpet  discovered 
in  a Capitol  attic  in  1992  and  thought  to  be  a piece  of  the  original  1854  House  and 
Senate  chamber  carpeting.  A fragment  of  1897  cocoa  floor  matting  and  its  metal 
binding  strip  were  discovered  in  the  House  gallery  during  the  Phase  II  restoration 
work. 

In  February  1998  the  North  Carolina  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
adopted  a project  to  reproduce  the  Senate  chamber’s  gilded  1841  Horton  and  Waller 
lithograph  frame  as  a replacement  for  the  original  frame  missing  from  the  House 
chamber.  The  original  House  frame  was  identical  to  the  extant  1841  article.  The 
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reproduction  is  being  manufactured  by  Gold  Leaf  Studios  of  Washington,  D.C.,  the 
conservators  of  the  extant  Senate  frame.  A lithograph  titled  Lafayette  Viewing 
Canova's  Statue  of  General  George  Washington,  identical  to  the  print  displayed  in 
the  original  frame  in  the  Senate  and  presently  located  in  the  North  Carolina 
Museum  of  History’s  collections,  will  be  displayed  in  the  reproduction  frame. 
Research  has  revealed  that  the  museum’s  lithographic  print  was  discovered  in  a 
Capitol  closet  in  1873;  the  print  is  believed  to  have  been  displayed  in  the  long- 
missing  original  House  chamber  frame. 

STATE  CAPITOL  FOUNDATION 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  State  Capitol  Foundation  met  twice  during  the 
biennium.  The  foundation  continued  to  solicit  and  receive  donations  for  several 
projects.  A grant  from  the  Cannon  Foundation  provided  funding  to  complete  two 
videos  about  the  Capitol  that  are  available  to  schools  and  members  of  the  State 
Capitol  Society.  The  Greater  Raleigh  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  provided 
funding  to  reprint  the  brochure  Wake  County  Sites  of  Historic  Interest.  The  Woman’s 
Club  of  Raleigh  agreed  to  fund  for  the  Capitol  a new  exhibit  case  to  interpret  the 
North  Carolina  State  House  (1794-1831),  forerunner  of  the  1840  Capitol.  Several 
companies  and  organizations  made  contributions  to  the  foundation  to  support  the 
Capitol’s  education  programs  and  volunteer  services. 

Donations  were  received  for  restoration  of  100  of  the  Capitol’s  169  legislative 
desks  and  desk  spaces,  and  19  Senate  desks  were  restored  during  this  reporting 
period.  Several  organizations  and  individuals  donated  to  the  foundation  funds  to 
support  the  1997  restoration  of  seven  bronze  monuments  on  Union  Square: 
Presidents  North  Carolina  Gave  the  Nation,  George  Washington,  Women  of  the 
Confederacy,  Worth  Bagley,  Samuel  ACourt  Ashe,  Henry  Lawson  Wyatt,  and  the 
Confederate  Monument.  The  firm  of  Karkadoulias  Bronze  Art  was  contracted  to 
remove  from  these  bronzes  their  spent  wax  coatings,  pollution,  grime,  and  corrosion 
and  to  apply  new  wax  coatings.  The  foundation  continued  to  market  “Spirit  of  the 
Capitol”  merchandise  and  operated  sales  booths  at  the  Capitol  July  4th  celebrations 
and  Christmas  tree-lighting  ceremonies. 

In  January  1997  the  State  Capitol  Society,  the  membership  arm  of  the 
foundation,  began  offering  membership  benefits,  including  newsletters,  certificates, 
cards,  and  pins.  In  March  of  that  year  the  society  hosted  an  educational  lecture  by 
Scottish  architect  Ian  Begg,  who  discussed  the  early  career  of  Capitol  architect 
David  Paton.  The  society  held  its  first  annual  meeting  in  October  1997;  the  conclave 
included  a brief  business  meeting  and  a presentation  about  the  Capitol  restoration 
project.  In  1998  the  society  initiated  a membership-renewal  campaign  by  asking 
current  members  to  continue  their  support  of  the  Capitol.  Membership  at  the  end 
of  the  biennium  totaled  seventy-eight. 
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New  programs  and  initiatives  carried  out  by  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office 
(HPO)  highlight  the  1996-1998  biennium.  Foremost  among  the  new  initiatives  is 
a legislatively  enacted  30  percent  state  income  tax  credit  that  became  effective  in 
January  1998  for  the  rehabilitation  of  non-income-producing  properties.  At  the 
same  time,  state  law  provided  for  a generous  increase  in  state’s  income-producing- 
property  credit  from  5 to  20  percent.  This  combination  of  incentives  helped  to  push 
the  biennium’s  anticipated  expenditures  to  $98.3  million  for  all  Tar  Heel 
development  projects  generated  by  federal  and  state  income  tax  credits  for 
rehabilitating  historic  structures.  By  contrast,  nearly  $39  million  worth  of 
construction  expenditures  were  estimated  for  the  1994-1996  biennium.  The  $59.3 
million  difference  between  the  totals  represents  a 152  percent  increase  for  the  1996- 
1998  biennium. 

Archaeology  came  to  the  forefront  of  public  attention  with  the  discovery  in 
November  1996  of  what  are  believed  to  be  the  remains  of  the  Queen  Anne’s  Revenge 
(QAR),  flagship  of  the  notorious  pirate  Blackbeard.  The  section’s  Office  of  State 
Archaeology  (OS A)  provided  vital  professional  services  for  the  department  in  the 
QAR  project.  Another  OS  A milestone  occurred  in  January  1998  when  renovation 
began  on  what  will  become  a state-of-the-art  archaeological  repository  and  research 
facility  near  downtown  Raleigh. 

The  section  made  great  strides  in  meeting  its  outreach  goals  by  facilitating 
the  formation  of  the  North  Carolina  African  American  Network  on  Historic 
Preservation.  Major  educational  goals  were  likewise  achieved  through  publication 
of  staff  manuscripts  on  the  state’s  architectural  heritage  and  preservation  history. 

Staff  technical  and  advisory  services  reached  new  heights  in  a period  that 
also  included  the  devastation  of  historic  properties  by  Hurricane  Fran.  The  total 
number  of  preservation  services  performed  by  staff  for  individuals,  businesses, 
organizations,  and  governmental  agencies  amounted  to  approximately  38,900 — an 
85  percent  increase  over  the  last  biennium’s  tally  of  21,000. 

While  demands  for  service  increased,  however,  federal  funding  dropped  by 
nearly  $35,000,  requiring  a 10  percent  reduction  in  pass-through  matching 
subgrants.  Moreover,  state  funding  was  mixed.  Although  an  additional  architect’s 
position  was  allotted  to  the  section  as  a result  of  North  Carolina’s  new  rehabilitation 
tax  incentive  program,  other  state  budget  cuts  required  a reduction  in  the  HPO 
grants  manager’s  position  to  three-quarters  time. 

During  the  period  of  this  report,  two  longtime  employees  of  the  section  retired: 
Leslie  S.  Bright,  archaeologist  in  the  Underwater  Archaeology  Unit,  and  Lloyd  D. 
Childers,  grants  administrator  in  the  Administration  Branch. 
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ADMINISTRATION 

Federal  and  State  Grants  Programs 

Federal.  The  North  Carolina  share  of  the  federal  Historic  Preservation  Fund 
(HPF)  decreased  from  $1,364,632  in  the  previous  two-year  period  to  $1,329,640  in 
1996-1998.  From  those  funds,  a total  of  $233,210,  or  17.5  percent,  in  matching 
suhgrants  was  awarded  to  40  projects.  HPF  grant  funds  reserved  for  Certified  Local 
Governments  (CLGs)  accounted  for  27  projects,  representing  68  percent  of  the  total 
number  of  subgrants  and  65  percent  of  the  amount  of  grant  funds  awarded.  (A  list 
of  HPF  grants  can  be  found  in  appendix  21.) 

State.  In  the  1996-1998  biennium  the  legislature  awarded  the  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources  approximately  $5  million  in  special  appropriations  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  local  and  regional  history.  The  HPO  played  an  important  role 
in  the  review  of  more  than  450  applications  submitted.  Approximately  two-thirds 
of  the  division’s  funding  was  designated  for  historic  preservation  projects. 

Certified  Local  Government  ( CLG)  Program 

Five  local  governments — Hendersonville,  Rockingham,  Salisbury,  Sanford, 
and  Wake  Forest — were  certified  during  the  biennium,  bringing  to  thirty-nine  the 
total  number  of  active  CLGs.  (A  map  and  list  of  CLGs  can  be  found  in  appendix  22.) 
The  CLG  coordinator  conducted  151  consultations  with  local  governments  and 
edited  seven  issues  of  the  Preservation  Commission  Reporter,  a quarterly  newsletter 
for  historic  preservation  commissions,  including  CLGs.  With  the  retirement  of  Lloyd 
Childers  in  November  1997,  CLG  responsibilities  were  transferred  to  Melinda 
Coleman,  preservation  planner  in  the  Survey  and  Planning  Branch. 

Environmental  Review 

Approximately  6,300  projects  with  either  federal  or  state  involvement  were 
reviewed  during  the  biennium  to  determine  their  effects  upon  significant  historic 
properties.  Of  those  projects,  only  twenty-one  created  an  adverse  effect  upon  historic 
properties  that  required  full  consultation  and  the  development  of  eighteen 
Memorandums  of  Agreement  and  three  Programmatic  Agreements  (PA)  under 
Section  106  of  the  National  Historic  Preservation  Act.  Given  the  rapid  development 
in  North  Carolina,  plus  the  number  and  increasing  complexity  of  projects,  this  is  a 
remarkable  statistic.  It  indicates  a new  seriousness  on  the  part  of  government 
agencies  to  consider  historic  properties  in  their  planning  process,  as  well  as  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Section  106  consultation  process  in  identifying  workable 
solutions  that  avoid  adversely  affecting  historic  properties  and  allow  development 
to  go  forward. 

When  Hurricane  Fran  swept  across  North  Carolina  on  September  5,  1996, 
fifty-eight  counties  sustained  more  than  $4  billion  in  damages.  HPO  staff  manned 
working  phones  and  faxes  to  check  on  the  status  of  historic  properties.  While  no 
National  Register-listed  properties  were  destroyed,  many  sustained  serious 
damage.  Luckily,  the  state  historic  preservation  officer  had  agreed  to  enter  into  a 
PA  with  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  the  North  Carolina 
Division  of  Emergency  Management,  and  the  Advisory  Council  on  Historic 
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Preserv’ation  only  days  before  Fran  slammed  into  the  state.  The  PA  helped  to 
streamline  the  Section  106  re\dew  process  for  FEMA’s  public  assistance  and  hazard- 
mitigation  programs  and  provided  special  consideration  for  historic  properties.  HPO 
staff  reviewed  thousands  of  disaster  sur\^ey  reports  and  developed  information 
sheets  on  how  to  temporarily  repair  damaged  roofs  and  dry  out  rain-soaked 
buildings.  Staff  also  provided  information  to  local  disaster  recovery  centers, 
presentation  commissions,  and  property  owners.  Only  one  property,  the  former 
Belhaven  High  School  (Beaufort  County),  required  extensive  consultation.  The  PA 
proved  useful  when  tornadoes  struck  Mayodan  and  Stoneville  in  Rockingham 
County  in  early  1998. 

Interagency  coordination  with  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Transportation  (NCDOT)  resulted  in  improvement  in  the  project  review  process. 
HPO  staff  pro\dded  a workshop  for  NCDOT  staff  on  the  preparation  of  architectural 
sur\’ey  reports  and  a special  training  session  for  the  permits  staff  of  the  U.S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  that  dealt  mostly  with  transportation  projects.  Another  effort 
in  interagency  cooperation  involved  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  (DPI);  the  cooperative  efforts  enabled  the  DPI  to  better  understand  its 
role  and  responsibilities  in  decisions  concerning  whether  to  abandon  older  schools 
and  build  new  ones  or  rehabilitate  existing  historic  facilities.  This  continuing  effort 
is  especially  important  given  the  state  bond  issue  to  replace  older  schools  that  the 
DPI  has  judged  as  being  inadequate.  Finally,  a problem  that  was  only  on  the  horizon 
at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium  but  that  has  grown  substantially  is  that  of  cellular 
communication  towers  and  their  effect  on  historic  properties. 

Research  and  Publications 

In  October  1996  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press  published  A Guide 
to  the  Historic  Architecture  of  Eastern  North  Carolina,  by  staff  members 
Catherine  W.  Bishir  and  Michael  T.  Southern.  In  1997  the  book  received  the 
Ma\ilower  Cup  for  best  work  of  nonfiction  on  a North  Carolina  topic,  the  Antoinette 
Forrester  Downing  Award  from  the  Society  of  Architectural  Historians  for  best 
published  architectural  sur\’ey,  the  Book  Award  from  the  Southeast  Chapter  of  the 
Society  of  Architectural  Historians,  and  an  Award  of  Merit  from  the  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local  History.  A volume  by  Bishir  and  Southern  on 
western  North  Carolina,  a companion  to  A Guide  to  the  Historic  Architecture  of 
Eastern  North  Carolina,  was  nearly  complete  in  June  1998  and  is  expected  to 
appear  in  April  1999.  In  November  1997  the  department  and  Preser\  ation  North 
Carolina  jointly  published  A Lasting  Gift  of  Heritage:  A History  of  the  North 
Carolina  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Antiquities,  1939-1974,  by  Da\dd  Brook. 
Michael  Southern  developed  a World  Wide  Web  site  for  the  HPO,  which  was 
launched  in  October  1996  and  has  been  averaging  150  \isitors  per  week  since  its 
first  appearance. 

Enabling  and  Outreach 

In  October  1996  a task  force  guided  by  Renee  Gledhill-Earley  and  Claudia 
Brown  met  in  Raleigh  to  discuss  the  need,  purpose,  and  organization  of  a statewide 
African  American  preserv  ation  group.  The  task  force  determined  that  a new’ 
organization  w’as  needed  to  reach  grass-roots  interests  with  primary  goals  of 
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education,  enhancement  of  economic  development,  and  support  of  other 
preservation  groups.  Members  of  the  resulting  organization,  known  as  the  North 
Carolina  African  American  Network  on  Historic  Preservation,  drafted  a mission 
statement,  established  goals  and  bylaws,  and  sponsored  a statewide  conference  in 
Durham  on  African  American  historic  preservation  issues. 

ARCHAEOLOGY  BRANCH 
(OFFICE  OF  STATE  ARCHAEOLOGY) 

Land  Archaeology 

Under  the  leadership  of  State  Archaeologist  Stephen  R.  Claggett,  the  Office 
of  State  Archaeology  (OS A)  provided  oversight  and  planning  guidance  to  several 
large-scale  archaeological  data  recovery  projects  during  the  biennium.  Among  those 
undertakings  were  an  a.d.  900-1400  Indian  village  site  on  Cape  Island  (Onslow 
County);  a seventeenth/eighteenth-century  plantation  site  near  Riegelwood 
(Columbus  County);  an  antebellum  plantation  house  near  Lake  James  in  Burke 
County;  two  early  Cherokee  sites  respectively  threatened  by  development  of  a casino 
and  day-care  facility  (Swain  County);  and  two  late  Woodland  Indian  village  sites 
in  Carteret  and  Onslow  Counties.  Work  by  archaeologists  from  East  Carolina 
University  (ECU)  began  in  late  1997  at  Hammocks  Beach  State  Park. 

Consultants  for  NCDOT  thoroughly  investigated  a portion  of  the  early 
colonial  Edenhouse  site  (31BR52)  in  the  construction  zone  of  a major  bridge  across 
the  Chowan  River.  That  1996  work  in  Bertie  County  was  a prime  example  of  how 
OSA’s  review  of  agency  construction  plans  directs  the  preservation — through 
excavations — of  highly  significant  archaeological  and  historical-site  information. 

Notable  public  education  efforts  included  staff  members  teaching  classes  for 
the  North  Carolina  State  University  continuing  education  program  Encore!  and 
summer  field  schools  for  Anson  County  high-school  students  and  at  Warren  Wilson 
College  in  Swannanoa.  Staff  archaeologists  contributed  to  Timescope:  The  North 
Carolina  Archaeology  Discovery  Kit,  a teacher’s  guide  to  archaeology  being  produced 
with  the  Chapel  Hill  Training  Outreach  Project.  After  several  years’  hiatus,  OSA 
planned  and  participated  in  statewide  Archaeology  Month  programs  in  1997,  which 
included  preparation  and  wide  distribution  of  a very  popular  archaeology  poster. 
Other  public  education  efforts  included  annual  state  fair  exhibits  on  both  land  and 
maritime  sites  in  North  Carolina.  OSA  staff  made  181  presentations  during  the 
period. 

The  state  archaeologist  helped  organize  and,  along  with  several  staff 
members,  participated  in  the  second  and  third  annual  symposia  that  brought 
together  professional  archaeologists  and  Native  Americans;  the  North  Carolina 
Commission  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  North  Carolina  Archaeological  Council,  and  OSA 
cosponsored  the  conclaves.  The  Western  Office  staff  archaeologist  was  likewise 
engaged  in  major  collaborative  planning  efforts  for  the  North  Carolina  Cherokee 
Trail  of  Tears  study  committee. 

National  Register-related  activities  by  OSA  involved  the  Bechtler  Mint  site 
near  Rutherfordton,  the  Blue  Banks  Confederate  earthworks  (Greenville  vicinity), 
and  the  wreckage  near  Beaufort  of  a vessel  believed  to  be  the  Queen  Anne's  Revenge.

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Permits  for  archaeological  studies  on  state  land  were  issued  for  the  state  Division 
of  Parks  and  Recreation  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  The 
latter  project,  featured  in  the  Raleigh  and  Observer,  revealed  foundations  of 
a hitherto  unknown  early  building  on  the  UNC-CH  campus  known  as  the  “Poor 
House”  (actually  a student  boardinghouse).  Four  other  Archaeological  Resource 
Protection  Act  permits  were  issued  under  the  secretary’s  authority  (see 
appendix  23),  and  an  agreement  was  reached  with  ECU  and  the  Commission  of 
Indian  Affairs  for  scientific  analysis  of  skeletal  remains  from  several  coastal  sites. 
OSA  staff  members  presented  papers  on  coastal  archaeology  and  ceramics  at  the 
Southeastern  Archaeological  Conference  and  submitted  them  for  publication  by  the 
National  Park  Service.  Analysis  and  report  preparation  continued  for  the  major 
1995  excavations  at  the  Fox  site  (Macon  County  Industrial  Park). 

After  many  years  of  planning  and  waiting,  renovations  at  215  West  Lane 
Street  in  Raleigh — which  will  house  OSA’s  archaeology  repository  and  research 
facility — began  in  January  1998.  By  late  June  the  work  of  renovating  the  building, 
removing  object  collections  belonging  to  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History,  and 
installing  new  cabinetry  and  specimen  cases  was  nearing  completion.  The  NCDOT 
provided  major  financial  assistance  for  the  project  from  federal  Intermodal  Surface 
Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA)  funds.  Although  renovations  are  to  be 
completed  by  fall  1998,  the  facility  will  still  need  to  be  completely  furnished, 
supplied,  and  staffed  before  it  is  fully  operational. 

Technical  assistance  to  the  public  and  federal  or  state  agencies  involved  some 
965  contacts  during  the  period.  Projects  included  transfer  of  the  Joffre  L.  Coe  Papers 
and  collections  to  the  State  Archives;  meetings  on  the  possible  designation  of  Old 
Salem  and  the  Wachovia  tract  as  a National  Historic  Heritage  Area;  and  assistance 
to  the  St.  Louis  District,  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  on  artifact  collections 
management  for  the  Camp  Lejeune  Marine  Base  and  Fort  Bragg.  Two  hundred  fifty- 
two  field  inspections  and  evaluations  of  threatened  archaeological  sites  were  made 
in  more  than  two-thirds  of  North  Carolina’s  counties.  Staff  members  processed  and 
commented  on  4,098  new  environmental  review  projects  and  reevaluated  at  least 
700  others;  more  than  2,500  new  archaeological  sites  were  identified  in  the  process. 
Related  data  inventory  tasks  included  adding  newly  discovered  archaeological  sites 
to  the  state  inventory,  which  now  contains  information  on  a total  of  32,742 
prehistoric,  historic,  and  maritime  archaeological  sites.  Levels  of  public 
participation  in  the  OSA  volunteer  programs  in  Raleigh,  Asheville,  and  Fort  Fisher 
remained  high  (6,705  hours  total).  Usage  of  the  North  Carolina  Archaeology  Web 
page  (managed  by  OSA)  has  increased  dramatically — from  ten  to  fifteen  “hits”  per 
day  to  a current  monthly  average  of  more  than  2,300. 

Underwater  Archaeology 

Underwater  Archaeology  Unit  (UAU)  staff  participated  in  sixty-eight  field 
projects,  including  a month-long  investigation  of  site  0003BUI,  the  shipwreck  near 
Beaufort  Inlet  thought  to  be  the  remains  of  Blackbeard’s  flagship  the  Queen  Anne’s 
Revenge.  That  site  was  discovered  in  November  1996  by  Intersal  Inc.,  a private 
research  firm.  Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  Jr.  announced  the  discovery  during  a March  1997 
news  conference.  In  addition  to  fieldwork  at  site  0003BUI,  UAU  staff  was  involved 
in  media  interviews,  historical  research,  site  security,  logistical  planning,  and  other

management  and  research-related  issues  and  activities.  UAU  preservation 
laboratory  staff  conserved  numerous  artifacts  from  site  0003BUI,  including  a bronze 
bell,  a brass  blunderbuss  barrel,  a sounding  weight  and  other  lead  objects,  two 
pewter  platters,  cannonballs,  glass  and  ceramic  fragments,  and  ballast  stones.  Two 
six-pounder  cannons  are  currently  undergoing  electrol3dic  treatment  at  a laboratory 
in  Beaufort. 

Additional  UAU  projects  included  the  documentation  of  two  early- twentieth- 
century  steamships  off  Kill  Devil  Hills,  the  investigation  of  three  Civil  War-era 
shipwrecks  near  Masonboro  Inlet,  the  recovery  of  a two-log  dugout  sailing  canoe 
from  Pamlico  Sound,  and  the  examination  of  a prehistoric  dugout  canoe  in  White 
Lake.  In  August  1997  unit  employees  assisted  students  and  staff  from  ECU  in 
documenting  the  wreckage  of  the  USS  Peterhoff,  a Union  blockade-runner,  off  Fort 
Fisher. 

UAU  staff  made  presentations  at  the  1997  Conference  on  Underwater 
Archaeology  (CUA)  in  Corpus  Christi,  Texas;  the  1998  CUA  in  Atlanta,  Georgia; 
the  1996  meeting  of  the  Museum  Small  Craft  Association  in  Beaufort;  and  the  1996 
and  1997  meetings  of  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  History  Council.  In  April  1998 
Richard  Lawrence  and  Intersal  president  Phil  Masters  made  two  presentations  on 
the  Beaufort  Inlet  shipwreck  project  at  the  National  Geographic  Society  in 
Washington,  D.C.  In  addition,  unit  staff  made  79  presentations,  attended  by  more 
than  3,000  individuals,  to  various  school,  civic,  and  professional  groups.  During  the 
biennium  80,411  visitors  toured  the  underwater  archaeology  exhibit  building. 

More  than  1,200  New  Hanover  County  middle-school  students  participated 
in  the  UAU’s  educational  outreach  program  “Hidden  beneath  the  Waves”  during 
the  biennium.  In  September  1996  Mark  Wilde-Ramsing  received  a Caraway  Award 
from  Preservation  North  Carolina  for  developing  the  outreach  program,  and  in 
March  1997  he  made  a presentation  on  the  program  at  the  North  Carolina  Teachers 
for  Gifted  and  Talented  Conference  in  Winston-Salem. 

Major  facility  improvements  included  the  construction  of  a 1,400-square-foot 
open-sided  shelter  that  will  be  used  to  conserve  and  store  artifacts.  UAU  staff  spent 
considerable  time  in  July  and  September  1996  cleaning  up  from  Hurricanes  Bertha 
and  Fran.  Volunteers  contributed  3,520  hours  of  their  time  assisting  in  all  aspects 
of  the  UAU  program.  A total  of  778  historic  shipwrecks  were  entered  into  the  PRIME 
database  system. 


RESTORATION  BRANCH 

Of  the  $8  million  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  by  the 
legislature  in  1997  for  local  art  and  history  project  grants,  more  than  $2  million 
went  to  local  preservation  organizations  for  the  preparation  of  architectural  and 
engineering  plans  and  specifications  and  for  actual  “bricks  and  mortar”  restoration 
of  historic  buildings  throughout  the  state.  Those  projects  included  the  Walter  Reed 
House  in  Murfreesboro  (Hertford  County);  Hope  Plantation  near  Windsor  (Bertie 
County);  the  Thomas  Day  House  in  Milton  (Caswell  County);  the  Jacob  Holt  House 
in  Warrenton  (Warren  County);  Blandwood  in  Greensboro  (Guilford  County);  the 
Bellamy  Mansion  carriage  house  in  Wilmington  (New  Hanover  County);  the  Oval 
Ballroom  in  Fayetteville  (Cumberland  County);  the  Hoyle  House  near  Dallas 
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(Gaston  County);  Pleasant  Retreat  Academy  in  Lincolnton  (Lincoln  County);  and 
the  Smith-McDowell  House  in  Buncombe  County 

Several  other  projects  received  federal  grants  for  development  and 
predevelopment  restoration  work,  including  the  former  Washington  City  Hall,  the 
Kernersville  Depot,  and  the  former  YMC A Building  on  the  UNC  campus  in  Chapel 
Hill.  Many  of  the  grant  recipients  requested  and  received  technical  services  offered 
by  the  restoration  specialists  and  preservation  architects.  Technical  information 
was  given  605  times  to  project  architects,  contractors,  and  local  preservation  groups. 
State  and  federal  grant  projects  were  monitored  a total  of  651  times.  See 
appendix  25  for  more  detailed  information  on  these  and  other  projects. 

The  Restoration  Branch  staff  reviewed  plans  and  specifications  142  times  for 
80  state-owned  properties  listed  on  the  National  Register  under  G.S.  121-12(a)  and 
provided  technical  services  for  117  properties  477  times.  Many  of  the  projects 
involving  state-owned  buildings  required  a considerable  amount  of  staff  time.  Major 
examples  included  the  State  Capitol,  the  Heck- Andrews  House,  the  Court  of  Appeals 
Building,  the  old  Revenue  Building,  the  Bailey-Gallant  House,  the  Dorothea  Dix 
Hospital  complex,  and  the  Commercial  and  Educational  Buildings  at  the  State 
Fairgrounds  complex,  all  in  Raleigh;  a number  of  historic  buildings  at  William  B. 
Umstead  State  Park,  just  outside  Raleigh,  which  were  damaged  by  Hurricane  Fran; 
the  Stagville  Center  complex  in  Durham  County;  Fort  Macon  at  Atlantic  Beach; 
and  the  Tryon  Palace  complex  in  New  Bern. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  246  environmental  review  projects  were  reviewed 
332  times,  and  technical  information  was  provided  for  195  projects  a total  of  422 
times.  Dozens  of  FEMA  projects,  the  result  of  damage  by  Hurricane  Fran,  required 
much  attention  from  the  branch  staff  and  involved  private  residences  and 
commercial  buildings,  as  well  as  school  buildings,  churches,  and  other  historic 
buildings.  The  review  and  advising  of  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
projects  in  Asheville,  Wilmington,  and  Milton  (Caswell  County)  likewise  required 
much  staff  time,  as  did  projects  at  Pope  Air  Force  Base  in  Cumberland  County  and 
at  the  Wright  Brothers  Memorial  in  Kill  Devil  Hills  (Dare  County). 

During  the  period,  state  and  federal  preservation  tax  incentives  combined  to 
spur  approximately  $98.3  million  of  estimated  construction  in  the  Tar  Heel  State. 
On  May  26, 1997,  the  General  Assembly  ratified  and  on  June  4, 1997,  Gov.  James  B. 
Hunt  Jr.  signed  into  law  new  state  tax  credits  programs  for  rehabilitations  of 
income-producing  and  non-income-producing  historic  properties,  including  personal 
residences.  David  Brook  and  the  Restoration  Branch  staff  drafted  the 
administrative  rules  related  to  the  new  non-income-producing  tax  credit  program, 
as  well  as  design  guidelines,  applications,  and  instructions.  The  new  legislation, 
which  became  effective  January  1,  1998,  proved  to  be  a catalyst  for  historic 
preservation  in  North  Carolina,  as  the  following  statistics  show.  Two  hundred  forty- 
eight  historic  preservation  tax  credit  applications,  representing  143 
income-producing  projects,  were  reviewed  during  the  two-year  period,  with  a total 
estimated  expenditure  by  the  owners  of  $92,628,623.  This  amount  was  an  increase 
from  205  applications,  representing  113  projects,  with  an  estimated  expenditure 
of  $38,993,791  reported  last  period.  The  National  Park  Service  reviewed  226 
applications;  of  those,  221  were  certified,  4 were  not  certified,  and  1 was  returned 
to  the  owner. 
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Staff  sent  historic  preservation  tax  credit  information  and  application  packets 
to  813  owners  of  historic  properties  and/or  developers  of  income-producing 
properties  in  84  counties,  reviewed  99  historic  preservation  tax  credit  applications 
representing  73  non-income-producing  projects  during  the  inaugural  first  six 
months  of  1998  (with  a total  estimated  expenditure  by  the  owners  of  $5,696,406), 
and  sent  information  and  application  packets  to  735  owners  of  non-income- 
producing  historic  properties  in  76  counties.  (For  a complete  listing  of  historic 
preservation  tax  credit  projects  reviewed,  see  appendix  26.)  To  meet  the  added  work 
load,  the  legislature  provided  one  additional  restoration  architect’s  position,  which 
was  filled  by  Robin  Stancil  Walton. 

Local  consultation  services  for  units  of  local  government  and  for  private 
individuals  continued  to  be  a popular  main  work  item  for  the  branch  staff.  Staff 
provided  technical  advice  a total  of  11,378  times  to  state  and  federal  grant  projects, 
state-owned  and  environmental  review  projects,  preservation  tax  credit  projects, 
and  local  consultation  projects  in  99  out  of  100  counties.  This  represented  a 37 
percent  increase  from  8,285  projects  during  the  last  biennium. 

The  Restoration  Branch  staff  also  advised  a number  of  Main  Street  towns 
across  the  state,  including  Albemarle,  Boone,  Burlington,  Concord,  Elizabeth  City, 
Farmville,  Goldsboro,  Hendersonville,  Kinston,  Lenoir,  Lexington,  Monroe,  New 
Bern,  Roxboro,  Salisbury,  Shelby,  Smithfield,  Statesville,  Washington,  Waynesville, 
and  Wilson.  Tim  Simmons,  senior  preservation  architect,  provided  assistance  and 
reviews  for  a total  of  forty-four  historic  properties  subject  to  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  Accessibility  Guidelines. 

During  the  biennium  the  Restoration  Branch  staff  presented  forty-three 
workshops,  talks,  and  slide  lectures  across  the  state  to  local  preservation 
organizations,  historic  district  commissions,  downtown  revitalization  organizations, 
municipal  government  and  military  base  staffs,  heritage  tourism  officials,  and  other 
interested  groups,  as  well  as  a legislative  committee.  Eighteen  tax  credit  workshops 
were  conducted,  including  those  held  in  Burlington,  Concord,  Fuquay-Varina, 
Lexington,  Selma,  Williamston,  and  Wilmington,  as  well  as  special  tax  credit 
presentations,  including  one  for  the  entire  section  staff  in  July  1997. 

Other  special  tax  credit  presentations  included  two  held  for  the  School  of 
Design  at  North  Carolina  State  University  in  October  1996  and  February  1998 
respectively,  as  well  as  a presentation  given  at  the  North  Carolina  Heritage 
conference  on  tourism  held  in  Chapel  Hill  in  January  1997.  Talks  were  given  during 
a retreat  for  North  Carolina  Main  Street  managers  held  in  Valle  Crucis  in  August 
1997,  at  the  annual  statewide  preservation  conference  that  took  place  in  Rocky 
Mount  and  Tarboro  in  September  1997,  and  at  the  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina  Bed  and  Breakfast  and  Inn  Association  annual  conference,  held  in 
Charlotte  in  January  1998.  Other  presentations  were  made  at  the  African  American 
Heritage  conference  held  in  Durham  in  March  1998,  at  the  Governor’s  Conference 
on  Travel  and  Tourism  held  in  Charlotte  in  April  1998,  at  the  statewide  conference 
for  historic  district  commissions  held  in  Raleigh  in  April  1998,  and  at  a Wake 
Technical  Community  College-sponsored  bed-and-breakfast  seminar  held  in  Raleigh 
in  April  1998. 
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SURVEY  AND  PLANNING  BRANCH 

Expanded  services  provided  to  the  public  by  the  Survey  and  Planning  Branch 
during  the  1996-1998  biennium  reflected  a surge  in  historic  preservation  activity 
throughout  the  state.  Much  of  the  increase  in  activity  was  prompted  by  changes  in 
the  state’s  investment  tax  credit  program  for  the  rehabilitation  of  historic 
properties,  enacted  by  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  in  1997. 

The  Survey  and  Planning  Branch  continued  efforts  to  complete  the  first  sweep 
of  the  statewide  survey  of  historic  architecture.  Strategies  to  accomplish  that  goal 
included  branch  sponsorship  of  reconnaissance  surveys  in  Columbus,  Graham, 
Moore,  Rockingham,  and  Swain  Counties,  all  areas  in  which  there  were  known 
concentrations  of  notable  resources,  no  systematic  survey  work  had  been  conducted, 
and  no  comprehensive  survey  projects  seemed  imminent.  Fortunately,  stable  federal 
funding  for  the  Survey  and  Planning  grant  program  and  numerous  state  grants 
sparked  an  increase  in  locally  sponsored  survey  activity  beyond  that  of  the  last 
several  reporting  periods.  Among  the  twenty  survey  projects  conducted  during  the 
1996-1998  biennium,  comprehensive  surveys  of  Cleveland,  Greene,  Jones,  Pender, 
and  Wayne  Counties  were  made  possible  by  a combination  of  state  and  federal 
funding.  Three  of  the  comprehensive  projects  were  completed,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  the  state’s  comprehensively  surveyed  counties  to  sixty. 

Major  survey  projects  in  municipalities  included  seven  new  projects,  six  of 
which  have  been  completed.  Among  the  undertakings  were  updates  of  surveys  of 
the  towns  of  Beaufort  and  Washington  first  conducted  in  the  1970s.  With  staff 
guidance,  one  publication  resulting  from  a survey  previously  supervised  by  the 
branch.  The  Architectural  History  of  Onslow  County,  North  Carolina,  by  J.  Daniel 
Pezzoni,  was  issued  by  the  Onslow  County  Museum.  Manuscripts  for  forthcoming 
publications  of  surveys  in  Lenoir,  Orange,  and  Transylvania  Counties  also  were 
completed,  and  work  on  the  Wayne  County  survey  manuscript  commenced. 

To  facilitate  use  of  survey  data,  staff  continued  to  produce  computerized 
county  indexes  of  the  approximately  75,000  survey  files  maintained  by  the  branch, 
with  indexes  created  for  16  counties:  Bladen,  Caswell,  Duplin,  Forsyth,  Halifax, 
Hoke,  Johnston,  Martin,  Montgomery,  Moore,  Orange,  Person,  Pitt,  Rowan,  Stanly, 
and  Wayne.  The  survey  and  National  Register  program  generated  1,251  rolls  of 
photographic  film  and  7,473  photographic  prints  for  National  Register  nominations 
and  publications,  processed  by  the  staff  photographer  and  accessioned  by  the 
photography  clerk;  17,709  negatives  were  accessioned  by  the  State  Archives. 

During  the  biennium,  77  properties  in  37  counties,  including  13  historic 
districts,  were  listed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Multiple  property 
nominations  were  submitted  for  Macon  County,  African  American  churches  in 
Craven  County,  and  African  American  neighborhoods  in  northeastern  Winston- 
Salem.  Other  major  nomination  projects  of  key  districts  and  properties  were 
completed  for  the  towns  of  Albemarle,  Concord,  Faison,  Greenville,  Matthews, 
Raleigh,  Sanford,  and  Warsaw.  In  addition,  nominations  for  sizable  rural  historic 
districts  were  prepared  for  an  area  defined  by  Conoho  Creek  in  Martin  County,  the 
Cedar  Grove  crossroads  area  in  Orange  County,  and  the  Old  Neck  area  of 
Perquimans  County. 

While  the  number  of  National  Register  listings  increased  only  slightly  in 
comparison  to  the  previous  biennium,  additions  to  the  Study  List  rose 
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approximately  50  percent  during  the  1996-1998  biennium,  with  312  properties  and 
districts  added  to  the  Study  List  in  eight  meetings  of  the  North  Carolina  National 
Register  Advisory  Committee.  The  sharpest  rate  of  increase  occurred  within  the 
last  six  months  of  the  period.  Because  it  normally  takes  a minimum  of  about  six 
months  to  prepare  and  process  a National  Register  nomination  for  a property 
following  its  placement  on  the  Study  List,  a related  increase  in  National  Register 
listings  is  expected  to  occur  in  the  next  biennium,  as  presaged  by  a dramatic  rise 
in  the  number  of  nomination  drafts  submitted  for  review  during  the  six  months 
ending  June  30, 1998.  The  revised  edition  oi Practical  Advice  for  Preparing  National 
Register  Nominations  in  North  Carolina,  prepared  by  National  Register  coordinator 
Linda  Harris  Edmisten,  was  released  early  in  1998. 

Interest  among  citizens  and  local  governments  in  preserving  the  special 
character  of  historic  landmarks  and  districts  also  appeared  to  strengthen.  While 
only  one  new  local  historic  preservation  commission  was  established  during  the 
previous  reporting  period,  the  towns  of  Kings  Mountain,  Liberty,  Milton,  Rocky 
Mount,  Warsaw,  and  Weldon  established  new  commissions  in  the  1996-1998 
biennium.  Through  Melinda  Coleman,  preservation  commission  services 
coordinator,  the  Survey  and  Planning  Branch  continued  to  advise  the  total  of  eighty 
local  historic  preservation  commissions  active  in  North  Carolina.  Ninety-six  local 
designation  reports  were  reviewed,  and  several  individual  workshops  for  local 
commissions  were  conducted.  Staff  also  reviewed  thirty-four  applications  for  historic 
designation  under  the  state  building  code  (a  decrease  of  approximately  31  percent 
from  the  previous  biennium  attributable  to  changes  in  the  state  building  code  that 
provide  greater  flexibility  for  rehabilitation  of  historic  properties). 

Perhaps  the  most  dramatic  increase  in  services  was  the  9,800  staff 
consultations  in  response  to  public  requests  for  information  and  assistance  relating 
to  historic  properties  and  their  preservation,  an  increase  of  27  percent  over  the  7,700 
consultations  provided  in  the  previous  biennium.  Staff  also  conducted  472  field 
visits  to  historic  properties  and  provided  109  lectures  and  public  meetings  on 
aspects  of  North  Carolina  architectural  history  and  the  state’s  preservation 
programs.  Staff  review  of  Part  1 applications  for  certification  of  buildings  as  historic 
under  the  federal  historic  preservation  investment  tax  credit  program  increased 
sharply  by  55  percent — from  73  in  the  previous  biennium  to  113  in  the  period  ending 
June  30,  1998. 

Numerous  presentations  and  workshops  conducted  by  the  branch  during  the 
biennium  included  staff  offerings  at  regional  and  national  conferences.  Senior 
architectural  historian  and  survey  coordinator  Catherine  Bishir  chaired  a session 
on  nineteenth-century  American  architecture  at  the  1996  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southeastern  Society  of  Architectural  Historians  in  Boca  Raton,  Florida,  as  well 
as  a session  titled  “Building  in  the  New  Republic,”  which  took  place  at  the  1997 
annual  meeting  of  the  Vernacular  Architecture  Forum  in  Portland,  Oregon.  At  the 
1996  Certified  Local  Governments  Forum  in  Berkeley,  California,  local  preservation 
commissions  coordinator  Melinda  Coleman  presented  a paper  titled  “Successful 
Training  Modules.”  The  1997  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  State  Historic 
Preservation  Officers  Conference  featured  presentations  by  three  staff  members: 
Debra  Bevin  read  a paper  titled  “Life  after  the  Survey:  The  North  Carolina  State 
Historic  Preservation  Office’s  Uses  of  Architectural  Survey  Results”;  Jennifer 
Martin  delivered  a paper  titled  “Building  a Summer  Place:  The  Architecture  of 
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Tourism  in  Western  North  Carolina”;  and  Melinda  Coleman  offered  a presentation 
on  the  format  used  in  the  branch’s  1997  workshop  for  local  preservation  commission 
staff,  which  she  coordinated. 

Ms.  Coleman  also  coordinated  and  played  a primary  role  in  two  statewide 
conferences  for  local  commission  members  and  staff.  With  approximately  150 
participants,  the  1997  local  preservation  commissions  conference  set  a record  as 
the  most  heavily  attended  statewide  conference  of  North  Carolina  preservation 
commissions  ever  held.  Numerous  other  workshops  conducted  by  the  branch  during 
the  biennium  included  a survey  and  National  Register  workshop  for  consultants 
and  staff  and  a workshop  for  the  North  Carolina  National  Register  Advisory 
Committee.  Branch  staff  also  helped  fulfill  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office’s 
role  as  cosponsor  of  Preservation  North  Carolina’s  1996  and  1997  annual 
conferences  by  working  with  other  branches  to  coordinate  the  conference  tracks  and 
deliver  several  of  the  presentations. 

EASTERN  OFFICE 

The  1996-1998  biennium  in  the  Eastern  Office  was  highlighted  by  the  division’s 
participation  in  a symposium  on  the  life  and  work  of  diplomat  and  humanitarian 
Robert  Lee  Humber  and  an  accompanying  dedication  of  a historical  marker  to  his 
memory.  The  symposium,  “Robert  Lee  Humber:  A Collector  Creates,”  was  a tribute 
to  Mr.  Humber’s  vision  and  patronage  of  the  arts  and  humanities.  The  symposium 
commenced  on  November  2,  1996,  at  East  Carolina  University  with  presentations 
of  papers,  including  a biographical  sketch  on  Humber’s  life,  a remembrance  by  his 
son  John,  and  discussions  both  of  his  attempts  to  establish  a world  federation  to 
promote  international  peace  and  his  pivotal  role  in  establishing  the  North  Carolina 
Museum  of  Art. 

During  the  biennium,  staff  of  the  Eastern  Office  received  requests  for 
assistance  from  all  twenty-three  counties  in  the  eastern  territory  with  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  preservation  and  restoration  consultations.  Eastern  Office 
staff  conducted  5,421  consultations,  as  compared  to  3,481  such  duties  in  the 
previous  biennium.  The  increase  resulted  in  part  from  a dramatic  upsurge  in  the 
number  of  property  owners  participating  in  the  new  homeowners  tax  credit 
program.  The  number  of  site  visits  (771)  and  public  programs  and  lectures  (54) 
remained  relatively  constant. 

The  bedrock  preservation  programs  of  the  Eastern  Office — county  survey 
projects — continued  to  take  place  with  the  initiation  and  completion  of  the  Jones 
County  survey  and  the  resurvey  of  two  early  National  Register  historic  districts: 
Washington  (Beaufort  County)  and  Beaufort  (Carteret  County).  The  office  continued 
to  produce  National  Register  nominations  for  historic  districts  and  individual 
properties;  examples  include  the  Roanoke  Rapids  Historic  District  (Halifax  County) 
and  the  Grandy  School  (Currituck  County).  The  Roanoke  Rapids  district  now  reigns 
as  North  Carolina’s  largest  historic  district  in  total  number  of  resources. 

Eastern  Office  restoration  services  continued  apace.  Restoration  of  the 
Chowan  County  Courthouse  received  renewed  interest  when  the  landmark  became 
part  of  a new  state  historic  site  known  as  Historic  Edenton.  Another  public  building 
of  considerable  architectural  and  historical  significance,  the  late-eighteenth-century 
Carteret  County  Courthouse — the  only  such  frame  building  of  its  t}q)e  in  the  state — 
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also  became  the  focus  of  restoration  efforts  with  assistance  from  Historic 
Preservation  Office  staff. 

Special  projects  pursued  by  the  staff  included  writing  property  entries  for  the 
forthcoming  architectural  survey  publication  on  Lenoir  County;  assisting  in  the 
design  of  an  addition  to  the  historic  Roy  C.  Flanagan  House  in  Greenville  (Pitt 
Coimty),  now  used  as  a women’s  shelter;  and  organizing  a historic  paints  workshop 
at  Historic  Stagville  that  featured  the  participation  of  nationally  and  internationally 
known  experts  on  historic  paints  and  wallpapers. 
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ADMINISTRATION 

In  April  1997  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  was  notified  of  its  re- 
accreditation by  the  American  Association  of  Museums  (AAM).  In  his  letter  of 
congratulations,  Robert  B.  Bergman,  chair  of  the  association,  wrote:  “AAM 
accredited  status  signifies  both  quality  and  accountability  The  certificate  of 
accreditation  . . . provides  documentary  evidence  that  [the  site]  is  operating 
according  to  current  professional  standards  and  practices  and  is  committed  to 
continuing  institutional  improvement  and  change  in  service  to  the  public.  ...  A 
museum  can  only  achieve  the  distinguished  honor  of  accreditation  if  the  museum’s 
board  and  staff  work  together  to  evaluate,  monitor,  and  improve  their  own 
performance.  In  doing  so,  you  have  also  strengthened  the  public  service  and  public 
image  of  all  museums.” 

Efforts  to  improve  visitor  experience  at  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens  began  with  a program  of  year-round  surveys  to  identify  visitor  expectation 
and  preference.  One  strong  thread  in  the  survey  responses  was  a desire  for 
flexibility  in  tour  options.  The  Kitchen  Office  was  completely  refurbished  and 
adapted  for  a self-paced  tour  early  in  1997.  The  program  has  been  very  well  received, 
as  has  the  program  of  expanded  summer  hours.  From  Memorial  Day  weekend  to 
Labor  Day  weekend,  tours  of  the  buildings  are  available  through  5:00  p.m.,  and  the 
gardens  remain  open  until  7:00  p.m. 

The  transfer  of  the  New  Bern  Academy  (ca.  1809)  to  state  ownership  was 
completed  during  this  biennium.  This  important  historical  landmark  houses  a 
museum  that  interprets  three  centuries  of  life  in  the  central  coastal  areas  of  North 
Carolina.  In  the  eight  years  it  has  been  open  to  the  public,  it  has  become  an 
important  part  of  the  historic  attractions  at  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens. 

In  August  1997  the  state  of  North  Carolina  completed  the  purchase  of  the 
Barbour  Boat  Works  property,  a six-acre  lot  on  the  Trent  River  adjacent  to  Tryon 
Palace.  The  site  was  acquired  for  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  to 
develop  into  a history  education  and  visitor  center.  Transfer  of  the  property  from 
the  Rivenbark  family  was  completed  in  May  1998.  The  records  and  surviving 
artifacts  were  salvaged  and  preserved  in  a joint  project  involving  the  East  Carolina 
University  Manuscript  Collection,  the  North  Carolina  Maritime  Museum,  and 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  Other  work  included  oral  history 
interviews  with  the  former  owner  and  a comprehensive  project  by  the  Historic 
American  Engineering  Record,  a division  of  the  National  Park  Service,  to  photo- 
document the  site. 

Work  on  the  restoration  of  the  ca.  1804  Robert  Hay  House  began  in  1997. 
Necessary  masonry  and  carpentry  repairs  were  made.  A new  wood-shingle  roof 
was  installed  following  the  pattern  of  the  original  shingles.  Using  a ca.  1900 
photograph,  a Federal-style  portico  was  reproduced  and  placed  on  the  original 
footings.  The  construction/preservation  phase  is  nearing  completion.  Exterior  and 
interior  painting  is  scheduled  for  later  this  year.  By  the  end  of  1998,  guided  tours 
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interpreting  the  architectural  preservation  of  the  unfurnished  structure  will  he 
available.  Development  of  a furnishing  plan  for  the  kitchen,  parlor,  and  large 
second-floor  chamber  is  under  way,  and  research  on  other  interpretive  options  for 
the  building  is  ongoing. 

Technological  improvements  continue  to  be  implemented.  In  December  1997 
a new  projection  equipment  system  was  installed  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Visitor 
Center.  The  equipment,  which  can  project  input  from  VCIWHS  tapes,  V4-  and  8mm- 
size  tapes,  laser  disc  and  computer,  is  set  up  to  present  the  new  orientation  program 
twice  an  hour  and  can  project  close-captioning  when  needed.  By  the  end  of  the 
reporting  period,  twenty  computers  were  linked  together  on  the  Novell  local  areas 
network  (LAN).  Computers  connected  to  the  LAN  have  the  ability  to  share 
information  directly,  thus  allowing  staff  members  to  edit  and  work  on  the  same 
document  and  to  distribute  messages  to  one  another  rapidly  through  the  local  e-mail 
system.  Connection  to  the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web  was  achieved  in 
February  1998  using  specialized  software  and  a dial-up  telephone  connection. 

In  the  fall  of  1997  the  Department  of  City  and  Regional  Planning  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  initiated  an  economic  impact  study  to 
investigate  the  quantitative  and  qualitative  effects  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites 
and  Gardens  on  New  Bern,  Craven  County,  and  North  Carolina.  Results  of  visitor 
surveys  conducted  by  staff  and  graduate  students  from  UNC-CH  from  December 
1997  through  March  1998  will  be  included  in  a report  that  will  examine  the  cultural 
and  educational  contributions  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  The 
report  will  also  analyze  the  dynamic  relationship  between  the  Palace,  historic 
rehabilitation,  and  downtown  New  Bern  revitalization. 

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

Preserving  and  renewing  the  infrastructure  while  improving  the  visitor  experience 
was  a major  focus  of  activities  in  the  Technical  Services  Branch  during  the 
biennium.  The  Academy  Museum,  the  Commission  House,  the  Jones  House,  and 
the  Daves  House  were  repainted,  and  work  is  under  way  on  repainting  the  exterior 
of  the  Dixon-Stevenson  House.  New  roofs  were  installed  on  the  Stanly  House,  the 
Commission  House,  the  Daves  House,  the  Blacksmith  Shop,  and  the  Pigeon  House. 
The  Stanly  House  and  Pigeon  House  roofing  projects  provided  a rare  opportunity 
to  illustrate  several  eighteenth-century  roofing  techniques.  The  shingles  on  the 
Stanly  House  were  clipped  and  fanned;  those  on  the  Pigeon  House  were  painted. 
Use  of  those  period  techniques  furthers  the  educational  experience  available  to 
visitors.  Structural  and  masonry  repairs  were  made  to  the  original  1770  Stable 
Office  and  to  both  Colonnades.  The  aging  cooling  tower  for  the  Palace  main  building 
and  the  Kitchen  Office  was  replaced. 

Less-visible  infrastructure  projects  included  the  replacement  and  upgrade  of 
the  fire  and  security  systems  throughout  the  complex.  Both  systems  are  now  state- 
of-the-art  technology  with  expandable  capabilities  for  upgrading  and  retrofitting 
as  necessary  in  the  future.  All  site  buildings  can  now  be  monitored  through  the 
central  security  office.  Another  major  achievement  was  the  replacement  of  the 
Palace’s  aging  telephone  system.  A new  telephone  system  provides  the  greatest 
number  of  features  at  the  lowest  cost.  Key  among  these  features  is  call-in  voice  mail

message  service  for  most  employees.  The  new  phone  system  enables  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  to  provide  higher-quality  service  for  our  customers. 

During  the  reporting  period,  the  Conservation  Laboratory  was  relocated  from 
rented  facilities  to  the  Douglas  Preservation  Center.  The  carpentry  and 
maintenance  units  of  the  branch  also  were  moved  to  the  Douglas  Center,  joining 
the  paint  shop.  Within  the  Douglas  Center,  facilities  were  prepared  for  the  storage 
of  collection  objects,  architectural  artifacts,  archaeological  objects,  collection 
archives,  and  administrative  archival  records.  Branch  staff  also  renovated  the  Cook 
House  to  accommodate  the  relocation  of  three  offices  and  a conference  room. 
Modifications  were  also  made  to  the  Museum  Shop.  Designs  for  full  ADA  access  to 
the  public  bathroom  facilities  and  to  the  first  floors  of  the  Stanly  House,  the  Dixon- 
Stevenson  House,  the  Commission  House,  and  the  Kitchen  Office  were  approved. 
Design  work  continued  on  the  Disosway  House.  Once  completed,  the  building  will 
house  offices  for  the  Gertrude  Carraway  Research  Library  and  offices  for  the 
Collections  and  Research  Branch. 

The  Technical  Services  Branch  has  responsibility  for  conservation  of  historic 
artifacts.  The  major  project  undertaken  during  the  biennium  was  the  preparation 
of  approximately  seventy-five  objects  for  exhibition  at  antique  shows  in  Asheville 
(August  1998)  and  Charlotte  (October  1998).  Other  major  conservation  treatments 
included  the  cleaning  and  lacquering  of  brass  objects  in  the  collection,  work  on  the 
large  mahogany  armchair  known  as  the  Governor’s  chair,  and  treatment  of  the 
child’s  high  chair  once  owned  by  Josiah  Martin. 

During  this  biennium,  the  conservator  implemented  a program  of  preventive 
conservation.  Each  exhibit  area  is  reviewed  and  thoroughly  cleaned  at  least  once 
a year  on  an  established  schedule,  and  objects  in  jeopardy  are  removed  to  the 
Conservation  Laboratory  for  stabilization.  A collections  care  manual  was  developed 
with  outside  contract  assistance.  In  an  effort  to  minimize  collection  damage  from 
the  use  of  real  foods  in  exhibit  areas,  the  conservator  also  implemented  a program 
to  produce  faux  foods  using  inert  materials.  Information  on  preventive  conservation 
and  care  of  personal  collections  has  been  shared  with  the  public  through  a series 
of  conservation  workshops,  monthly  consultation  clinics,  and  periodic  lectures.  Over 
the  biennium,  several  interns  were  trained. 

The  site  was  the  beneficiary  of  two  important  gifts  of  equipment  for  the 
Conservation  Laboratory.  Colonial  Williamsburg’s  conservation  laboratory  donated 
a solvent  exhaust  fume  hood  when  that  site  upgraded  its  conservation  equipment. 
Now  installed  in  the  Palace  complex’s  Conservation  Laboratory,  the  exhaust  system 
provides  maximum  protection  for  staff  working  with  toxic  solvents.  An  anonymous 
donor  provided  funds  for  the  purchase  of  an  analytical  microscope.  That  instrument 
facilitates  identification  of  wood  and  paint  samples  and  textile  fibers,  thereby 
improving  the  treatment  of  collection  objects. 

COLLECTIONS  ANTD  RESEARCH  BRANCH 

A major  goal  of  the  branch  was  realized  in  August  1997  with  the  purchase  of 
Re:discovery,  an  electronic  software  program  for  collections  and  library/archives 
management.  Data  entry  began  with  a backlog  of  records  beginning  with  the  first 
acquisitions  in  1950.  By  the  end  of  the  reporting  period,  approximately  450  records 
through  1956,  as  well  as  all  new  acquisitions  made  since  August  1997,  had  been 
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transferred.  The  companion  library/ar chives  module  has  been  used  to  enter  more 
than  two  hundred  new  books  into  the  Carraway  Research  Library  using  the  Library 
of  Congress  (LC)  cataloging  system.  At  the  same  time,  books  previously  catalogued 
using  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  were  converted  to  the  LC  system.  At  the  end  of 
the  reporting  period,  approximately  one-sixth  of  all  titles  in  the  Carraway  Research 
Library  had  been  entered  in  the  Re:discovery  system.  With  the  assistance  of  staff 
of  the  photo  archives  at  Archives  and  History,  the  branch  is  also  developing  a 
cataloging  and  tracking  system  for  photographic  images  that  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  library/archives  management  program. 

In  the  aftermath  of  Hurricanes  Bertha  and  Fran,  the  site  was  asked  to 
reassess  the  value  of  the  collection  in  order  to  bring  its  fine-arts  insurance  to  full 
1997  values.  Using  rough  conversion  figures  provided  by  Christie’s,  the  New  York 
firm  that  last  appraised  the  full  collection  in  1985,  the  estimated  value  of  the 
collection  was  increased  by  68  percent.  The  entire  collection  will  be  reappraised  in 
1999. 

A number  of  the  important  additions  to  the  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens  collection  during  the  biennium  featured  artifacts  directly  associated  with 
the  palace’s  mission  of  interpreting  New  Bern  and  coastal  North  Carolina  history. 
A framed  watercolor  titled  Fort  Carolina  on  the  Trent,  painted  in  New  Bern  in  1864 
by  Merrill  G.  Wheelock,  who  served  as  a member  of  the  Forty-fourth  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  shows  the  city  during  the  Union  occupation.  The  gift  of  a ca.  1863 
photograph  identified  as  “The  Remains  of  the  Stable  [Gov.  Tryon’s  Palace]”  provided 
much-needed  information  on  the  original  stable  building,  some  of  the  nearby 
outbuildings,  and  the  adjacent  landscape.  Another  highlight  of  the  biennium  was 
the  acquisition  of  a small  oil-on-canvas  portrait  of  Samuel  Cornell  (1730-1781)  of 
New  Bern,  one  of  North  Carolina’s  wealthiest  merchants  and  a friend  of  Gov. 
William  Tryon.  Cornell  loaned  Tryon  a large  sum  of  money  to  complete  construction 
of  the  Palace  when  funds  were  not  forthcoming  from  the  legislature  or  the  Crown. 

Gifts  from  several  generous  donors  also  enhanced  our  ability  to  interpret  the 
past.  Two  separate  donors  gave  a pair  of  tablespoons  by  New  Bern  silversmith 
Freeman  Woods.  Another  important  addition  was  the  gift  of  a copy  of  Catherine 
Beecher’s  Domestic  Receipt  Book  (1855  edition).  Catherine  Beecher  was  considered 
the  Martha  Stewart  of  her  day.  Her  book  was  the  most  popular  nineteenth-century 
reference  on  household  management,  containing  recipes,  table-setting  diagrams, 
and  instructions  for  the  proper  running  of  nineteenth-century  households. 

As  part  of  the  Palace’s  expanding  public  outreach  program,  objects  from  the 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  collection  were  loaned  to  such  diverse 
institutions  as  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History,  East  Carolina  University, 
the  Onslow  County  Museum,  and  the  Museum  of  the  Confederacy  in  Richmond. 
The  preservation  group  English  Heritage  borrowed  a fragment  of  an  eighteenth- 
century  Axminster  carpet  for  pattern  and  color  match  for  a rug  being  replicated 
for  use  at  Audley  End  House,  its  property  in  Essex.  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens  will  also  exhibit  collection  objects  at  important  antique  shows  in  Asheville 
(August  14-16,  1998)  and  Charlotte  (October  1-3,  1998). 

Research  carried  out  during  the  biennium  progressed  on  two  fronts.  The  first 
continued  the  goals  established  by  the  research  plan  for  the  Palace  adopted  by  the 
Tryon  Palace  Commission  in  1992.  The  second  broke  new  ground  by  extending  an 
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investigation  of  the  full  spectrum  of  New  Bern  inhabitants  during  the  period  1750- 
1865.  Key  to  the  ongoing  study  of  the  Palace  was  developing  a fuller  understanding 
of  the  life  and  activities  of  Palace  architect  John  Hawks.  That  undertaking  involved 
searches  in  several  New  York  collections  and  the  first  comprehensive  examination 
of  the  Hawks  Papers  at  the  New- York  Historical  Society  since  Alonzo  Dill’s  work 
conducted  during  the  1940s  and  1950s.  Other  New  York  research  related  to 
associates  and  colleagues  of  Hawks,  including  the  papers  of  Samuel  Cornell  at  the 
New  York  Public  Library.  One  of  Hawks’s  descendants  brought  to  light  new 
biographical  information  concerning  Hawks’s  birthplace.  The  descendant  produced 
convincing  proof  in  parish  records  and  family  journals  that  Hawks  was  born  ca. 
1733/34  at  Shipston-on-Stour  in  Warwickshire  rather  than  at  Lincolnshire,  as  had 
been  previously  thought.  The  discovery,  in  the  State  Archives,  of  John  Wright 
Stanly’s  letter  appointing  John  Hawks  to  serve  as  his  agent  in  an  important 
financial  transaction  reflects  a high  level  of  trust  between  the  two  men  and 
strengthens  the  possible  link  between  Hawks  and  the  design  of  Stanly’s  house. 
Research  on  Hawks  was  also  carried  out  through  other  venues,  including  records 
in  New  Hanover  and  Brunswick  Counties  and  in  relation  to  church  projects  that 
may  have  involved  Hawks,  including  St.  James  in  Wilmington,  St.  Paul’s  in 
Edenton,  St.  Phillip’s  at  Brunswick,  and  a new  church  at  Hillsborough.  Preparation 
of  detailed  historic  structure  reports  on  Bellair  and  the  Coor-Gaston  House  is  part 
of  an  ongoing  effort  to  study  local  structures  that  may  have  been  linked  to  John 
Hawks  and/or  the  workshop  or  school  of  craftsmen  that  worked  on  the  Palace  and 
subsequent  residences  in  New  Bern. 

As  part  of  the  program  to  reinterpret  the  Palace,  emphasis  was  placed  on 
learning  more  about  the  original  decorative  and  paint  treatments.  Complementing 
research  efforts  was  exciting  new  information  provided  by  outside  consultants. 
London-based  paint  historian  Patrick  Baty  met  with  the  research  and  collections 
staff  to  analyze  the  appropriateness  of  the  present  interior  paint  treatments.  As  a 
result  of  Baty’s  recommendations,  the  Collections  Branch  contracted  with  Matthew 
Mosca,  a historic  finishes  consultant  from  Baltimore,  to  reexamine  the  Palace’s 
remarkable  collection  of  surviving  plaster  cornice  fragments,  which  still  retain 
original  paint  layers  from  the  first  Palace.  Some  of  those  fragments,  which  had  been 
found  in  the  Palace  foundations  during  the  archaeological  excavations  of  the  1950s, 
have  preserved  the  original  paint  colors  of  the  cornices  and  other  ornamental 
plasterwork.  Mosca’s  scientific  examination  of  these  paint  fragments  will  yield  the 
first  accurate  glimpse  of  the  original  palettes  of  the  Palace  during  the  Tryon  and 
Martin  periods. 

Research  staff  worked  closely  with  the  project  architect  and  the  Technical 
Services  Branch  to  oversee  the  architectural  planning  and  construction  phases  of 
the  restoration  of  the  Robert  Hay  House.  Work  included  providing  research 
assistance  to  the  East  Carolina  University  Archaeological  Field  School,  which  was 
responsible  for  additional  excavation  and  research  in  the  backyard  area  of  the 
house.  Additional  paint  analysis  work  was  performed  by  Matthew  Mosca  to  help 
the  Collections  Branch  make  final  decisions  about  interior  and  exterior  paint  and 
decorative  treatments  in  preparation  for  painting  work  to  be  carried  out  in  the  fall 
of  1998. 

Two  new  areas  of  research  were  begun  in  this  biennium.  The  first  is  a new 
effort  to  recognize  the  importance  of  New  Bern’s  African  American  history  at  Tryon

The  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Correction  dispatched 
inmates  to  help  clean  up  the  grounds  surrounding 
Tryon  Palace  in  the  wake  of  damage  done  by 
Hurricane  Bertha,  which  struck  portions  of  eastern 
North  Carolina  in  July  1996.  In  June  of  1997  and 
1998  the  North  Carolina  Symphony  performed  for 
the  public  on  the  palace’s  South  Lawn.  Here 
maestro  William  Henry  Curry  conducts  the 
orchestra  during  one  of  its  performances.  During 
the  annual  Christmas  Civil  War  encampment  on  the 
palace  grounds,  a Confederate  sailor  depicted  by 
character  interpreter  Simon  Spalding  picks  a tune 
on  the  banjo  for  a visiting  teacher  and  two  of  her 
students.  During  one  of  the  palace’s  Colonial  Skills 
Tours,  blacksmith  David  Stone  assists  a fourth- 
grade  student  in  hand-fashioning  a nail. 
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Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  Grant  funding  was  obtained  to  contract  with 
Dr.  David  Cecelski  and  Katherine  Mellen  to  edit  and  annotate  the  biography  of 
William  Henry  Singleton,  a former  Craven  County  slave  who  was  active  during  the 
New  Bern  occupation.  Additional  funding  is  now  being  sought  by  the  Council  of 
Friends  to  undertake  a significant  research  project  to  study  major  components  of 
the  black  history  of  the  area,  with  a goal  of  compiling  new  research  findings  to 
broaden  and  enliven  interpretation  of  African  American  history  at  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  The  project  also  seeks  to  include  a major  public 
education  component  and  one  or  more  publications  for  diverse  audiences.  In  the 
second  area  of  new  research,  a contract  researcher  has  begun  a project  to  read  and 
catalog  the  William  Gaston  Papers  at  the  Southern  Historical  Collection.  The 
resulting  information  will  eventually  form  the  core  of  future  interpretations  of  the 
Coor-Gaston  House. 

COMMUNICATIONS  AND  MARKETING  BRANCH 

During  this  biennium  a special  effort  was  made  to  identify  and  build  both  current 
and  new  audiences.  Following  recommendations  from  Heritage  Communications, 
the  site  instituted  a survey  program  to  identify  visitors  demographically  and 
geographically  and  to  determine  patterns  of  visitor  expectation.  In  1997  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  was  awarded  a grant  from  the  Institute  for 
Museum  and  Library  Services  to  complete  the  AAM’s  Museum  Assessment  Program 
(MAP)  III,  one  in  a series  of  evaluations  that  examines  the  use  of  a museum’s 
resources  to  fulfill  its  mission.  This  program  assesses  the  public’s  perception, 
experience,  and  involvement  with  the  museum  while  helping  the  institution  find 
ways  to  communicate  with  its  constituents  and  strengthen  its  ability  to  serve  the 
public  more  effectively.  The  final  process  in  the  assessment  program  will  be  a site 
visit  by  Robin  Gabriel,  education  director,  Monticello,  and  Eryl  J.  Platzer,  director. 
Octagon  Museum,  scheduled  for  early  1999. 

From  October  1996  to  September  1997,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens’  staff  conducted  visitor  surveys  to  collect  demographic  and  geographical 
information  on  who  came  to  the  site  and  why  they  came.  The  survey  revealed  that 
Palace  guests  tended  to  be  well  educated  (73  percent  have  degrees)  and  relatively 
prosperous  (46  percent  have  an  annual  income  of  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars). 
On  the  average,  53  percent  of  visitors  to  the  Palace  are  from  North  Carolina;  the 
other  47  percent  are  from  out  of  state.  Those  from  out  of  state  tend  to  come  from 
the  Northeast.  When  asked  how  their  experience  at  the  site  might  be  improved, 
visitors  indicated  a preference  for  more  historical  character  interpreters,  special- 
interest  tours,  garden  tours,  craft  demonstrations,  concerts,  and  self-guided  tours. 

As  one  part  of  audience  development,  the  Communications  and  Marketing 
Branch  developed  a series  of  new  informational  brochures.  The  Raleigh  design  firm 
of  Burney  and  Associates  created  a new  graphic  image  for  the  site.  Several  new 
mailing  pieces  were  developed,  including  a general  information  brochure,  seasonal 
events  brochures  issued  biannually,  a new  Christmas  brochure,  and  a handsome 
educational  brochure  for  a new  self-guided  tour  of  the  gardens.  For  the  past  two 
summers  the  branch  has  also  produced  a Summer  Guide  to  Tryon  Palace  Historic 
Sites  and  Gardens.  Copies  of  this  newspaper- type  publication  were  distributed 
along  the  central  North  Carolina  beaches  and  in  Raleigh  and  Goldsboro  to  help 
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attract  more  summer  visitors  to  the  Palace.  Another  marketing  activity  is  targeted 
at  attracting  adult  tour  groups  in  the  area.  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens 
has  joined  with  New  Bern  hotels  and  motels  and  regional  activities  in  weekend- 
long  packaged  tours.  The  Commimications  and  Marketing  Branch  has  been  actively 
involved  in  two  new  state  initiatives,  including  development  of  tourism  on  the 
coastal  waterways  and  strengthening  of  heritage  tourism. 

Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  received  a considerable  degree  of 
media  coverage  during  the  biennium.  The  May  1998  issue  of  Colonial  Homes 
magazine  included  a lengthy  pictorial  spread  on  the  Palace  gardens,  and  a major 
story  about  the  site  appeared  in  the  Sunday  Travel  Section  of  the  New  York  Times 
(April  26,  1998).  The  Palace  also  basked  in  collateral  national  attention  resulting 
from  the  commemoration  of  the  Pepsi-Cola  Company’s  centennial. 

In  1997  and  1998  the  Communications  and  Marketing  Branch  received 
honorable  mentions  in  the  American  Association  of  Museums’  publication  design 
competition  for  its  January-June  and  July-December  1997  and  January-June  1998 
programs  brochures.  In  a field  of  1,117  entries,  the  Palace  competed  with  other 
nationally  known  institutions,  including  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design;  the  New 
York  Public  Library;  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston;  the  Cleveland  Museum  of 
Art;  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago;  the  Bard  Graduate  Center  for  Studies  in  the 
Decorative  Arts;  and  the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum.  That  same  publication  also 
won  a first-place  award  in  the  1997  North  Carolina  Museums  Council  publication 
competition  for  calendar  events,  and  the  Council  of  Friends  newsletter  and  the 
holiday  brochure  placed  second  in  their  respective  categories. 

INTERPRETATION  BRANCH 

Increasingly  lively  and  interactive  presentations  of  North  Carolina’s  history  were 
hallmarks  of  this  biennium.  A significant  example  was  the  1997  conversion  of  the 
Kitchen  Office  from  a guided-tour  format  to  a self-paced  tour  by  which  visitors  can 
explore  at  their  leisure,  interacting  with  craftspeople  and  other  interpreters.  New 
presentations  of  domestic  activities  have  been  added  to  enhance  the  realism  of  the 
Kitchen  Office,  including  dishwashing,  knitting,  and  hand  sewing.  Soap  making, 
natural  dyeing,  and  a flax-to-linen  demonstration  have  been  featured  periodically 
outside  the  Kitchen  Office.  The  new  brochure  titled  A Servant's  Life  provides 
additional  documentary  information. 

After  concluding  its  seventh  successful  summer  season  in  1997,  the  scripted 
living  history  program  “Away  to  Alamance:  Governor  Tryon  and  the  Regulators” 
was  replaced  in  1998  with  an  exciting  new  program  of  unscripted  living  history 
interactions.  Characters  of  1770  and  1835  engaged  visitors  in  daily  programs  such 
as  “Gossip  in  the  Garden,”  based  on  primary-source  character  sketches  of 
nineteenth-century  residents  of  New  Bern;  “Life  below  Stairs,”  presenting  a slaves’- 
and  servants’-eye  view  of  the  Tryon  household;  and  “African  Legacy  1770”  and 
“African  America  1835,”  contrasting  African  cultural  survivals  with  later  Creole 
culture. 

An  increasingly  varied  menu  of  guest  performers  also  added  to  visitors’ 
appreciation  of  North  Carolina  history.  Storyteller  E.  J.  Stewart  delighted  audiences 
with  her  stories  of  growing  up  in  an  eastern  North  Carolina  sharecropping  family, 
as  well  as  her  traditional  African  American  folktales.  British  actor  Howard 
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Burnham  performed  his  one-man  play  detailing  Lord  Cornwallis’s  southern 
campaign.  The  Historical  Diversions  company  presented  a colonial  circus,  and 
colonial  music  resounded  through  concerts  featuring  such  period  instruments  as 
harp,  hammered  dulcimer,  and  glass  armonica.  Beginning  in  the  spring  of  1998, 
free  participatory  colonial  dance  programs  for  visitors  were  offered  regularly  on 
Wednesday  evenings  and  on  selected  Saturdays. 

Beginning  in  December  1997,  Voices  from  the  Past:  The  Story  of  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  & Gardens  provided  a new  audiovisual  introduction  to  the  visitor 
experience.  That  dramatic  program,  which  features  selections  from  period  letters 
and  journals  read  by  local  voices  and  shown  on  state-of-the-art  video  projection 
equipment,  places  the  historic  buildings  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens 
in  the  context  of  New  Bern  and  North  Carolina  history  in  the  eighteenth  and 
nineteenth  centuries. 

Educational  programming  was  also  an  important  focus  of  this  biennium.  The 
teacher  newsletter  Living  History  Classroom  marked  its  fifth  anniversary  with  a 
special  32-page  issue  reprinting  favorite  articles  and  activity  pages  from  past  issues. 
The  publication  is  mailed  free  of  charge  to  more  than  one  thousand  educators 
throughout  the  state.  In  an  accompanying  survey,  teachers  voiced  overwhelming 
support  for  that  service.  A fourth-grade  teacher  from  Currituck  County  wrote:  “I 
liked  these  articles  because  I can  use  them  to  teach  North  Carolina  history.  It  is 
interesting  for  me  and  the  students.”  A Gates  County  media  specialist  appreciated 
the  fact  that  “the  suggested  activities  can  be  used  across  the  curriculum.”  A teacher 
in  a Richmond  County  junior  high  school  enthused:  “Thank  you  for  any  extra 
materials  we  receive.  A small  school  has  a small  budget!” 

GARDENS  BRANCH 

Two  hurricanes — Bertha  and  Fran — hit  New  Bern  during  the  beginning  of  the 
biennium  and  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  gardens.  Heavy  winds  from  the 
storms  destroyed  twenty-five  trees,  damaged  ten  others  so  severely  that  they  had 
to  be  removed,  and  created  tons  of  debris.  The  Gardens  Branch  solicited  help  from 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Transportation,  the  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Correction,  and  the  state  Division  of  Forest  Resources.  Those  agencies  assisted 
with  the  storm  cleanup  by  hauling  debris  and  removing  a number  of  damaged  trees 
from  the  site. 

During  the  reporting  period  much  energy  was  focused  on  developing  high- 
quality  summer  annual  exhibits,  fall  chrysanthemum  displays,  and  spring  bulb 
plantings.  While  developing  seasonal  exhibits  and  improving  garden  maintenance 
was  a major  goal  of  the  biennium,  members  of  the  Gardens  Branch  were  also  able 
to  implement  several  important  garden-improvement  projects.  These  included: 
replanting  twenty-four  dogwood  trees  adjacent  to  the  main  allee,  removing  the 
Daves  House  parking  lot  to  create  a more  attractive  view  of  the  Palace,  developing 
a new  historical  perennial  planting  in  the  Dot  Tyier  Garden,  and  installing  a new 
drainage  system  at  the  Robert  Hay  House. 

The  most  notable  achievement  of  the  Gardens  Branch  was  the  completion  of 
the  Mary  Kistler  Stoney  Flower  Garden.  New  architectural  features  include  a picket 
fence,  two  entrance  gates,  and  two  newly  constructed  arbors  based  on  period 
designs.  The  garden  features  brick  and  oyster-shell  paths.  The  plantings  in  the 
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garden  include  ornamental  flowers  and  vines  cultivated  in  New  Bern  during  the 
late  nineteenth  century.  A second  important  accomplishment  was  the  installation 
of  a new  memorial  plaque  in  the  Kellenberger  Garden.  The  new  burgundy 
sandstone  plaque  has  larger,  more  legible  text  and  blends  nicely  with  the 
surrounding  brickwork. 

Garden  research  focused  on  developing  a list  of  plants  appropriate  for  use  in 
the  eighteenth-  and  nineteenth-century  gardens  at  the  historic  site.  Cooperative 
research  with  the  East  Carolina  University  Department  of  Anthropology  continued 
with  the  1997  summer  archaeological  field  school,  which  was  held  at  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  Archaeological  digs  at  the  original  eighteenth-century 
New  Bern  Academy  and  the  Robert  Hay  House  provided  much  new  information 
about  the  history  of  the  site.  In  addition  to  those  research  topics,  the  Gardens 
Branch  conducted  a special  garden-planning  retreat  during  which  seven  outside 
scholars  critiqued  and  made  recommendations  concerning  the  long-range  goals  of 
the  branch.  The  daylong  retreat  featured  considerable  discussion  of  the  Miranda 
plan  and  provided  much  insight  and  direction  for  both  future  research  and 
interpretive  issues  in  the  gardens.  Also  of  particular  note  was  the  publication  of  a 
feature  article  on  the  history  of  the  gardens  at  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and 
Gardens  in  Magnolia,  the  newsletter  of  the  Southern  Garden  History  Society. 

Efforts  to  improve  the  educational  opportunities  in  the  garden  continued  at 
a rapid  pace.  During  the  biennium  the  new  interpretive  garden  brochure  was 
completed,  and  the  branch  began  a project  to  add  metal-photo  plant  labels  to  the 
native  plantings  in  the  wilderness  garden.  Garden  staff  presented  more  than  fifty 
educational  lectures,  and  the  “Young  Sprouts”  tour  for  second-grade  students 
continued  to  be  popular  with  regional  school  groups.  The  annual  Christmas 
celebration  remained  well  attended.  During  1997  a collaborative  effort  among  the 
Collections,  Technical  Services,  and  Interpretive  Branches  resulted  in  greatly 
improved  exhibits  in  both  the  1940s  parlor  and  the  Civil  War  encampment. 
Improvements  included  the  addition  of  historically  appropriate  furnishing  for  the 
1940s  room,  new  uniforms  for  the  Civil  War  interpreters,  and  a number  of  new  Civil 
War  props  made  by  the  branch’s  carpentry  staff. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS 

On  August  15,  1997,  Patricia  Stapleton  of  Hartford,  Wisconsin,  became  the  two 
millionth  visitor  to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  Mrs.  Stapleton  and 
her  family  were  on  vacation  in  the  area.  The  event  was  covered  by  WCTI-TV  and 
the  Sun  Journal  (New  Bern).  The  Stapletons  received  a specially  guided  tour  and 
gift  basket  of  items  from  the  site.  They  said  that  they  had  selected  North  Carolina 
as  a vacation  destination  because  of  its  history. 

During  the  biennium,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  was  the 
location  of  a number  of  major  special  events.  The  Weyerhaeuser  Company  funded 
a seated  buffet  dinner  and  tour  of  the  Palace  for  approximately  two  hundred  of  its 
customers  and  employees.  The  Advisory  Budget  Commission  of  the  North  Carolina 
legislature  and  local  dignitaries  were  entertained  at  a special  tour  and  dinner 
funded  by  Carolina  Power  & Light  Company,  First  Citizens  Bank,  and  the 
Weyerhaeuser  Company.  Thirty-four  members  of  the  Antique  Collectors  Guild  of 
Virginia  enjoyed  a weekend  of  special  lectures,  tours,  and  a reception.  The  North 
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Carolina  Society  of  Landscape  Architects  held  its  annual  conference  at  the  Palace. 
Its  members  enjoyed  special  tours  of  the  gardens  and  buildings  led  by  professional 
staff,  followed  by  an  evening  candlelight  tour,  reception,  and  dinner.  The  North 
Carolina  Historical  Commission  held  its  two-day  spring  1997  meeting  at  the  Palace. 
Approximately  eighty  members  and  guests  enjoyed  special  tours  of  the  collection, 
a reception,  and  dinner.  A smaller  group  was  entertained  at  lunch  the  following  day. 
Eighty  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Archaeological  Society  and  Council  came 
to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  for  their  annual  meeting  in  May  1997. 
The  event  included  an  evening  reception,  special  tours,  and  lunch  the  following  day. 
In  July  1997  ninety  guests  of  North  Carolina  Heritage  enjoyed  an  evening  tour, 
dinner,  and  a candlelight  dessert  in  the  Latham  Garden.  In  June  1998  the  North 
Carolina  Chapter  of  the  American  Public  Works  Association  held  its  annual  meeting 
in  New  Bern.  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  was  the  site  of  a reception 
and  candlelight  tour  for  approximately  three  hundred  participants. 

April  1998  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  invention  of 
Pepsi  Cola  by  Caleb  Bradham,  a New  Bern  druggist.  In  commemoration  of  that 
anniversary,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  was  asked  to  host  a gala 
reception  and  tour  for  a guest  list  of  one  thousand  Pepsi  bottlers,  Pepsi  corporate 
representatives,  and  friends.  Pepsi  funded  the  event,  and  site  staff  worked  closely 
with  the  company  to  organize  and  accomplish  a spectacular  evening  of  food  and 
entertainment  to  showcase  North  Carolina’s  colonial  capital. 

In  June  1997  and  June  1998,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  hosted 
an  evening  performance  by  the  North  Carolina  Symphony  on  the  South  Lawn.  The 
performance,  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge,  was  made  possible  by  the 
Department  of  Cultural  Resources  and  Secretary  Betty  Ray  McCain. 

COUNCIL  OF  FRIENDS 

The  Tryon  Palace  Council  of  Friends,  a nonprofit  corporation  established  to  support 
the  educational  mission  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens,  has  more  than 
tripled  its  membership  to  nearly  seven  hundred  members  in  the  last  two  years.  Its 
program  offerings  include  period  concerts,  lectures,  special  events,  an  annual 
Friends  Day,  and  the  opening  of  Friends  properties.  The  Friends  organization  has 
made  available  well-subscribed  trips  to  Beaufort,  S.C.,  to  Ayr  Mount  in 
Hillsborough,  and  to  France.  The  organization  is  currently  sponsoring  one  research 
project  and  has  initiated  an  additional  such  project,  as  well  as  several  restoration 
projects,  all  supported  by  grants.  Regular  mailings  to  members  include  notices  of 
events,  informational  letters,  and  a twice-yearly  newsletter.  Beyond  serving  the 
interests  of  members,  programs  and  the  newsletter  encourage  general  public 
interest  in  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens.  In  addition  to  programs 
presented  at  the  site,  the  Friends  have  offered  programs  in  eight  other  North 
Carolina  communities. 


CONCLUSION 

The  mission  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  is  to  educate  the  public 
about  the  contributions  of  the  people  of  New  Bern  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  central 
North  Carolina  coast  to  the  history  and  culture  of  the  state  and  the  country  from 
the  earliest  period  of  settlement  through  the  nineteenth  century.  During  the  1996- 
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1998  biennium,  all  site  activities  focused  on  the  better  accomplishment  of  that  goal. 
Through  preservation,  scholarship,  the  implementation  of  professional  standards, 
and  interpretation,  the  staff  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  and  Gardens  reaffirmed 
its  commitment  to  remain  true  to  the  original  ideals  and  mission  of  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission.

The  Western  Office  continued  its  involvement  with  the  Year  of  the  Mountains 
Commission,  which  was  established  by  the  governor  to  formulate  a number  of 
important  strategies  and  recommendations  for  the  future,  including  several  dealing 
with  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  cultural  resources  in  the  mountain  region. 
Work  also  continued  with  Handmade  in  America  and  the  Appalachian  Consortium. 

Members  of  the  staff  were  involved  with  a video  production  titled  “Built  on 
the  Rock:  Old  Country  Churches.”  The  video,  released  in  the  fall  of  1996,  deals  with 
historic  church  buildings  in  the  Southern  Appalachians  and  was  co-produced  by  A 
New  Light  Video  and  Significance  Communications  in  Asheville.  Western  Office 
employees  continued  to  give  Mars  Hill  College  and  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  guidance 
on  an  archival  grant  project,  which  was  made  possible  by  a grant  from  the 
Department  of  Cultural  Resources. 

The  Western  Office  assisted  the  Western  North  Carolina  Historical 
Association  with  a reorganization  plan  designed  to  facilitate  cooperation  between 
the  association  and  the  Smith-McDowell  House.  The  house  has  been  a project  of 
the  historical  association  since  the  mid-1970s. 

Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to  make  the  Oteen  Center  more  secure 
during  the  facility’s  renovation/restoration  planning  period.  Advanced-planning 
money  was  approved,  and  architect  Ed  Bouldin  of  Winston-Salem  was  selected  to 
begin  the  planning  process.  When  completed,  the  Oteen  Center  will  serve  as 
headquarters  for  the  Western  Office  and  as  a regional  records  storage  facility  for 
western  North  Carolina. 

Western  Office  staff  videotaped  an  all-day  storytelling/oral  history  session  for 
the  city  of  Asheville’s  bicentennial  celebration  on  September  20, 1997.  The  staff  also 
planned  and  fabricated  an  exhibit  for  the  Smith-McDowell  House  to  help 
commemorate  the  bicentennial. 

Dr.  George  Dudney,  president  of  the  Jackson  County  (Tennessee)  Historical 
Society,  was  given  assistance  with  arrangements  for  transferring  three  yellowwood 
trees  to  Grandfather  Mountain  for  planting  in  memory  of  Charles  Kuralt.  Botanist 
Andre  Michaux  discovered  the  yellowwood  in  Jackson  County,  Tennessee,  in  the 
late  1700s  and  also  explored  Grandfather  Mountain  and  other  areas  of  western 
North  Carolina. 

Archaeology  and  Historic  Preservation 

The  staff  archaeologist  provided  assistance  to  contractors,  managers,  and 
planners  dealing  with  projects  in  14  counties  and  completed  1,069  environmental 
reviews.  He  conducted  58  site  visits  or  site  evaluations  in  9 counties.  Forty- three 
public  programs  were  presented  to  more  than  one  thousand  people  at  schools  and 
meetings  of  civic  organizations  in  7 counties,  and  planning  assistance  was  provided 
for  museum  exhibits  in  3 counties. 

Two  major  projects  were  initiated  during  the  biennium.  The  staff 
archaeologist  organized  the  North  Carolina  Chapter  of  the  Trail  of  Tears 
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Association.  That  organization  is  dedicated  to  ensuring  the  inclusion  of  North 
Carolina  into  the  Trail  of  Tears  National  Historic  Trail  system.  North  Carolina  was 
not  originally  included  in  the  National  Park  Service  (NPS)-administered  trail.  The 
archaeologist  also  successfully  applied  for  a $25,000  Challenge  Cost-Share  Grant 
from  NPS  on  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina  Chapter. 

Help  was  given  in  the  formation  of  an  archaeology  field  school  partnership 
between  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians  and  Warren  Wilson  College  in 
Swannanoa.  Also,  assistance  was  provided  in  developing  a management  and 
repatriation  plan  for  the  Warren  Wilson  archaeological  site.  The  staff  archaeologist 
presented  professional  papers  at  the  Southeastern  Archaeological  Conferences  in 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  and  in  Birmingham,  Alabama. 

The  restoration  specialist  gave  more  than  1,100  consultations  to  preservation, 
restoration,  and  rehabilitation  projects  throughout  the  region.  Ongoing  state  and 
federal  grant  projects  received  technical  assistance  94  times.  State-owned 
properties  received  review  or  technical  assistance  23  times.  Section  106  projects 
received  environmental  review  or  technical  assistance  95  times.  Rehabilitation 
Investment  Tax  Credit  projects  for  income-producing  properties  received  review  or 
technical  assistance  235  times.  Historic  Preservation  Tax  Credit  projects  for  non- 
income-producing properties  received  review  or  technical  assistance  48  times.  Local 
technical  consultations  were  given  608  times. 

The  restoration  specialist  engaged  in  the  following  activities  during  the 
biennium:  participated  in  a panel  discussion  on  preservation’s  role  in  downtown 
revitalization  for  the  Year  of  the  Mountains  Commission’s  final  workshop  in 
Asheville  and  assisted  Preservation  North  Carolina  (PNC)  staff  with  a bus  tour  of 
the  Flat  Rock  Historic  District  and  the  Polk  County  Courthouse  (August  1996); 
delivered  a lecture  on  early  North  Carolina  architecture  to  teachers  as  part  of  a 
continuing  education  credit  workshop  at  Johnson  Farm,  Henderson  County 
(October  1996);  led  a tour  of  the  Allison-Deaver  House  in  Transylvania  County  for 
the  new  board  of  directors  of  the  Transylvania  County  Historical  Society  (December 

1996) ;  participated  in  a site  evaluation  of  El  Nido  in  Shelby  for  PNC  (March  1997); 
took  part  in  a historic  commission  workshop  in  Beaufort  (April  1997);  participated 
in  a two-day  design  chare tte  on  the  Glencoe  Mill  near  Burlington  for  PNC  (June 

1997) ;  delivered  a lecture  on  design  review  guidelines  to  the  Henderson  County 
Preservation  Society  (June  1997);  made  a presentation  on  historic  rehabilitation 
at  a public  meeting  in  Sparta  for  the  Handmade  in  America  project  (June  1997; 
attended  a branch-sponsored  seminar  on  the  new  state  rehabilitation  tax  credits 
(July  1997);  made  a presentation  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior’s  Standards  for 
Preservation  to  the  North  Wilkesboro  Revitalization  Committee  (October  1997);  led 
a program  on  state  rehabilitation  tax  credits  at  a meeting  of  the  Preservation 
Society  of  Asheville  and  Buncombe  County  (January  1998);  made  a presentation 
on  tax  credits  and  historic  preservation  commissions  to  the  Cleveland  County 
Economic  Development  Commission  (January  1998);  participated  in  two 
rehabilitation  investment  tax  credit  workshops  for  the  Historic  Resources 
Commission  on  Asheville  and  Buncombe  County  (April  and  May  1998);  took  part 
in  a workshop  on  restoration  and  downtown  revitalization  issues  for  Handmade 
in  America  (May  1998);  and  attended  the  annual  Vernacular  Architecture  Forum 
conference  in  Annapolis,  Maryland  (May  1998).

Western  Office 


The  preservation  specialist  responded  to  722  requests  for  information  from 
the  public  and  carried  out  68  site  visits.  She  administered  grant  projects  for 
Transylvania,  Cleveland,  Swain,  and  Graham  Counties  and  for  the  cities  of 
Waynesville,  Hendersonville,  Morganton,  and  Asheville.  She  presented  14  National 
Register  nominations  and  43  potential  study  list  properties  at  8 National  Register 
Advisory  Committee  meetings,  conducted  environmental  review  on  554  projects, 
and  reviewed  and  commented  on  21  Part  I tax  credits.  Additional  activities  included 
work  on  the  architectural  guidebook  for  western  North  Carolina  with  Catherine 
Bishir  and  Michael  Southern;  continued  service  on  Preservation  North  Carolina’s 
awards  committee  and  western  board  of  advisers;  service  on  the  Griffin  Awards 
Committee;  assistance  to  the  Hendersonville  and  Waynesville  historic  preservation 
commissions;  and  involvement  in  Handmade  in  America’s  project  to  assist  several 
small  towns  with  downtown  revitalization. 

Archives  and  Records 

The  archives  and  records  analyst  conducted  352  records  management 
consultations,  including  198  site  visits.  He  provided  assistance  in  the  establishment 
and/or  maintenance  of  micrographic  systems  to  various  county  and  municipal  offices 
in  Avery,  Buncombe,  Burke,  Cabarrus,  Catawba,  Cherokee,  Clay,  Cleveland,  Gaston, 
Graham,  Haywood,  Henderson,  Iredell,  Jackson,  McDowell,  Mecklenburg,  Polk, 
Rowan,  Rutherford,  Surry,  Union,  Wilkes,  and  Yancey  Counties.  The  Western  Office 
field  microfilmer  filmed  approximately  612,000  pages  of  county  and  municipal 
records  scheduled  for  permanent  preservation,  including  records  from  the  register 
of  deeds  offices  in  Henderson,  Rutherford,  Watauga,  and  Yancey  Counties. 

The  analyst  consulted  on  records  management-related  issues  with  various 
county  and  municipal  offices  in  Alleghany,  Ashe,  Avery,  Buncombe,  Burke,  Catawba, 
Cherokee,  Clay,  Cleveland,  Gaston,  Graham,  Haywood,  Henderson,  Iredell,  Lincoln, 
Madison,  McDowell,  Mitchell,  Polk,  Rowan,  Rutherford,  Swain,  Surry,  Union,  and 
Watauga  Counties.  He  provided  assistance  to  the  Land-of-Sky  Regional  Council  of 
Government,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Asheville,  and  the  Asheville- 
Buncombe  Metropolitan  Sewage  District.  He  spent  a considerable  amount  of  time 
updating  retention  and  disposition  schedules  for  county  sheriffs  departments  and 
school  systems.  He  extended  to  the  Mitchell  County  Department  of  Social  Services 
assistance  with  the  recovery  of  water-damaged  records;  that  agency  sustained 
severe  flooding  in  early  1998.  He  conducted  workshops  on  records  management  in 
Burke,  Catawba,  Cleveland,  and  Gaston  Counties;  more  then  seventy  employees 
from  county  and  municipal  governments  throughout  western  North  Carolina 
attended  the  gatherings. 

In  the  area  of  archival  services,  the  analyst  provided  assistance  concerning 
the  arranging,  describing,  and/or  preserving  of  collections  under  the  care  of  the 
Avery,  Henderson,  Macon,  and  McDowell  County  Historical  Societies;  Appalachian 
State  University  (Watauga  County);  and  the  North  Carolina  Arboretum,  the 
Asheville  School,  Christ  School,  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Asheville,  the  Southern 
Highland  Craft  Guild,  the  Western  North  Carolina  Development  Association,  and 
the  U.S.  Forest  Service  (all  in  Buncombe  County).  He  transferred  to  the  State 
Archives  approximately  255  cubic  feet  of  loose  records  and  101  bound  volumes  from 
Gaston,  Graham,  Iredell,  and  Rowan  Counties.  Lastly,  the  analyst  assisted  staff 
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from  the  State  Library  working  on  the  North  Carolina  Newspaper  Project,  spoke 
to  public  history  classes  at  Western  Carolina  University  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Asheville,  judged  Junior  Individual  Projects  for  History  Day  at  the 
North  Carolina  Museum  of  History,  and  attended  meetings  of  the  Society  of  North 
Carolina  Archivists  and  the  Appalachian  Consortium. 

Historic  Sites 

The  historic  sites  specialist  conducted  a visitor  studies  project  on  selected  text 
blocks  in  the  new  Julian  Roundhouse  exhibit  at  the  North  Carolina  Transportation 
Museum  (NCTM)  in  Spencer.  He  tested  a total  of  nine  text  blocks  and  tabulated 
scores  for  each  one.  Another  project  at  the  NCTM  was  the  Backshop  focus-group 
study.  The  specialist  conducted  a total  of  eight  focus  groups,  including  two  sessions 
held  at  other  sites.  He  presented  a “Customer  Service  Training”  workshop  to 
seventeen  temporary  and  permanent  employees  and  provided  assistance  with 
another  workshop,  titled  “The  Classroom  Unlimited  Express.”  He  made  available 
to  the  NCTM  assistance  with  traffic  flow  design,  site  signage,  and  interpretive 
programs. 

The  historic  sites  specialist  conducted  focus  groups  at  the  Thomas  Wolfe 
Memorial  to  obtain  public  opinion  on  proposed  visitor-center  exhibit  designs.  In 
addition,  he  conducted  a traffic-flow  study  and  assisted  with  development  of  new 
educational  programs  at  Wolfe.  He  presented  “Interpreter  Training”  workshops  at 
Reed  Gold  Mine  in  Cabarrus  County,  the  NCTM  in  Spencer,  and  Blue  Ridge 
Technical  Community  College  in  Hendersonville  to  a total  of  seventy-three 
participants. 

The  historic  sites  specialist  presented  a staff  development  workshop  titled 
“Your  Keys  to  Success:  NC  Historic  Sites’  Standards  for  Visitor  Services”  at  Reed 
Gold  Mine,  Aycock  Birthplace,  and  Historic  Edenton.  At  Stagville  Preservation 
Center  near  Durham,  he  led  a workshop  dealing  with  quality  customer  service,  how 
to  deal  with  angry,  difficult  people,  and  how  to  give  bad  news  to  visitors  in  a polite 
manner.  He  twice  reworked  the  History  Bowl  Study  Guide;  conducted  History  Bowl 
training  sessions  at  Fort  Dobbs;  and  assisted  with  actual  History  Bowl  competitions 
at  Fort  Dobbs,  Reed  Gold  Mine,  Vance  Birthplace,  the  Charlotte  Hawkins  Brown 
Memorial,  and  the  state  championships  in  Raleigh. 

The  historic  sites  specialist  planned  and  coordinated  an  exhibit  for  the  North 
Carolina  Heritage  Education  Convention  in  Charlotte  and  coordinated  a display 
on  North  Carolina  gold  mining  from  Reed  Gold  Mine  for  the  Colburn  Gem  and 
Mineral  Museum  in  Asheville.  He  presented  a paper  titled  “Using  Focus  Group 
Methodology  to  Plan  Museum-Based  Educational  Programs”  at  the  Visitor  Studies 
Conference  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  A second  paper  by  the  specialist,  titled 
“Front-End  Evaluation  at  the  North  Carolina  Transportation  Museum,”  will  appear 
in  a forthcoming  issue  of  Visitor  Studies:  Theory,  Research,  and  Practice,  a periodical 
published  by  the  Visitor  Studies  Association.  The  specialist  represented  the  state’s 
historic  sites  at  two  North  Carolina  Social  Studies  Conferences  in  Greensboro, 
served  on  the  Year  of  the  Family  Committee  for  the  state  historic  sites,  and  led  tours 
of  Vance  Birthplace  for  visiting  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Commission. 
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Museums 

The  museum  representative  consulted  with  the  following  museums  and 
historical  organizations:  the  Asheville  Chapter  of  the  National  Railway  Historical 
Society,  Asheville;  the  Avery  County  Museum,  Newland;  the  Big  Ivey  Historical 
Association,  Dillingham;  the  Biltmore  Village  Historic  Museum,  Asheville;  the 
Carson  House,  Marion;  the  Cherokee  County  Historical  Museum,  Murphy;  the 
Cherokee  Historical  Association,  Cherokee;  the  Cherr3wille  Museum,  Cherr3wille;

She  was  instrumental  in  hosting  a reception 
and  dinner  for  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission  at  the  Governor’s  Western 
Residence  in  Asheville  on  April  30, 1998,  and  the  following  month  she  planned  and 
directed  a regional  heritage  tourism  conference  at  Asheville-Buncombe  Technical 
Community  College.

Architect  Joseph  Oppermann  of  Phillips  & Oppermann,  PA,  of  Winston- 
Salem  conducted  a feasibility  study  in  the  summer  of  1997  to  help  the  county 
commissioners  decide  whether  restoration  of  the  building  for  continued  use  as  a 
courthouse  was  practical.  The  study’s  findings  suggested  that  restoration  was  eco- 
nomically feasible,  and  the  county  has  retained  Phillips  & Oppermann  to  develop 
restoration  plans  for  the  roof  and  exterior  of  the  building. 

Barker  House,  Edenton,  Chowan  County 

Substantial  interior  rehabilitation  work  was  carried  out  during  1996.  The 
Edenton  Historical  Commission  furnished  and  opened  the  building  to  the  public 
in  spring  1997.  The  building  contains  a museum  shop  and  rental  space  for  offices 
and  receptions. 

Beaufort  Courthouse  (former  Carteret  County  Courthouse),  Beaufort,  Carteret 
County 

Between  July  and  October  1997,  selective  demolition  and  an  architectural 
investigation  of  the  structure  were  undertaken.  Architectural  drawings  were  pre- 
pared during  spring  and  summer  1998.  Comparative  analysis  of  similar  vintage 
buildings  were  undertaken  to  aid  in  the  selection  of  appropriate  woodwork  and 
stair-rail  treatments.

Archaeology  work  is  proceeding  for  the  eventual  reconstruction  of  the  car- 
riage house. 
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Blandwood  Mansion,  Greensboro,  Guilford  County 

The  home  of  Governor  John  Motley  Morehead  continues  to  be  maintained 
by  Preservation  Greensboro,  Inc.,  as  a historic  house  museum. 

Blount-Bridgers  House,  Tarboro,  Edgecombe  County 

A request  for  architectural  design  services  for  the  restoration  of  several  pe- 
riod rooms  in  the  house  was  issued  in  summer  1998. 

Briggs  Hardware  Building,  Raleigh,  Wake  County 

Preservation  North  Carolina  acquired  this  very  significant  nineteenth-cen- 
tury commercial  building.  Rehabilitation  for  use  by  several  nonprofit 
organizations  began  in  summer  1997,  and  the  first  phase  of  construction  was  com- 
pleted in  spring  1998. 

Burwell  School,  Hillsborough,  Orange  County 

A standing-seam  metal  roof  was  installed  on  main  building  to  replace  the 
deteriorated  wooden  shingle  roof. 

Cedar  Grove  Cemetery,  New  Bern,  Craven  County 

The  restoration  of  nine  brownstone  grave  markers  was  completed  in  Octo- 
ber 1997. 

Chadbourn  Railroad  Depot,  Chadbourn,  Columbus  County 

A heating  and  cooling  system  was  installed  in  the  Arts  Council  Building, 
and  the  parking  lot  was  paved  in  spring  1998.  The  depot  serves  as  a railroad  mu- 
seum. 

Chicamacomico  Lifesaving  Station,  Rodanthe,  Dare  County

Masonry  restoration  work  to  the  foundation,  as  well  as  drainage  repairs, 
were  carried  out  in  summer  1996.  Museum-quality  interior  storm  windows  were 
installed  in  summer  1998. 

Currituck  Lighthouse  Keeper’s  Quarters,  Corolla,  Currituck  County 

Work  on  the  facility,  which  included  interior  and  exterior  woodwork  repair, 
exterior  repainting,  masonry  repairs,  and  the  reconstruction  of  a cistern,  was  com- 
pleted in  fall  1996. 
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Danbury  Town  Hall,  Danbury,  Stokes  County 

Plans  are  under  way  to  rehabilitate  this  nineteenth-century  former  law  of- 
fice for  use  as  the  Danbury  town  hall.

Interior  and  exterior  stabilization  work  was  completed  in  fall  1996.  An 
exterior-end  chimney  was  reconstructed  in  fall  1997. 

Dr.  George  Shaw  House,  Oxford,  Granville  County 

The  Mary  Potter  School  National  Alumni  Association  has  developed  plans  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  historic  property  into  a museum  and  community  center. 

Dr.  John  Montgomery  House,  Troy  vicinity,  Montgomery  County 

The  front  porch  was  reconstructed,  the  exterior  siding  was  repaired  and  re- 
placed, and  the  entire  exterior  was  primed  during  spring  1998. 

Fair  Barn,  Pinehurst,  Moore  County 

Structural  repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  truss  system,  and  the  first  phase  of 
exterior  restoration  work,  which  included  reconstruction  of  the  missing  towers,  re- 
pair and  replacement  of  windows  and  exterior  doors,  and  the  installation  of  new 
stucco  on  the  exterior,  was  completed  in  spring  1997. 

Fair  Bluff  Railroad  Depot,  Fair  Bluff,  Columbus  County 
The  installation  of  a security  system  was  completed. 

Fort  Defiance,  Happy  Valley,  Caldwell  County 

Construction  of  the  new  caretaker’s  house  was  completed  in  1997.  Plans  for 
repairs  to  the  porches  and  exterior  painting  of  Fort  Defiance  are  under  way. 

Gallery  Theatre,  Ahoskie,  Hertford  County 

Replacement  of  the  seriously  deteriorated  roof  took  place  in  summer  1997. 

Gates  County  Courthouse,  Gatesville,  Gates  County 

Engineering  studies  of  the  structure  were  conducted  in  fall  1997.  Structural 
stabilization  work,  especially  to  the  west  wing,  was  completed  in  winter  1998. 

Gihlem  Lodge,  Wilmington,  New  Hanover  County 

Reinforcement  of  the  second-floor  structural  system  and  cleaning  and  paint-

John  Wesley  McElroy  House  (Rush-Wray  Museum  of  Yancey  County  History), 
Burnsville,  Yancey  County 

Restoration  of  the  exterior  of  the  house  was  largely  completed  in  1997,  with 
the  exception  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  front  porch.

Leak-Wall  House  Gardens,  Rockingham,  Richmond  County 

Research  on  the  1918  formal  gardens  adjacent  to  the  mid-nineteenth-cen- 
tury Leak- Wall  House  was  conducted  during  fall  1997,  and  plans  were  developed 
for  restoration  of  the  gardens.  Work  on  the  gardens,  including  installation  of  an 
irrigation  system  and  rehabilitation  of  garden  structures  and  statuary,  began  in 
spring  1998.

The  house  continues  to  be  maintained  by  the  L.  L.  Polk  House  Foundation 
while  awaiting  relocation  to  an  appropriate  site.  The  roof,  damaged  by  Hurricane 
Fran,  was  repaired  in  fall  1997. 
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Log  Cabin,  Averasboro  Battleground,  Harnett  County 

Reconstruction  of  the  Civil  War-era  log  cabin  was  successfully  completed  in 
summer  1997. 

Martin  County  Courthouse,  Williamston,  Martin  County 

Electrical  and  plumbing  work  commenced  in  winter  1998.  Structural  re- 
pairs to  the  first  floor  began  in  spring  1998.  Architectural  plans  for  a sprinkler 
system  were  prepared  in  summer  1998. 

Murfreesboro  High  School,  Murfreesboro,  Hertford  County 

Interior  cosmetic  work  on  the  former  school  was  largely  completed  in  1997, 
and  the  building  was  opened  to  the  public  in  fall  1997  as  a museum.  Work  on  a 
sprinkler  system  is  anticipated  for  completion  in  fall  1998. 

Neuse  Lodge  #6,  Goldsboro,  Wayne  County 

Modern  aluminum  windows  were  replaced  with  new  wooden  windows  that 
match  the  original  ones,  and  deteriorated  sections  of  masonry  were  repointed. 

Newbold-White  House,  Hertford,  Perquimans  County 

A new  HVAC  system  was  installed  in  fall  1996.  No  changes  were  made  to 
the  building. 

Oak  Grove  School,  Bethania,  Forsyth  County 

Plans  for  rehabilitation  of  the  one-room  school  for  use  as  a museum  and 
neighborhood  office  have  been  developed. 

Opera  House,  Hamlet,  Richmond  County 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed,  and  a new  roof 
will  be  installed  in  fall  1998. 

Oval  Ballroom,  Fayetteville,  Cumberland  County 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  restoration  of  the  ballroom  were 
completed  in  spring  1998  and  were  approved  by  the  owner  and  the  State  Historic 
Preservation  Office.  Restoration  work  will  commence  in  fall  1998. 

Pendleton  House,  Nixonton,  Pasquotank  County 

Exterior  stabilization  and  restoration  work  was  undertaken  in  winter  1997. 
Major  exterior  work  included  porch  and  window  repairs. 

Peterson  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Church,  Windsor  vicinity,  Bertie  County 
A new  metal  roof  was  installed  and  exterior  woodwork  was  repaired  in 
spring  1998. 

Pleasant  Retreat  Academy , Lincolnton,  Lincoln  County 

In  spring  1998,  work  began  on  the  academy  building  to  remove  the  flooring 
system  and  stair  on  the  first  level  and  to  repair  structural  damage.  The  slate  roof, 
which  was  not  original  to  the  building,  was  replaced  with  a new  metal  roof.  New 
electrical,  plumbing,  and  HVAC  systems  are  planned. 

Purvis  Chapel,  Beaufort,  Carteret  County 

Structural  repairs  to  the  roofing  system  were  completed,  and  a new  roof  and 
gutter  system  were  installed.  A handicapped-access  ramp  was  completed. 
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Quaker  Meadows,  Morganton,  Burke  County 

Restoration  of  the  interior  of  the  house  has  been  ongoing  since  fall  of  1996. 
The  trim  has  been  restored  and  the  walls  plastered.  The  exterior  doors  have  been 
reconstructed  and  antique  hardware  restored.  Work  on  interior  finishes  is  ongo- 
ing. 

Robeson  House,  Greenville  vicinity,  Pitt  County 

The  house  was  donated  to  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  by  Preser- 
vation North  Carolina  in  winter  1998.  A restoration  carpenter  stabilized  the 
structure,  and  the  building  was  relocated  to  a secure  and  temporary  storage  facil- 
ity at  an  airport  hanger  in  Goldsboro  in  March  1998. 

Saluda  Community  Library  and  Arts  Center,  Saluda,  Polk  County 

Architectural  planning  for  rehabilitation  of  the  former  Pace  Building  is  un- 
der way.

1998.  Repairs  to  the  slate  roof  are  ongoing. 

St.  Johns  Masonic  Theater,  New  Bern,  Craven  County 

Restoration  work  included  preparation  of  architectural  drawings  and  archi- 
tectural investigation  of  the  building.  The  theater’s  seats  were  removed  and 
restored.

Windows  and 
doors  are  scheduled  for  repair  and  reinstallation  in  fall  of  1998. 

Vance  County  Historical  Museum,  Henderson,  Vance  County 

Planning  for  repair  and  restoration  of  the  ornamental  plasterwork  in  the 
former  Bank  of  Henderson  is  being  carried  out.  The  building  is  presently  used  as 
the  Vance  County  Historical  Museum. 
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Walnut  Cove  School,  Walnut  Cove,  Stokes  County 

Rehabilitation  of  the  building  for  use  as  a senior-citizen  center  is  under  way. 
Roof  replacement,  foundation  repairs,  and  installation  of  new  systems  have  been 
completed. 

Walter  Reed  House,  Murfreesboro,  Hertford  County 

Interior  plaster  and  woodwork  repairs  were  undertaken  in  spring  1998.
